Who Invented Flying? 

No one invented flying, nor did any 
one man invent all the separate parts 
of the flying machine. They are the 
result of evolution,—of the combined 
work and thought of hundreds of men, 
many of whose names are unrecorded.

Mr. F. H. Wenham, in 1866, also built 
a flying machine along conventional 
lines and tried to fly it with a steam 
engine, which of course, proved too 
heavy. 

M. A. Penaud, a Frenchman, in ex- 
perimenting with models, seems to 
have been the first to discover the 
necessity of vertical and horizontal 
rudders in maintaining balance. Mr. 
Horatio Phillips, an Englishman, dis- 
covered, and patented, the use of 
curved instead of flat surfaces for the 
planes. Otto and Gustav Lilienthal 
are said to have been the first to at- 
tempt to balance aeroplanes by flex- 
ing or bending the wings. Various 
others, including Messrs. Richard 
Harte, Boulton, Mouillard, worked 
out ideas for balancing machines by 
the use of auxiliary planes which 
could be set at different angles with 
regard to the line of flight, thus 
forcing the machines to different 
positions by the force of the air rush- 
ing against them. ; 

Dr. Langley, trained in scientific 
investigation, conducted an elaborate 
series of experiments covering many 
years and costing thousands of dollars 
to test and prove the value of the 
claims of the earlier investigators. 
Some things which he thought he 'was 
the first to discover,—such as the ef- 
fect of the vertical and horizontal 
rudders,—he later found had already 
been proven by others. Independently 
he covered the entire field of experi- 
ment and after building hundreds of 
small models he succeeded in 1896 in 
making a machine weighing several 
pounds equipped with a very light 
steam engine which flew safely as 
long as the fuel lasted. For his early 
experiments Dr. Langley was afforded 
financial assistance by Mr. William 
Thaw of Pittsburg. After the success 
of his small machines Dr. Langley 
was asked to undertake the construc- 
tion of a large, man-carrying machine, 
and Congress voted him $50,000 to 
carry on the work. A large share of 
this was spent on the development of 
a very light gasoline engine. The 
machine finally was completed, but 
was twice broken through defective 
launching apparatus. Congress and 
Dr. Langley were so ridiculed by the 
public press that the machine was

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temporarily abandoned. Not however, 
until after Dr. Langley had success- 
fully flown a steam driven machine 
much larger than many of the rac ng 
aeroplanes of today. 

But eight years after Dr. Langley’s 
death, which is said to have been cue 
to the heart-breaking disappointment 
he suffered in trying to demonstrate 
the large machine, Glenn H. Curtiss, 
at the request of the Smithsonian [n- 
stitution, rebuilt the old Langley ma- 
chine and succeeded in making a 
flight with it at Hammondsport, N. Y., 
on May 28, 1914. 

While longer flights probably will 
be made with this machine none will 
attain greater importance, becanise 
this first flight with it was sufficient 
to establish for all time the fact that 
Dr. Langley built the first man- 
carrying machine equipped with a 
gasoline engine and able to fly and 
raise itself with its own power. This 
was considerably more than was ac- 
complished by other machines for 
some time after Dr. Langley’s death. 
The Langley machine not only lifted 
the weight it was designed to fly 
with, but also carried pontoon and 
other fittings, added by Mr. Curtiss 
to make flight from the water pos- 
sible. which added 340 pounds to the 
criginal weight of the machine. 

The connection between Dr. Lang- 
ley‘s work and present machines is 
now very easy to trace, though not 
obvious until 1911, when the Smith- 
sonian Institution published memoirs 
written by Dr. Langley in 1897, and 
some memoirs of Mr. Octave Chanute, 
a French engineer who resided in 
Chicago, and who forms one of the 
main connecting links. The chain is 
practically completed by notes left 
by the late Lieut. Thomas Selfridge, 
U. S. A., America’s first martyr to 
aviation. 

Dr. Langley’s knowledge is repre- 
sented in modern aviation by three 
distinct lines. The central and most 
direct line is through Dr. Alexander 
Graham. Bell, inventor of the tele- 
phone, to the Aerial Experiment As- 
sociation, and thence to Mr. Glenn H. 
Curtiss, and finds its expression in 
what is known as the Curtiss type of 
machines. 

Another line is that earried by a 
Mr. A. M. Herring to Mr. Chanute 
and by him. transmitted to Mr. Wilbur 
Wright, finding expression in the 
Wright type of biplane.

As a matter of information, a few 
more words about Tartakoff. Justly 
famed as the ideal interpreter of 
Rubinstein’s Demon, dame Rumor had 
him (justly or not) as the composer’s 
natural son. He first joined the rost- 
er of the Imperial theaters in 1882, 
when Melnikoff and Jakovleti were 
the leading baritones there. These 
two are now only legends, but Tartak- 
off did leave us recorded samples_of 
his art. While their extreme rarity 
makes it difficult to become familiar 
with his voice, we can at least see 
from his photograph what a handsome 
“devil” he was. And I'll bet you 
never thought our good friend Maria 
Michailowa was so pretty, certainly 
not after seeing her picture in the old 
Victor catalogs and one about her 
in Gaisberg’s book. . 


After writing about Gravina’s rec- 
ord of Alvise’s air being priced at 
250 dollars (whether it was sold for 
that I do not know) I heard his 
Roberto il Diavolo and must admit 
that his was an exceptionally fine 
basso cantante—an opinion, obviously, 
not shared by the Met’s management 
for during his one season there, in 
1907-08, he appeared only once, as 
Sparafucile. Neither did the Boston 
Opera recognize his talents as he was 
billed for his only performance with 
that company, in 1912, as the King 
in Aida, with Mardones singing Ram- 
fis and Melis, Gay, Zenatello and 
Rossi completing the cast. This in- 
teresting item about Boston was kind- 
ly supplied by the Reverend H. Mason 
Palmer, a fine musician and enthusias- 
tic collector, who is now engaged in 
the difficult task of compiling a com- 
plete listing of the Boston Opera’s 
activities—works produced, casts, 
dates, etc. ... Father Palmer’s labor 
will be most useful to all interested 
in opera, and especially to those of 
us who must sweat it out for every 
bit of information about ‘the singers 
whose biographies we write. 


Speaking of biographies, my favor- 
ite is Tamagno’s—not THE Tamagno 
of the lungs of iron, but of his brother 
Giovanni. It seems that Giovanni’s 
baritone was much like Francesco’s 
tenor, mighty and resounding. He 
studied with a vocal teacher named 
Cima and was all set to make his 
debut in Novara. He came out on the 
stage, took one look at the gaping 
audience and... paralyzed with fear, 
could not utter a sound! After this 
disconcerting experience he never 
again attempted to sing in public but 
retired to Buenos Aires and made a 
fortune in business (I could name a 
few others who should have done 
likewise). Giovanni’s discography is 
just as brief as his career—no rec- 
ords!... 


A collector from California, Jess 
Fair, reports there are three versions 
of Eames’ Romeo and Juliet—the 1905

An in- 
teresting passage in Jess Fair’s let- 
ter is about his singing teacher, 
Valda. Giulia Valda, or Julia Whee- 
lock, was born in Boston in 1855, 
studied singing with the elder Lam- 
perti and made her debut as Leonora 
in II Trovatore in 1879, at Pavia. 
During her brilliant career she sang 
in Italy, France, England and the 
United States, opposite such singers 
as Battistini, Maurel and Tamagno. 
She enjoyed telling of staying six 
weeks at Patti’s Craig-y-Nos castle in 
Wales. After retiring she taught 
singing in New York and Paris, where 
she died in 1925. According to Mr. 
Fair, Valda recorded but would not 
permit the tests to be released. An- 
other great voice lost forever, unless 
by some miracle, the test copies are 
found.

A fine and well balanced collection 
of operatic and concert selections by 
Muzio at her best—but every piece 
reproduced one tone higher than it 
was sung in. Results: misplaced re- 
gisters, unnatural voice and accele- 
rated tempi. And it really is too bad 
because the re-recording is‘limpid and 
brilliant, and for collectors like my- 
self who do not specialize in Edisons 
this LP would be a welcome addition. 


For that matter it still is, even if 
reproduced at the wrong speed, for 
never has Muzio been heard singing 
better on records. Save for the mis- 
sing trills in Tacea la notte, every, 
piece is splendid, particularly Ad- 
riana’s Sortita, which she does com- 
plete with the spoken recitative. 


These early recordings of Muzio 
show what it was about her singing 
at the height of her career that drove 
audiences wild—mellifluous tone, opu- 
lent phrasing, enchanting diction and 
sensitive musicianship. If you are 
not too concerned about pitch, chances 
are that the shrillness imparted to 
Muzio’s voice by the incorrect speed 
will not bother you too much. If you 
are, make allowances for the sake of 
the “Divine Claudia”—the beauty of 
her singing will more than compensate 
for it. 

But seriously, when will certain re- 
recording companies realize that it is 
up to them to re-record old discs at 
correct pitch? The LP customers are 
particularly helpless in that most 33 
r.p.m. reproducers are set at that 
speed, with no provision for any 
variation. And the old-time singers 
are certainly entitled to have their 
voices reproduced as faithfully as 
possible; if not for us collectors who 
are familiar with them on the ori- 
ginals, at least for the new genera- 
tion who first hears them on LP.

Lauri Volpi experts claim that he 
made only solo recordings for Fonoti- 
pia. He did, however, record a duet 
with Maria Lisson for the Spanish 
Odcon—121.176, La Boheme: O soave 
fanciulla/Sono andati, Despite the 
absence of the encircled W which 
stands for electrical recording, this 
disc sounds like an electric one. 

Piccaver made a good number of 
recordings, both acoustical and elec- 
trical, for ‘Deutsche Gramophon” 
(some were issued here with Polydor 
and Vocalion labels).

EDDIE MORTON

The foregoing tells the story of 
Eddie Morton’s recording career — 
with one notable exception. Perhaps 
you recall that Paul Morton said he 
was sure his father would have ap- 
preciated the great interest I had in 
his records, “even as a boy.” 

I had told Paul that when I was a 
small boy I imagined I was the own- 
er and operator of the Walsh Talking 
Machine Company, and that I started, 
in a pencil tablet, a catalog that grew 
to contain several thousand double- 
faced records. That mythical phon- 
ograph company was the greatest 
pleasure of my life. I wrote descrip- 
tions of Walsh Records for my “sup- 
plements” and even _ biographical 
sketches and imaginary interviews 
with the the famous artists who, lit- 
tle as they suspected it, were busily 
recording for me. 

Eddie Morton was one of my prime 
favorites. I had him record not only 
current popular songs but also other 
numbers which I had written myself 
—or imagined I had. And finally, to 
show my admiration for him, I put 
him and Bob Roberts in charge of 
the Walsh Company’s comic record- 
ing department. Yes, Eddie Morton 
not only sang for Victor, Zonophone, 
Columbia, Edison, U. S. Everlasting 
and Emerson, he probably made more 
Walsh records than all the other 
kinds put together. Naturally, I feel 
a rueful regret today that his Walsh 
waxings were all imaginary! 

But I can’t ‘leave the subject of 
Eddie Morton without saying that it 
gives me great pleasure just to read 
down the list of his records and find 
myself chuckling at some of the 
memories they evoke. Many of the 
titles are mirth-compelling in them- 
selves. Others bring recollections of 
happy occasions, such as the time 
Bryant Burke, gleeful at discovering 
that I didn’t own the twelve-inch 
version of “That’s Gratitude!” a- 
roused my envious emotions by spin- 
ning his own fine copy. 

I urge any collector with a liking 
for clever, full-flavored humor to ac- 
quire all the Morton records he finds 
in good condition. Whenever I play 
those in my own collection it seems I 
can see Eddie, striding back and forth 
across the stage in minstrel attire, 
complete with high silk hat, face 
blacked with burnt cork and throw- 
ing back his head to take one of those 
ringing high notes that usually ended 
his records. I don’t believe he did 
much, if any, minstrel work and 


doubt that he used blackface makeup 
in vaudeville, but when that glowing 


baritone voice delights my ears that 
is how I delight to picture him, as 
one of the great minstrels of yester- 
day, living up to the sentiments of 
“I’d Rather Be a Minstrel Man Than 
a Multi-Millionaire.” 

Glancing down the list of Morton 
records brings many pleasant recol- 
lections. “Mariuch” is noteworthy for 
being sung in good Italian dialect. 
“Just a Friend of the Family” is an- 
other of the songs featuring the situ- 
ation in which a “gentleman friend” 
is caught making love to a lady who 
explains, with fine disregard for the 
truth, that he’s a relative or, in this 
instance, merely an old friend of the 
family. There’s a similar theme in 
“The Right Church But the Wrong 
Pew.” 

“The Peach That Tastes the Sweet- 
est” is one of the most mirth-pro- 
voking of the records. I well remem- 
ber how my brother and I laughed 
the first time we heard Eddie’s ac- 
count of how he used to call on “Miss 
Tillie,” stretch his “lazy five foot 
ten” on her sofa “and give my Tillie’s 
lovin’ lips a smack.” His stingy ways, 
however, finally caused the lady to 
announce that if he wished to keep 
calling at her home he’d have to 
spend some money. As she put it: 
“Somethin’ for nothin’ is not to be 
commended! My free list is entirely 
suspended—’cause the peach _ that 
tastes the sweetest (Lawd!) hangs 
the highest on the tree!” 

Funnier, if anything, is “If He 
Comes in I’m Goin’ Out,” which re- 
lates how one Rufus Brown went to 
“ol? Aunt Nance” to have his fortune 
read. Nance said that to do a good 
job she would have to surnmon Rufe’s 
uncle from the dead, whereupon the 
panic-stricken Mr. Brown assured her 
that “if he comes in I’m goin’ out,” 
and added: “If that door is locked, 
that little hole in the lock will be 
plenty big enough for me!” A girl 
friend who told him there was a 
burglar in the house received a simi- 
lar assurance: “That little rat hole 
there right beneath your chair will be 
plenty big enough!” 

“IT Won’t Be Back Till August” tells 
of the delight a hitherto bashful 
young gentleman experienced at the 
seashore when he saw the girls wear- 
ing the “daring” bathing costumes of 
1910. “You Can Lead a Mule to 
Water” is a sermon in song on the 
impossibility of making a woman do 
anything against her will, and “The 
Last Shot Got Him” tells how a 
“cowgirl named Mona” became jeal- 
ous (in Arizona) of her cowboy 


lover, Tony. She fired several shcts 
before the last one got him “rig it 
between his breakfast and his dinner 
time.” When Tony recovered he shot 
his rival, Dan, “right between Lis 
pantry and his dining room.” 

“Waiting for Me” is the sad story 
of a man who suffered from such 
wordly calamities as a jealous wife 
and New Jersey mosquitos. I always 
get a laugh out of “Ever Since You 
Told Me That You Loved Me” when 
Eddie narrates how he goes around 
“bumping into people on the street 
like a fool—like an awful fool!” and 
winds up: “Now my little derby hat 
will never, never fit—ever since you 
told me that you luh-huvved me!” It 
makes me wonder why public taste 
has changed so completely that no 
one writes such bubblingly comic 
songs today. “The Party That Wrote 
‘Home, Sweet Home’” has a spoken 
discourse on walking the floor with 
=~ baby, and other woes of married 

e. 

ln the Columbia list, “Oh You 
Dream” is noteworthy for the names 
ot the beauties of forty years ago 
whom Eddie compares unfavorably 
to his dream girl. Lillian Russell, 
Anna Held, Maxine Elliott and Eva 
Tanguay are among them. “That’s 
the Fellow I Want to Get,” apparent- 
ly adapted and cleaned-up from an 
old off-color joke, tells of how “Lite 
tle Willie,” scolded for watching the 
ice man “kiss his ma,” went to a 
druggist and asked for whooping 
cough germs. He explained he would 
give the germs to Mary, Mary would 
pass them on to John, who would in- 
fect the cook. “The cook will give it 
to Father; Pa’ll give it to Ma, you 
bet; and Ma’ll give it to the ice man— 
that’s the fellow I want to get!” 

“What Do You Mean, You Lost 
Yer Dog?” is the sad tale of an ani- 
mal fancier looking for his “roving 
Rover,” while “He’s a Devil in His 
Own Home” is a satiric “rube” song 
about a rustic gentleman who “would 
never do in New York City” but is 
strictly hot stuff in his home town. 
He was the village checker champion, 
but the song adds: “And he cheated— 
can you beat it? He’s a devil in his 
own home town!” 

I have saved for the last my com- 
ment on “The Noodle Soup Rag” be- 
cause it recalls the most amusing of 
all my Eddie Morton associations. 

When I first began giving my 
Walsh’s Wax Works program, featur- 
ing my collection of old records, from 
WDBJ in Roanoke, I wanted to put 
on a special Father’s Day program. 
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Nearly all popular songs written a- 
pout Father have _ been satiric 
(“Everybody Works But Father” is 
probably the classic example), so my 
program naturally was built around 
numbers of that type. Among those 
1 particularly wished to play was 
Morton’s “Noodle Soup Rag.” The 
program director held up approval, 
saying he’d have to try to “clear it” 
through Broadcast Music, Incorpor- 
ated, in New York, since we didn’t 
knuw who published the music. 

‘he woman who “cleared for B. 
M. I. replied, to my chagrin, that she 
couldn’t authorize us to play the rec- 
ord since the copyright of the song 
was owned by the composer and she 
di¢n’t know how to get in touch with 
hin). (Morton, who wrote as well as 
saig the song, of course had already 
becn dead for several years in 1943.) 
Then she added this postscript: 

“P, S. Will you please tell me 
what in h—1l noodle soup has to do 
wi'h Father’s Day?” 

\ letter went back explaining that 
the lyrics described the joy the whole 
family experienced in watching 
Father as he dredged up his soup, 
ani inquiring, “Father, aint youse 
got no bringin’s up? The funniest 
part is the unexpected introduction 
of a quotation in the refrain from 
James Bland’s favorite “In the Even- 
ing By the Moonlight.” In the Mor- 
tor) version this becomes: “How the 
old folks would enjoy it; they couid 
sit all night and listen and the fun 
would never lag—how we all would 
listen when Father ate his soup 
(swish!! swish!!) — that’s the noodle 
soup rag!” 

1 close my Eddie Morton reminis- 
cences with this quotation from a 
great comic song by a greater co- 
median. I am sorry that circum- 
stances never permitted of my meet- 
ing Edward Farren Morton or even 
writing to him and telling him. how 
much pleasure his recorded art had 
given me. But I am happy that I 
have come to know his son Paul 
through correspondence and _ hope 
that by the time this article appears 
I shall have met him in the flesh. 
And I hope too that Mr. Morton’s 
many admirers among record collec- 
tors have enjoyed this review of the 
comedian’s life and recording achieve- 
ments.

The Value of Old Records 


By JIM WALSH 


I have always been glad to hear 
from the readers of my HOBBIES 
articles and to answer letters as I 
am able to find time. Lately, however, 
I have found letter writing an increa- 
singly heavy burden—one which I 
cannot well attend to and at the sane 
time keep up my writing for HOB- 
BIES and other publications, in addi- 
tion to doing my work as news editor 
of Radio Station WSLS in Roanoke, 
Virginia. To make it worse, an at- 
tack of flu, followed during the winter 
by a series of severe colds, impaired 
my vitality and has made it necessary 
to curtail any activities that could 
possibly be avoided. 


There is one thing HOBBIES read- 
ers can do to reduce my correspond- 
ence load, and that is not send me lists 
of records and phonographs which they 
have for sale, with inquiries as to 
whether I want to buy them myself 
or can recommend other buyers, and 
questions as to what they are worth. 
I am not a record dealer, do not go 
in for large-scale buying and have all 
the sound reproducing instruments to 
which I can give shelter. All I can do 
when I receive these inquiries is refer 
my correspondents to the advertise- 
ments of HOBBIES dealers. If you 
want to buy or sell records, it would 
be far simpler to write directly to 
the dealers whose advertising appears 
here each month rather than submit 
lists to me. 


Probably half my “fan mail” con- 
sists of such inquiries as those I have 
named. And more than half of those 
who want to sell records seek to dis- 
pose of Edison Diamond Discs. Be-

knows little about records thinks they 
must be rare and valuable. 


The rather ironic truth is that be- 
cause Edison records were so much 
better than anything else produced 
in their day (from 1912 to 1929) they 
have only nominal value now. They 
were so thick they were almost un- 
breakable and when played with their 
own diamond point reproducer they 
didn’t wear out. Under ideal condi- 
tions, Edison records could be played 
thousands of times with no perceptible 
wear. They were sold in large quanti- 
ties, and most of the factory output 
is still around in good condition. Since 
they are in no sense rarities, they 
are worth comparatively little from 
the finanical standpoint, although well 
worth collecting for their musical 
merits. There are dealers who do 
good businesses selling them by mail, 
and when I was in Chicago several 
months ago I saw stacks of them in 
second-hand stores for five and ten 
cents each. Much the same comment 
as to “rarity” applies to Edison Blue 
Amberol cylinders. 


I have never sought to give the im- 
pression that the old “popular” rec- 
ords about which [ chiefly write are 
worth large sums. They sold in vast 
quantities and were too popular to 
fall into the “premium” class. Some 
collectors have paid absurdly high 
prices for a few rare operatic record- 
ings or for “jazz classics’—mostly 
played by Negro dance bands—which 
were small sellers to begin with, be- 
came hard to find and thereby ac- 
quired a fictitious value in the minds 
of those who like opera or jazz. I am 
no authority on these types of record 
and cannot “price” them. Those who 
wish to know the current quotations 
on jazz discs may obtain a booklet, 
“The Hollywood Premium Guide,” 
from Will Roy Hearne, 1047 West 
97th Street, Los Angeles 44, Cali- 
fornia. It sells, I believe, for $2.50 
and lists several thousand jazz num- 
bers. Re-issues of this type of record- 
ing by the major companies is sharp- 
ly reducing the value of such original 
pressings as still turn up. 


As for the typical old “popular” 
records by such performers as Billy 
Murray, Ada Jones, Henry Burr, Vess 
Ossman, Collins and Harlan and the 
dozens of others about whom I have 
written, they can still be found on 
occasion in second-hand stores for 
about ten cents each. Several dealers 
who advertise in HOBBIES get an’ 
average of 50 cents each for these 
records in good condition. I suspect 
that within another generation or two 
many will have an appreciably higher

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The Initiating Bank First Degree __.. 


By F. H. GRIFFITH 


According to tradition there was a time when secret 
societies and fraternal organizations used a goat in their 
initiation proceedings. Typical of these times, with its 
obvious reference and name, is the Initiating Bank First 
Degree, our choice to occupy fourteenth position in the 
numerical classification of mechanical banks. 

The Initiating Bank was patented in 1880 by George 
W. Eddy of Plainville, Conn., and assigned to the Mechan- 
ical Novelty Works of New Britain, Conn. Mr. Eddy was 
one of the owners of this company and they made a 


number of mechanical banks during the period of the 
1880’s. One of the banks they manufactured was a com- 
panion to the Initiating Bank First Degree and it was 
called the Initiating Bank Second Degree. This is known 
today as the Goat, Frog, and Old Man Bank which is 
merely a more descriptive title as there is no name in- 
scribed on this bank. 

It might be well to point out that many of the banks 
have been given names that are descriptive of the bank 
itself. The reason for this, of course, is to enable dealers

The bank operates as foilows: The goat is pushed

The name The Initiating Bank First Degree is in- 
scribed on each side of the bank along the beveled edge 
of the base. On one end of the base is the word “Eddy’s’ 
and on the other end is the word “Patent”. It is painted 
in attractive colors, the darky with a red scarf around a 
white collar and yellow trousers, the goat and frog in a 
brownish lacquer, with the frog having a red and yellow 
mouth and green head. The base is green on top with 
brown lacquer sides and red trim on the beveled bottom 
edge. 

The Initiating Bank is one cf the largest of the 
mechanical banks in overall size. Because of its action 
it has a special appeal to the men who collect banks. 
Also, it is one of the more difficult banks to find in good 
condition due to the operation and method whereby the 
figures are attached. A little rough treatment by a child 
and these would break off very easily.

One type of curative ring, which 
gained popularity during the Ren- 
naissance was the “cramp ring.” This 
was supposed to be a protection a- 
gainst them. Tradition tells us these 
were made of gold coins deposited by 
the various kings of England in the 
offeratory at Westminster Abbey on 
Good Friday. 

However, during the 16th century 
other metals became popular, and Cel- 
lini refers to one made of copper.

The toadstone, greatly prized by 
all as a ring-charm was immortalized 
by Shakespeare. In reality, this was 
not a stone, but a fossilized tooth of a 
fish, and was not obtained from a 
toad’s head. 

In the Kyranides, a work of Gnostic 
tendencies believed to have been writ- 
ten at Alexandria, were the directions 
for successfully securing this charm. 

The earth-toad, called zaccos, whose 
breath is poisonous, was supposed to 
have a stone in the marrow of its 
head. If it could be captured when 
the moon was on the wane and put in 
a linen cloth fer forty days, at the 
end of that time, you would have a 
powerful amulet. If it was placed in 
contact with poison, it was believed 
to change color, and if placed in front 
of a toad, and he snatched it up, it 
was a real toadstone, otherwise it was 
false.

storms, green jasper brought rain, 
and he who wore the lapis-lazuli was 
protected against snake bites. 

The scarab was probably the most 
popular of all the luck charms. The 
little beetles were modeled in clay, 
wrought in gold, fashioned of green 
enamel or turquoise. They were set 
in furniture, bracelets, rings, and even 
the walls of houses. One could not 
have too many scarabs. 

It is not known when the scarab 
took on, or when it relinquished the 
duty of acting as a signet. When 
wandering tribes settled in a com- 
munity, their possessions must be 
identified by a mark. 

The making of seals was done by 
craftsmen skilled in the engraving 
of stones and metals. Each must bear 
some device or mark recognized by 
all as his personal property. Signet 
stones were cut in various shapes, 
round, cone-shaped, and the flat base

It was 
elaborately engraved and intaglio with 
the name and title of the owner, per- 
haps a portrait, and no two cylinders 
were exactly alike. It was worn both 
as an amulet and a seal, but not ina 
swivel ring. It was suspended by a 
cord on the neck or wrist. When the 


mark of identification was needed, it 





was rolled over a flat surface of soft 
clay and the impression thus made. 
Merchants traveling in other lands 
made good use of this for marking 
their wares with their personal seals. 

A signet ring said to have been 
given to her future husband Darnley 
by Mary, Queen of Scots, was en- 
graved Henril Darnley, 1655.

The custom of engagement rings 
dates back to ancient times. In Rome, 
the rine represented a pledge made 
by the father or guardian of the young 
woman to the man destined to be her 
husband.

They had the Hebrew 
inscription meaning good luck en- 
graved on them and were elaborately 
decorated.

The Gimmel Ring, was the emblem 
of love and friendship, and consisted 
cf two rings locked together, which 
could be separated, and a ring worn 
by each of the lovers.

During the middle ages a type of 
love ring known as the Posy Ring 
became popular, reaching the climax 
in the 16th and 17th centuries.

rhyme and the jewelers kept a ready- 
made stock of appropriate verses on 
hand for his customers. In 1674 a 
book appeared entitled Love’s Gar- 
land or Posies for Rings.

The flare of giving rings to wed- 
ding guests reached its climax in 
Elizabeth’s reign, when Sir Edward 
Killey is said to have presented 4,000 
pounds worth of gold rings at the 
marriage of a servant. 

The gadget or fancy ring included 
the pugilist’s ring, which could be 
used as a weapon, the compass ring, 
the puzzle ring and the tobacco stop- 
per. When tobacco was first intro- 
duced into Europe in the latter part 
of the 16th century, it was expensive 
and smoked in a small pipe, the smoke 
being expelled through the nose. The 
dandies packed their tobacco in with 
golden rings. 

In many rings of the Rennaissance, 
the bezel was made like a small vase, 
with a hinged lid or sliding panel be- 
neath, which provided a small space 
for perfume or perhaps, poison.

World’s Only 


Chiming Flower Clock 


For some indefinable reason there 
seems to be a close affinity between 
bells and flowers. It is this affinity, 
no doubt, which explains why many 
bell-minded folk are among thousands 
who annually visit the world’s only 
chiming flower clock. Located five 
miles from Niagara Falls, on the 
Hydro-Electric Power Commission 
grounds at Queenston, Ontario, this 
floral clock started telling time in 
1950. Now, nearly three years later, 
it rivals Niagara’s famed Rainbow 
Carillon as a major attraction for 
those who enjoy the sound of bells 
amid beautiful surroundings. 

In fact, there is something of a 
rainbow atmosphere surrounding this 
floral timepiece, for it has a carefully 
planned, ever-changing color scheme 
that is beautiful to behold at all 
seasons and at all hours of the day 
and night, whether by sunlight or 
floodlight. The clock’s giant dial has 
a planted area of 1,130 square feet 
and uses approximately 24,000 plants.

In the spring these consist of dwarf 
tulips, forget-me-nots and_ violas. 
Summer designs consist largely cf 
foliage plants in contrasting colors. 
These lend themselves well to trim- 
ming. Thus the dial design can be 
kept sharp and neat so that the giant 
clock hands swing around with the 
greatest of ease. 

This ease of movement is essential 
in any floral timepiece, but particu- 
larly so here because in addition to 
the hour and minute hands weighing 
550 pounds each, there is a third hand 
of 250 pounds. This is a sweep second 
hand, fascinating to watch and a 
feature not seen on other flower 
clocks. 

Curving gracefully around the front 
of the clock is an aquarium and water 
garden with lilies and night blooming 
lotus, all highlighted by submerged 
lighting. 

As one stands admiring the pat- 
terned beauty of this flower clock, 
there comes the added charm of West- 














With a diameter of thirty-eight feet, this Canadian flower clock is nearly four times 
as large as the Scottish model that inspired it. A unique feature of the clock face 


is the substitution of letters for the usual hour numerals. 


They are the twelve 


letters that spell “Ontario Hydro.” 


minster chimes’ echoing 
every fifteen minutes. These are 
housed behind the clock dial in a 
handsome 23-foot stone tower which 
adds impressively to the overall ap- 
pearance of the huge timepieces. Be- 
hind louvred openings in the tower, 
four loud speakers are installed to 
broadcast the Westminster Chimes 
every fifteen minutes and on the hour, 
No other flower clock in the world 
is known to have a set of chimes to 
mark the time. 

Anyone who is an authority on 
clock bells would naturally expect 
that this set of bells, like hundreds 
of others, was manufactured by one 
cf the large companies famous for 
making clock equipment. Such is not 
the case, however. Queenston’s entire 
floral clock and every mechanical 
feature connected with it were de- 
signed and constructed by Hydro- 
Electric’s Niagara Regional Staff. 
Their own engineers did all the plan- 
ning and designing and their techni- 
cal staff made and installed all the 
necessary parts, including the electri- 
cally controlled chimes. 

Equally interesting is the fact that 
these Westminster Chimes are built 
and installed on the electronic princi- 
ple that has of late aroused so much 
discussion, pro and con, among bell 
manufacturers and carilloneurs. In 
other words, the notes are not pro- 
duced by the conventional bells one 
visualizes hanging in a_ bell-tower. 
Instead, they are produced by minia- 
ture metallic rods being struck by 
small hammers actuated electrically 
by contacts on the clock. The rela- 
tively low sound is picked up by 
microphones, amplified and fed to the 
loud speakers to reproduce the effect 
of a large clock tower bells. In ad- 
vocating the electronic method of pro- 
ducing bell music, Hydro’s engineers 
say, “This method of producing 
chimes has advantages over the use 
of full scale bells in that the same 
amplifying equipment, with small ad- 
ditional expense, can be used at a 
later date to produce carillon music 
cr recorded concert programs.” 

Hydro decision to build a floral 
clock at Queenston is an interesting 
story in itself. The idea literally was 
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“planted” in the mind of Dr. R. L. 


Heavn, Hydro’s General Manager and 


' Chief Engineer, a few years ago, by 
‘his colleague Hugh Duncan. 
pened this way. Dr. Hearn mentioned

to Mr. Duncan, a doughty Scot, that 
he was going on a business trip to 


|Britain. “Be sure,” said Mr. Duncan, 


“be sure to take time out to see the 
clock in Princess 
Street Gardens, Edinburgh. 

“Such a clock,” he continued, “could 


‘be a good thing for Hydro to have 


here at Queenston. It could be electri- 
cally-operated, and would act as a 
beautiful and attractive drawing card 
to bring people to Queenton plant 
from all parts of Ontario and Canada, 
from the United States and other 
countries.” P 

When in Scotland, Dr. Hearn did 
take time out from his business itin- 
erary to visit the famous Princess’ 
Street Gardens. There he inspected 
the original floral clock which has 
provided the basic idea for flower 
timepieces in other parts of the world. 
He was impressed by the beauty of 
this clock and by its practical value 
as an attraction. 

The inspiration that Dr. Hearn re- 
ceived in Edinburgh was translated 
into action the very year after he re- 
turned to Canada. No effort was 
spared to give to the world its largest

Back in the late 1920’s the pendu- 
lum of change seemed to have swung 
the full distance for saddened circus 
devotees when, one by one, the circus- 
es touring the United States began to 
do away with their free _ street 
parades. The once official Pied Piper 
of circusdom was on the prink of 
being stilled forever, except in the 
hearts and memories of all who ever 
saw the once-seen-never-forgotten Cir- 
cus Parade. For who can ever for- 
get standing on a crowded street lined 
with eager-eyed young and old wait- 
ing for the first animal, the first 
ornately carved wagon to turn the 
corner onto mainstreet? Or the rau- 
cous and strident tooting of the steam 
calliope bringing up the rear and 
blaring out its promise of gayety and 
wonders to be seen out on that old 
grassy lot? 

Yes, the old order changeth. And 
probably no aspect of change in the 
circus world has bound circus collec- 
tors together into their close-knit 
society as has this nostalgic remem- 
bering of the old days of the circus 
parade. 

There was no denying that every- 
body loved a parade, but, like the 
weather, nobody seemed to do much 
about it. No one, that is, until C. C. 
Day of Omaha, Nebraska, founded 
the Circus Parade Society in 1945. 

Although a relatively new organi- 
zation, the Circus Parade Society is 
now nationally recognized from Coast 
to Coast. From Maine to California 
and from Canada to Oklahoma, it has 
received much valuable publicity for 
its cause via the mediums of radio, 
newspaper, and magazine. Its funda- 
mental purpose is for the acquiring 
of circus parade equipment, and a 
circus either of its own, or to find 
a show that will actually use such 
parade equipment for a daily street 
parade. 

The executive offices of the CPS are 
divided into two divisions. Dr. Carl

Parade Pulse is the official publication 
of this organization, and is circulated 
periodically to all members. 

The appeal of a circus parade and 
parade equipment was not to be 
denied. However, the CPS soon found 
out that there were those who said 
such an aim could not be accomplished 
in this modern era. But, happily, 
these were the voices in the minority, 
the ones who did not want to take the 
time or spend the effort to realize such 
an undertaking. From the personal 
experience of the original nineteen 
charter members and the members 
who have sincejoined, the Circus 
Parade Society has found that most 
county seat and other towns welcome 
the return of a Circus Street Parade, 
and that such may be promoted with 
little or no added cost to the circus 
involved. They point, for example, 
to the 1950 season opening of the 
Clyde Beatty Circus in El Monte, 
California, on Monday, March 20. The 
feature of the day was an old- 
fashioned Circus Parade. All civic 
organizations from E] Monte as well 
as from surrounding towns parti- 
cipated in the parade. 


It is interesting to note, however, 
that such an open-arms attitude on 
the part of small towns in the past 
was not always the rule, particularly 
so around the turn of the Century. 
E. S. Hallock writing in Century 
Magazine had this to say of the 
American populace of 1905: “... 
The American of that day was a 
singular mixture of depravity and 
righteousness. He saw no particular 
harm in state lotteries and wildcat 
banks, but when a circus came to 
town he locked his children indoors 
rather than have their innocent eyes 
behold the immoral spectacle of a 
circus parade.” Many showmen and 
historians are now of the opinion 
that the menagerie and the street 
parade were introduced to get around 
this prejudiced attitude. The parade 
teased the people in coming to the 
circus, and the menagerie gave the 
grown-ups an excuse for taking the 
children to see the animals and thus 
the daily performance. 


But whatever the reasons or excuses 
offered then mattered little to the 
America of the early 1900’s, for the 
circus at that time became the mass 
entertainment of all. It brought 
pageantry to Main Street and dis- 
played it most dazzlingly in the 
parade before the show. In recogni- 
tion of this factor, the Circus Parade 
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Society would have you direct you 
attention to the elaborate tableau, 
wagons now on view in Museums, or 
to those preserved and cared for by 
circus fans as the mute testimony of 
this glittering elegance that was 
brought to the small towns through. 
out the country in an era when cir. 
cus day was a holiday. 

At the Museum of the American 
Circus in Sarasota, Florida, several 
old parade wagons stand in review 
with decorations hand carved in a 
style that came directly from the 
tradition of Baroque art in the 17th 
Century. They were placed there 
through the courtesy of Ringling 
Bros, and Barnum & Bailey Circus, 
Most notable of these wagons are The 
Five Graces, Lion and Gladiator, 
Elephant Tableaux, Lion and Bride, 
Two Jesters Calliope, and Cage No, 
71. Also to be seen is a rare three. 


sheet lithograph of a 1903 advertise. & 


ment of the Barnum and Bailey Cir. 


cus which pictures a parade of wag.f 
ons “Disclosing a few of the many— 
richly carved huge golden chariots, —

But those were the glories of old — 


Times changed; shows changed. Traf- 


fic increases and license fees that weref 


prohibitory were the final obstacles 
thrown in the path of the glittering 
sunburst wagon wheels. A tradition 
had all but died out by the year 1930. 
But like all circus traditions, 
street parade was a hard one to kill. 
For in 1934 the Hagenbeck-Wallace 


Circus came forth with one of thef 


longest street parades of all times. 
In 1935, the new Cole Bros. Circus 
presented another “Grand Free Street 
Parade.” And then came the busi- 
ness recession that forced the last 
parading Circus of Parker & Watts 
off the road. From 1940 through the 
1951 seasons, no circus touring the 
United States gave a street parade as 
a regular daily feature. 


For over twelve years the circus 
parade lay slumbering. But now it is 
1952, and the street spectacle has 
been awakened. On April 5, 1962, 
the King Brothers and _ Cristiani 
Combined Circus opened their sea- 
son at winter quarters with a street 
parade. It has been a daily feature 
during the 1952 season. For the past 
several years, the Al G. Kelly-Miller 
Bros. Circus has been parading its 
elephant herd to town everyday. In 
1951, King Bros. started moving their 
bulls through town, and later added 
an air calliope to accompany them. 
In this same year, Hagan-Wallace, 
Capell Bros., Pawnee Bros., and 
Campa Bros. all used calliopes for 
downtown bally. 


The CPS is happy to report that 


at every stand these street spectacles 
have drawn favorable comment from 
the press and public. They believe 
the pendulum is swinging the other

THE SPOON 


The history of the spoon raises 
much conjecture. We do know that as 
the knife it is one of our oldest imple- 
ments. The Egyptian tombs of 4,000 
years ago have yielded specimens, 
which are on display in our museums 
of the world. On some of them are 
found the hieroglyphics of the period. 
Ivory, slate and wood were the most 
common materials. 

It is thought that shells were the 
forerunner of our present-day silver 
spoons. It is logical to assume that 
these shell implements came into be- 
ing during the Late Stone Age period. 
Clay dishes were devised at this per- 
iod. Perhaps, in tasting or pouring 
hot goods from the clay pottery, man 
found the shell a great convenience 
and from this expediency grew the 
spoon. 

The Greeks had a word for spoon 
which meant the same as shell, show- 
ing the close relation. The old Anglo- 
Saxon word for spoon was “spon,” 
which meant a “chip of wood.” 

In Europe during the Middle Ages, 
the horns of cattle served as spoons. 

We find that the spoon had made 
considerable progress by the time 
Columbus was born. Brass, pewter 
and horn’ specimens were very 


common.

Silver was being used by the rich 
at this time, but it was not until 
sometime later that widespread use 
of silver arrived for our table ware. 


Modern spoons, besides being utili- 
tarian have intrigued the fancy of the 
collector. Todav collecting souvenir 
spoons is in a revival from the Gay 
Nineties period when the hobby was 
in its heyday. 


The Columbian Exposition of 1893, 
held in Chicago. gave impetus to 
travel and with it the formation of 
souvenir spoon collections. Many were 
sold at the “Fair.” 


Besides travel scenes of such spots 
as Niagara Falls, the Washington 
Capitol. the Mormon Temple in Salt 
Lake City, the windmills of Holland, 
to mention a few, there are specimens 
of the great and near-great whose 
likenesses appear on the handle of the 
spoon. Among those made in late 
years there is the set of King George 
and Queen Elizabeth of England 
which was made to honor their 
coronation. 


For the lover of silver, spoons are 
certainly of importance, there being 
few things that surpass them for his- 
torical and artistic interest.

A Visit to a 


SCIENTIFIC WONDERLAND | 


(Part 1) 
Our visit recently to the justly 
amos horological collection of Willis 
SommitaR. Michael, R. D. #1, York, Pa., can 
Angelisgpe described only as I have labeled it 
m the title of this series of articles. 
tis a veritable wonderland. 
Mr. Michael is a successful business 
man and, as head of the 3-M Die and 
vol Co. of York, is engaged in a 
oroughly prosaic occupation.

signed and built for his hobby. The 
entire ground floor, with the excep- 
tion of a garage, is devoted to the 
hobby. Illustration No. 37 gives an 
idea of the spacious main room that 
houses the clock collection of some- 
thing like four hundred pieces. At 
the far end of the room, a heavy steel 
vault door can be seen and which 
leads to a smaller room in which a 
magnificent collection of old watches 
is displayed. Both rooms are pro- 
tected by burglar proof doors and 
alarms. In addition, on the same 
floor, are two workshops completely 
equipped with tools and machinery 
since Mr. Michael is a practical col- 
lector who does most of the work of 
restoring, repairing and maintaining 
the clocks and watches in his col- 
lection. 

Obviously, Mr. Michael is a figure 
of national and international promi- 
nence in the field of horology and an- 
tiquity. He is a Past President and 
very active member of The National 
Association of Watch and Clock Col- 
lectors. He has contributed greatly to 
the growth and development of this 
non-profit association of collectors to 
its present importance with more than 
a thousand members and Chapters 
scattered throughout the country. I, 
too, am proud to be a member of it. 

The Michael collection, containing 
approximately 400 clocks and more 
than 200 watches, is considered by 


many experts, including myself, to be 
the most completely diversified horo- 
logical collection in America. 

Within the scope of this one collec- 
tion one can, if he desires, see speci- 
mens that graphically illustrate the 
chronological history of the develop- 
ment of time measuring devices from 
the earliest recorded history up to the 
present electrical timepieces of our 
modern times. 

There are sun dials in the collection 
although, unfortunately, I did not get 
a picture of one of them. I am sure, 
however, that most people are familiar 
‘with this device that tells time during 
the day only by noting the shadow 
made by its pole and which varies 
constantly as the sun moves across 
the horizon. This, ef course, is the 
earliest time indicating device. It is 
known to have originated in Babylon 
in the Valley of the Euphrates. When ? 
No one knows’ exactly. It is, 
however, known that they were in 
use in Babylon as early as 2000 B. C. 
From there the knowledge of it spread 
throughout the, then known, civilized 
world to India, China, Egypt, Pales- 
tine and finally to Greece and Rome. 
It has been made in thousands of de- 
signs, all using the same principle 
and with a myriad of tables aud charts 
by which to calculate the exact posi- 
tion of the sun. The sun dial played 
an incalculable part in developing

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man’s consciousness of the importance 
of time. Even after the pocket watch 
became a fairly reliable timepiece, it 
was customary with many people, 
notably in the Orient, to carry a 
pocket sun dial with which to check 
the accuracy of his watch. He knew 
that the sun dial was accurate but 
he 'was not so sure of the watch. 


In chronological order, the second 
time measuring device was the clep- 
sydra, or water clock. A good speci- 
men of a water clock is shown in il- 
lustration #1. This clock, dating 
from 1697, is almost modern in re- 
lation to the known antiquity of 
water clocks. The exact origin of 
this form of time measuring device 
is lost in the dim pages of history. 
Many theories have been advanced; 
none, however, offering much in the 
way of proof. One might, justifiably, 
assume it to be a product of Greece 
since the word “clepsydra” appears to 
be a derivation of two Greek words. 
For this reason, it is often called a 
Greek water clock. Some say it origi- 
nated in Babylonia and is as old as 
the sun dial. The only reliable start- 
ing point seems to be in a statement 
by Pliny that one was brought to 
Rome from Greece in 157 B. C. 


The clepsydra, as well as the sun 
dial, was made in many shapes; all 
embodying the same _ underlying 
principle the controlled flow of water 
through a sized orifice. The clock il- 
lustrated will serve as an example of 
all of them. Here we have a cylinder 
holding a quantity of water with a 
float resting on the water with a 
chain extending over an arbor to 
which a hand is affixed. There is a 
small orifice at the bottom of the 


cylinder which allows the water to 
escape slowly. As the water !evel is 
lowered, the float also descends, thus 
causing the hand to move around the 
dial. Some of the older clepsydras re- 
verse this action by using two cyl- 
inders one above the other. The water 
flows from the upper cylinder to the 
lower one which contains the float. 
The float has a shaft connected to it 
and extending upward with an indi- 
cator affixed at the top. The time 
is marked on a perpendicular plane 
starting from the bottom. As the 
water level in the lower cylinder 
rises, the float also rises moving the 
indicator upward along the perpen- 
dicular plane thus indicating the time. 

The constant attention required by 
water clocks make them impractical 
and yet they were the only devices 
known at the time. The constant 
necessity for refilling the cylinder re- 
quired the full time of an attendant. 
I have read of one in ancient Alex- 
andria which was attended by a slave 
twenty-four hours a day. The water 
in the upper cylinder was sufficient 











for one hour. Each hour the slave re 


filled the cylinder and struck  theiste 
hour on a huge gong. This was a pubiy 


lic service by the state.

The fire clock on the right was 
reputedly made for King Alfred, The 
reat.

The 
ours are marked on a candle and the 
steady burning of the candle gives 

Difficulty was en- 
ountered with this clock because air 
currents in the well ventilated build- 
agings of the day caused the candle to 
pourn unsteadily. The problem was to 
enclose the case in order to protect 
he candle flame from air currents 
and maintain visibility. Glass of 
course was not available. The open- 
e@ings in the case are closed by small 
empieces which were out from animal 
emhoms and scraped to a thin trans- 
egparency.

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look at an interesting sidelight that 
has developed from the clock collect- 
ing activities of Mr. Michael. Illus- 
tration #44 shows a grandmother 
type clock which has all the fine 
workmanship found in antique clocks. 
These clocks are made by Mr. Michael 
and the Pastor of his church, who 
practices the cabinet making art as 
his hobby. The cases are made of 
old wood and beautifully finished. 
The movement and dial is imported 
from. England and it is a quarter- 
hour Westminster chime. The clock 
is 62 inches high and the symmetry of 
design is equal to anything I have 
seen:. The clocks are offered for 
sale and all money received above the 
actual cost is turned over to a char- 
itable home which is maintained by 
the church. This is truly a labor of 
love and helps to support a most 
worthy cause.

Thomas Mudge 


English Horologist 
By ISOBEL GORDON 


Thomas Mudge (1715-1794) was the 
second son of Zachariah Mudge who, 
though he came from a poor family, 
gave evidence at a very early age of 
more than ordinary intellectual abil- 
ity. Friends aided him in his educa- 
tion so that he received the necessary 
preliminary training for the Presby- 
terian ministry at the Exeter Gram- 
mar School, and further knowledge 
was acquired at Hallet’s Academy, 
also in Exeter. After studying litera- 
ture, Latin, Greek, Hebrew, and 
French and completing his education, 
Mudge’s father became a_ school- 
master. Later he took Holy Orders 
in the Church of England, and for 
that the Bishop of Exeter examined 
Mudge with especial care as a Uni- 
versity education was considered es- 
sential for a Church of England 
clergyman, besides suitable birth and 
position. However, it is said that the 
Bishop “when he had examined him 
and found what a master he was 
of the learned languages, he was 
astonished, and not only ordained 
him, but ever afterwards treated him 
with very particular respect.” He 
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took his first living at Abbotsham in 
1729 and from there graduated to 
St. Andrew’s Church at Plymouth, 
which was considered a very impor- 
tant appointment. A considerable a- 
mount of writing on religious subjects 
has been left by Rev. Mudge and 
there is record of his association with 
the foremost intellects of his day. He 
was friendly for many years with Sir 
Joshua Reynolds who painted him in 
1761, °62, and ’66; and a bust of 
Rev. Mudge by Chantrey miraculously 
received little damage when St. An- 
drew’s Church, where it stood in the 
south aisle, was almost completely de- 
stroyed in World War II. Other friends 
were Burke, Garrick and Goldsmith. 
John Mudge, a younger brother of 
Thomas, became a well known and 
respected doctor of Plymouth and, 
like his father, gathered about him 
many of the interesting personalities 
of the time, two of these were the 
famous Doctor Johnson, a friend of 
all the Mudge family actually, and 
James Ferguson, the astronomer. 


Of young Thomas Mudge it was 
said that he showed his interest in 
horology even as a boy when he de- 
lighted to take apart and re-assemble 
a watch without any assistance. When 
he was fourteen he was apprenticed 
to George Graham, at that time con- 
sidered the world’s leading horolo- 
gist. As an apprentice Thomas Mudge 
enjoyed unusual confidence from his 
employer and was at times entrusted 
with quite complicated tasks for 
customers, and these he always exe- 
cuted to the satisfaction of all con- 
cerned. After completing his appren- 
ticeship Mudge worked privately for 
a few years, and by 1751 is believed 
to have completed and sold at least 
two hundred watches. About 1757 he 
married, and also began to gain more 
recognition as a master craftsman, 
even to the extent of being favored 
by the King. For him Mudge made a 
walking stick timepiece which was a 
minute repeater clock-watch, striking 
and repeating solar or sundial time, 
and it is recorded that the King was 
so delighted with the novelty that he 
often stopped during his walks to 
hear it strike and displayed on each 
occasion the most lively pleasure. 


About 1750 or ’55 Mudge went into 
partnership with William Dutton 
though their joint names do not seem 
to have appeared on watches until 
after 1760. Mudge and Dutton worked 
successfully together, and Dutton suc- 
ceeded him in 1771 and the Dutton 
family continued the business until 
after the turn of the century. 


Thomas Mudge’s greatest achieve- 
ment in horology is the fundamental 
perfection of the lever escapement. 
He conceived and evolved a system by 
‘which the balance could be allowed to 
vibrate freely after it had performed 
the necessary discharging action in 
the escapement and had received an 
impulse. His lever escapement is 
fundamentally that found in most 
watches today through modern in- 
dustry has added some refinements. 

Thomas Mudge’s attitude towards 
his lever escapement was typical of

In commenting on the use of pic- 
torial nesearch, Mr. Buechner pointed 
out that a picture, in addition to 
whatever artistic qualities it might 
have, tells a story about the incident 
or objects it depicts, as well as about 
the man ‘who paints the picture.

His Significance 
in Photography 


In the fall of 1877, a young 
Rochester bank clerk dipped into his 
hard-earned savings, bought $94.36 
worth of “sundries and lenses,” and 
paid a local photographer $5.00 for 
lessons in “the art of photography.” 

Luckily, the enthusiasm that im- 
pelled the 23-year-old George East- 
man to make these investments was 
not fleeting. He ‘was planning a va- 
cation. Someone suggested that he 
should take some pictures of his trip. 
He liked the idea — and when East- 
man liked something, he followed it 
through. 

Picture-taking in those days was 
by no means so simple as it is today. 
You didn’t just take a camera with 
you; rather, you accompanied the out- 
fit of which the camera was a part— 
if you were lucky enough to have 
some means of transport. Otherwise, 
you toted, pack-horse fashion, a ti- 
tanic mass — and mess— of equip- 
ment that included: a bulky camera 
and stand; heavy glass plates that 
had to be sensitized immediately be- 
fore exposure; bottles of solutions for 
preparing the plates; a nitrate bath; 
a water container; and a dark tent in 
which to sensitize the plates, load 
them in plate holders, and develop and 
“fix” them after exposure. 

They called it “portable,” this cum- 
bersome paraphernalia of the photo- 
grapher of the 70’s. George Eastman 
gave it a try, and resolved to do 
something to dighten the load. He be- 
gan a thorough study of photography 
and subscribed to the leading photo- 
graphic publications of that time.

This firm ‘was 
founded in 1750 and “knows whereof 
it speaks.” We select these at ran- 
dom from the Parker booklet: 

“A wall without a picture is merely 
a wall.” 

When you become the proud pos- 
sessor of a good picture your duty 
begins. It should be your responsi- 
bility, as it is your interest, to see it 
suitably set in such surroundings that 
its merits can be readily seen. 

Pictures are part of the room, just 
as important as the furniture, carpets 
or ornaments. All these have to be 
considered in relation to each other, 
but in the first place in relation to the 
walls, for the walls are the basis of 
the scheme. Unless the walls are 
right everything will be wrong. The 
safest rule is — keep walls in plain 
colours.

It needs 
pictures, carefully chosen, discreetly 
distributed and arranged with an eye 
to balance. But balance does not 
necessarily mean symmetry, on the 
contrary it sometimes happens that 


the only way to save a room of awk. facci 


ward or ugly shape is a deliberately fy 
unsymmetrical grouping of the pic. 
tures. The most important position 
to consider in a room is over the fire- 
place, next is the wall directly facing fi 
a window. Both these positions com- 
mand the eye and need judiciously 
chosen pictures. Now consider the 
pictures in relation to the furniture 
and do not over-load any wall or 
corner. 

All pictures look best when hung 
on the “invisible support” principle. 
Two rings on two separate wall-hooks 
keep a picture hanging true and pré- 
vent misplacement after dusting. A

pictures without any regard to the 
orrect viewing height. This is waste- 
¥yl and irritating to the viewer. Care 
should be taken to hang small pic- 
res so that a person of average 
stature can see the chief point of in- 
erest at eye-level, which is about 
vive feet from. the floor. 

If walls are damp two small pieces 
of cork attached to the back of the 
frame at the bottom will afford some 
protection to the picture by permit- 
ing ventilation between wall and 
rame. 

Generally speaking three or more 
pictures on one wall should not all be 
hung at the same level. Judiciously 
mising one or more an inch or two 
vill materially improve the effect. 


RESTORATION (OIL 
PAINTINGS) 

Restoration of pictures is a highly 
skilled operation and should be en- 
rusted only to competent craftsmen. 
In their hands it is astonishing what 
la great improvement can be effected 
in old pictures. By removal of the 
stained, and probably very much 
racked varnish, the Restorer often 
reveals unsuspected beauty of colour 
without injury to the work which a 
fresh coat of varnish will preserve 
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on thefin all its brilliance. ; 
ns that— Occasionally paintings meet with 
of awk-Baccidents that result in the can- 






To the uninitiated 
he picture appears to be irreparably 
mined but an expert craftsman can 
hatch the damage from behind in such 
a dexterous fashion as to defy the 
closest examination of the surface.

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volved process is undertaken during 
which the whole of the painting is 
transferred to a new canvas. From 
this it can easily be seen why only 
qualified men should be allowed to 
execute repairs and it is always wise 
to consult your picture dealer before 
having restoration work carried out. 


RESTORATION OF PRINTS 


Many an old print would be vastly 
improved both in appearance and 
value if it were subjected to a process 
of skilful cleaning. Damp walls, or 
even changes of temperature which 
causes condensation, frequently dis- 
colour or damage old prints with un- 
sightly blemishes called “fox marks.” 
If such defects are noticed it is wise 
to have the print examined by an ex- 
pert otherwise matters may go from 
bad to worse and in extreme cases the 
print may rot. 

Considerable skill is necessary to 
remove stains and dirt but the results 
achieved repay the cost and, if the 
work is not delayed and the condition 
of the paper is sound, the process is 
perfectly safe. Even varnished prints 
can be satisfactorily restored provid- 
ing the paper was treated with size 
or isinglass before being varnished. 
The appearance of such prints can be 
improved to a remarkable degree. 

Like everything else pictures and 
prints amply repay a little care so 
consult your dealer in such matters 
and remember the time-tested adage 
“a stitch in time saves nine.” 


FRAMING 


Frames are pitfalls for the unwary. 
The important point is that they 
should not appear too important! 
While the frame is undoubtedly a 
part of the picture it must never be 
forgotten that it should be only a 
very secondary part. 

Do not make the mistake of 
swamping your picture by over-load- 
ing it with a frame that simply 
clamours for attention. A frame or 
mount must embellish but never dis- 
tract the eye from the picture itself. 

Very few pictures could survive the 
old fashioned practice of entombing in 
many inches of strident gold. A 
startling improvement is seen when 
frames of plain woods are used — 
oak, mahogany or walnut — or nar- 
row frames of gilt, gilt and black or 
just black. These “marry in” with 
any decorative scheme and remain, as 
they should, borders to complete the 
picture and allow its merits to be ap- 
praised without interference or com- 
netition. 


PICTURES 


It is useful to remember that old 
pictures which enjoy any esteem at 
all in our time are mostly good pic- 
tures. They have survived the criti- 
cisms of succeeding ages: poorer pic- 
tures which could not withstand the 
test have disappeared. 

When looking at any picture one 
should bear in mind that the Artist 
has tried to convey a message. To 
understand that message is to add im- 
measurably to the pleasure a picture 
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can give and time is well repaid that 
is spent in seeking the significance of 
the story the Artist is trying to tell. 

But some pictures will baffle you, 
in spite of all, and when buying a 
picture it is sound policy to buy only 
what you like and understand. Study- 
ing pictures will, however, advance 
your taste and soon you will find your- 
self looking for and appreciating hid- 
den beauties that previously you had 
not suspected. 

The average man or woman buys a 
picture for the sake of the subject, 
not for the fame or otherwise of the 
Artist. If carefully chosen such pic- 
tures are of enduring worth to them 
and a constant source of joy in their 
lives. 

Read and study for the ability to 
assess the degree of masterful tech-

A Wax Doll 
of the 
DAUPHIN 


By CLARA HALLARD FAWCETT 


Among historical dolls which col- 
lectors should know about is that of 
the Dauphin, son of Louis XVI and 
Marie Antoinette. The ‘writer does not 
know where the doll at present is lo- 
cated, but its first home in America 
was the little daughter of Captain 
Jonathan Coffin of Nantucket. 


According to an article in the ma- 
gazine “Wide Awake” for November, 
1888, published by D. Lothrop & Son, 
Boston, Massachusetts, “It was large 
as life, of wax, seemingly of flesh 
. .. the joints, veins and muscles are 
as true to life, the nails as natural 
on the little chubby toes and fingers, 
as those of a real child. 


“The Captain Jonathan Coffin who 
brought this doll from France as a 
present to his little girl in 1785 was 
for many years entirely reticent on 
the subject. But at last from hints 
here and there given, little doubt 
remained that the true story had been 
brought to light. It was made to re- 
present the ‘lost prince,’ made in his 
infancy, made at the time that he was 
secreted, made by one who dared not 
let those in charge know what was 
going on. There was no Daguerrean 
process in those days, no instantan- 
eous photograph. An artist could not 
work with his paints without discov- 
ery, though many in this way did try 
to secure an image of the child. It 
‘was reserved for a woman, probably 
a nun, to produce a facsimile of the 
heir of Louis XVI. The moulding, 
sewing. cutting and stitching were all 
accomplished under cover of an apron 
—the sister sitting with hands ap- 
parently folded beneath her cloak and 
veil.* 

“The face was painted originally as 
a likeness, bearing great resemblance

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Inexpensive Buttons 


By THELMA SHULL 


There are “New Worlds to Con- 
quer” in the button hobby field for 
many collectors who have heretofore 
overlooked the small and usually in- 
expensive buttons, many of which 
claim their origin in a distant land. 
Some have the name or country of 
the maker on them, while others re- 
quire no identification other than the 
material from which they are made. 

Collectors find many buttons made 
from vegetable ivory, tagua nut, or 
corozo nut, three names for the same 
thing; but they are inclined to pass 
them by because so many of these 
buttons are merely round flat discs 
of brown or black. However, a good- 
ly number were printed with attrac- 
tive plaids or pictures. One tagua nut 
button with a concave surface has a 
center decoration of an attractive 
head in brass. Leaves and flowers 
ornament some of them and geomet- 
ric designs cut into the buttons are 
often intricate and lacy. Many of 
these buttons that hailed originally 
from South or Central America merit 
more than a passing glance. To 
identify vegetable ivory buttons, look 
for the markings, like those of the 
grain of wood, on the back. 

Buttons marked on the _ meial 
shank “Czechoslovakia” are another 
type that collectors could do well to 
group together. The glass in these 
buttons is sparkling and pretty, and 
many of them make lovely earrings. 

To complete,a card of buttons of 
world wide representation, look over 
the miscellaneous assortment you 
have on hand that are overall or 
pants buttons. From San Francisco 
to South America, to England, 
France, Germany, Austria, Czecho- 
Slovakia, Egypt, China, and Japan 
one may travel in fancy with a but- 
ton collection. Among American 
manufacturers, there was a tendency 
to omit the name of the maker and 
place on it the name of the company 
by whom the buttons were ordered. 
Some of them are more like slogans 
than names, but advertising was the 
main objective of each firm. 

A California collector, Mrs. F. H. 
Kuypers, has assembled a complete 
card of foreign-marked pants but- 
tons. For those who would like to 
know the different markings found 
on these buttons, the following list, 
taken in large part. from her collec- 
tion, will be a guide. Words printed 
in usual type are those found on the 
front of the button, those in bold face 
on the back.

DURING THE EIGHTEENTH & NINETEENTH CENTURIES 


THE WINDSOR CHAIR 


About 1725 Philadelphia chairmak- 
ers became interested in the Windsor 
chair. In England this chair was a 
development of a primitive stool that 
had been made in the Wycombe section 
of Buckinghamshire for hundreds of 
years. The body was generally of 
English yew and the seat of elm. How 
the Windsor received its name is a 
matter of some conjecture but it may 
be assumed that some joiner in the 
English village of Windsor became 
well-known as the maker of this parti- 
cular chair and that eventually the 
name Windsor became used to de- 
signate the style. Although his Eng- 
lish Windsor was the ancestor of the

American chair, it is agreed that the 
roundabout chair popular both in 
England and in America also had 
much influence on the American de- 
sign, and the Windsor as developed 
by the colonial chairmakers ‘was quite 
different from that made in England. 

In the early days in America, avail- 
able advertisements would indicate 
that the Windsor chair was first made 
for out-door use — for porches and 
gardens. In the New York Journal 
of February 13, 1766 one may see a 
crude illustration of a Windsor chair 
accompanied by the following adver- 
tisement; “To be Sold by Andrew 
Gautier — A large and neat assort- 





ment of Windsor Chairs, made in the 
best and neatest manner, and well 
painted, — fit for Piazza or Gardens, 
— Children’s dining and low chairs, 
etc.” Gautier also advertised in the 
New York Gazette at. intervals 
throughout 1765 and 1766. 

Advertisements would also indicate 
that in most instances the chairs 
were painted and the popular colors 
seem to have been green or gray. 
Soon, however, the popularity of this 
chair increased to the point where we 
find it being made for country homes, 
city homes, taverns and even barber 
shops. 

In America the Windsors were made

of a combination of woods, although 
hickory seems to have been the most 


popular with the chairmakers for the | 


spindles which needed to be light and 
strong; beech, ash, birch, maple. and 
oak were also used. The saddle- 
shaped seat was generally of pine; 
occasionally of birch. The legs were 
given a greater rake, or spread, than 
that used in the English Windsors 
and this gave greater strength. The 
backs were given a wider expanse to 
balance and maintain a pleasing pro- 
portion. 

The colonial chairmakers developed 
six fundamental types of Windsors, 
the differing types dependent upon 
the styling of the backs. Four of 


these were developed in Philadelphia, 
one in New England and one was 
more or less a copy of the English 
Windsor and probably first made by 
the New England joiners. 

It is agreed that the first type Wind- 
sor made by the Philadelphia work- 
men was that with the heavy rail 
low-back (Type No. 1) Today, we 
often hear these referred to as bar- 
chairs. The second development 
(Type No. 2) was the addition of a 
comb-back to this first chair-style, 
giving a heavy rail comb-back. In the 
third style (Type No. 3) the heavy 
back rail was omitted and we have 
the fan-back which was the side-chair 
of the comb-back type. The fourth 


style (Type No. 4) was the light rail 
hoop-back which developed into the 
plain hoop-back with arms (Type No. 
5) and finally the plain hoop-back 
without arms (Type No. 6), the hoop- 
back side chair. There have, of 
course, been innumerable variations 
of these six types. Turnings, crest- 
ings, slight variations in the saddle- 
seat, and type of feet show great 
variety. The popularity of these vari- 
ous Windsor chairs continued during 
the entire eighteenth century but by 
1800 the designs and turnings had be- 
come more commonplace. Concomit- 
ant with the Windsor chair was the 
Windsor bench.

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also credited with the development of 
the writing-arm Windsor, the rarest 
of all Windsors. In the beginning 
the writing-arm was doubtless an at- 
tachment which was fastened on in 
such a way that it could be swung 
around to the most convenient posi- 
tion for the writer. Later the writing- 
arm became a part of the permanent 
chair construction. Occasionally a 
drawer on side runners was inserted 
beneath the seat of the writing-arm 
Windsor; occasionally, also under the 
writing-arm itself. 


It is apparent that the Windsor 
chair and its accompanying settee 
were made by special joiners and that 
the cabinetmakers did not turn their 
efforts to the making of this parti- 
cular style. Following is a list, by no 
means complete, of men in various 
eclonies who became known as Wind- 
sor chairmakers. 


Thomas Ashe who was working in 
New York City during the years 1774 
to 1815 had the following advertise- 
ment in Rivington’s New York Ga- 
zeteer on February 17, 1774: “Thomas 
Ashe, Windsor Chair Maker, At the 
Corner below St. Paul’s Church in 
the Broad-Way, Makes and sells all 
kinds of Windsor chairs, high and low 
backs, garden and settees ditto. As 
several hundred pounds have been 
sent out of this province for this arti- 
cle, he hopes the public will encourage 
the business, as they can be had as 
cheap and good, if not superior to 
any imported; he has now by him, 
and intends keeping always a large 
quantity, so that merchants, masters 
of vessels, and others may be supplied 
upon the shortest notice. N. B. Shop 
goods will be taken in pay.” 

Sampson Barnet advertised in the 
Delaware Gazette October 31, 1789 
that he had Windsor chairs and there 
are in existence today chairs signed 
with his name. 


John Biggard who is known to have 
had a shop in Charleston, S. C, in 
1767 made Windsors. 

William Coxe in Philadelphia in 
1785 was a maker of Windsors. 

John de Witt of New York has left 
at least one chair with his label. 

Ephraim Evans was advertising in 
Alexandria, Va., in 1786 that he ‘was 
a maker of Windsor chairs “Lately 
from Philadelnhia.” 


Adam Galer advertised in the New 
York paper in 1774 announcing his 
arrival from Philadelphia and that he 
was a maker of Windsors. 

J. & G. Gaw, Pennsylvania. This 
name has been found on Windsors. 

Ansel Goodwin worked in Nor- 
thampton, Mass., circa 1790-1800 and 
his label “Made by Ansel Goodwin, 
Northampton, Mass.” has been found 
on a Windsor chair. 

Humiston & Stafford advertised in 
a Charleston, S. C., paper in 1798 
“Warranted Windsor Chairs and 
Green Settees — superior to any ever 
imported into this city.” 

John Kelso advertised in a New 
York newspaper in 1774 as a Windsor 
chair maker “served a regular ap- 
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prenticeship in one of the first shops 
in that way in Philadelphia.” 

John Lanning was listed as a chair- 
maker in Salem, N. J. about 1778. 

William Macbride was listed as a 
Windsor chair maker in New York 
City but the date is uncertain. 

Samuel Mattocks was listed in Bost- 
on, Mass., as a Chairmaker in 1728-29 
and it is safe to assume that sooner 
or later he was making the popular 
Windsor.

Andrew Redmond advertised in 
Charleston, S. C. in 1784 as follows 
“Philadelphia Windsor Chairs, either 
armed or unarmed, as neat as any 
imported, and much beter stuff.” 

Richmond who was working in 
Philadelphia in 1763 is supposed to 
have madethe chairs in Independence 
Hall where sat the Second Continental 
Congress and where the signers of the 
Declaration of Independence convened. 


David Snoden is listed in Boston, 
Mass. in 1747 as a chairmaker. 


Ebenezer Stone was in _ Boston, 
Mass. in 1787 making Windsors. 

Richard Sweeney was a Boston, 
Mass. chairmaker in 1796. 

N. Taylor appearson a Windsor 
settee but it is not certain where and 
when he worked. 

Elisha Tracy (1744-1809) came to 
Connecticut from Scotland and it is 
believed he lived in Norwich. He 
is knownas a chairmaker, 

Samuel Wheeler listed as a chair- 

maker in Boston, Mass. in 1748. 
(If any reader has further informa- 
tion regarding any of the chairmakers 
listed or owns a Windsor chair or 
settee with some label of unlisted 
maker, the writer would be interested 
in having this information so that 
she might use it in a book heing com- 
piled on furnituremakers.)

nique, good colouring, depth, light and 
shade and balanced composition ;these 
are qualities that all good pictures 
possess. 

Nevertheless taste in Art will re- 
main individual, thank goodness; one 
man’s meat ‘will ever be another man’s 
poison because sympathy and under- 
standing between Artist and Critic 
either exist or they do not. That is 
purely personal and of more im- 
portance than all the memorized 
judgments culled from books. 

Many “cults” and “isms” have a- 
risen in the world of “art” for which 
the writer confesses to have no lik- 
ing. These rudimentary gropings 
in the sub-concious bear little or no 
relation to pictorial art and may be 
classified as pictorial conundrums. 

“What can we reason but from 
what we know” said Pope and it is 
certain that no man can have any 
conception of form that is beyond 
Nature. Who, then, can _ sincerely 


profess to admire the weird represen-: 


tations of these abortive monstrosi- 
ties when the works of Old Masters 
show us so unmistakeably the beauty 
and joy that lies in true Art? 
Confused by these abortions one is 
tempted to ask in Shakespeare’s 
words:—“or who was he, that, other- 
wise than noble nature did, Hath al- 
tered that good picture? What’s thy 
this sad wreck? How 
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came it? Who is it? What art 
thou?” (the bold are the Author’s), 
Notice the quiet richness of col- 
ours in old paintings, it does not 
change, even after hundreds of years, 
Yet many modern paintings have al- 
ready faded badly. What is the 
reason? In bygone ages Artists used 
the permanens colours extracted from 
the natural vegetation of the earth. 
Most present-day Artists use colours 
produced synthetically from coal-tar 
which are inexpensive but impure. if 
modern painters continue to be indi*- 
ferent to the chemistry of their pig- 
ments there will remain very, very 
few examples of modern original 
paintings that will survive to become 
the “old masters” of the future. 
Purely decorative or fancy subiecis 
have their place, but whereas we just 
look at them in passing, we read and 
study Historical, National, Sporting 
and Topographical pictures. The 
former may only be worth a glance 
but the latter provide food for study, 
giving years of interest and deligh:.

to the Queen Mother, Marie Antoin- 
ette, also to the King in his younger 
days.. a 

How the doll came into the posses- 
sion of the owner in 1888, when this 
story was written is explained as 
follows: 


“Captain Jonathan Coffin, who in 
Revolutionary days made voyages 
from the island of Nantucket to the 
ports of France, had promised his 
young daughter that when he made 
his last trip, and was about to retire 
from further labors, he would bring a 
present to her from Europe such as 
she had never seen, like which no oth- 
er one could be found, which would 
d: light her as a child and interest her 
as a woman if she would keep it until 
that period—a present which would 
be valuable for all ages to come. 


“Capt. Coffin’s last voyage was ac- 
ecmplished in 1785, and the promised 
g ft was this wonderful doll. It was, 
of course, the admiration of all the 
ciild-world and a curiosity to the 
elders. Among the playmates of the 
litle Coffin miss at this time was 
the grandmother of the present owner 
of the Dauphin image. Many years, 
vutil the two little girls became girls 
of larger youth, did they play with 
this doll; at first rejoicing in it as a 
tey and. afterwards as a matter of 
history. In vain did the companion of 
Jonathan’s daughter try to purchase 
it of her friend; but the latter, un- 
yielding to the importunities at the 
time, made this reservation: ‘If it 
ever happens that I become poor and 
needy (there was nothing to indicate 
this condition.) I will sell the doll to 
you if you will keep it until you are 
forced to part with it under the same 
circumstances.’ The prospect of pos- 
sessing the doll seemed utterly dub- 
ious to the little Coffin girl’s play- 
mate. They grew up and their paths 


diverged. After many years, however, 
Jonathan’s daughter called upon her 
friend, repeated the promise of her 
youth, and stated that she was now 
glad to exchange the life long toy for 
an equivalent, being reduced in her 
circumstances to such an extent that 
a separation from the ‘lost prince’ was 
imperative.” 


The name of the little Coffin girl’s 
playmate is not given in the text, so 
that the doll, as well as the Dauphin, 
has become the “lost prince” unless 
a reader of this article happens to 
know where it now is. 


This again raises the old question, 
did the Dauphin really die in his 
temple prison on June 8, 1795, as 
Lasne, then his guardian, asserted, 
and in proof of which the body of a 
child was exhibited or was _ the 
Dauphin brought to America by the 
man Belanger, the French gentleman 
who on his death bed in January, 
1848, confessed that he was the per- 
son who brought the child to this 
country and placed him among the 
Indians in the Northern part of 
the State of New York? According 
to Belanger, he had taken a solemn 
oath of secrecy in regard to the 
Prince, but the approach of death 
made him break silence. 


The man supposed to be the lost 
Dauphin was the Reverend Eleazar 
Williams, a man who confessed to no 
knowledge of his origin. He bore a 
resemblance to the House of Bourbon. 
The little Prince, when and if he was 
delivered to the Indians, might have 
retained no memory of his origin. 
He was so terribly treated after his 
parents had been guillotined, being 
finally confined alone in a dark 
dungeon with vermin rampant, forced 
to share his food with rats, that he 
at least temporarily, lost his intellect 
and became a living skeleton, with- 
out strength to utter a word. Then 
the Royalists came back into power 
and his suffering was ameliorated, 
though he still was a prisoner. The

throne, would see to that. The terri- 

ble Simon, who had _ been the 

Dauphin’s first jailor, had gone to the 

scaffold with his master Robespierre. 

Among the Royalists who sur- 
rounded the Dauphin at this time was 
a man named M. Belanger, a painter 
and designer in the cabinet of de 
Provence. It is possible that this man 
was the Frenchman Belanger above 
referred to. 

It is also true that on the very 
day on which the Dauphin was sup- 
posed to have died in the Temple, an 
order was sent out to the police to 
arrest anyone seen with a child of 
the Dauphin’s description; that the 
latter had escaped. 

It should be pointed out that the 
child who passed as the deceased 
Dauphin was taller than the latter and 
did not show the swellings on knees 
and elbows which had resulted be- 
cause of the close confinement of the 
Prince. 

However, the death of Louis XVII 
was officially declared, and the tricky 
brother, the Count de Provence, who 
had set himself up as Regent during 
the captivity of the boy, was declared 
king. Much has been written about 
the “lost prince.” The story by John 
H. Hanson bearing this title is a good 
one for interested persons to read. It 
was published by G. P. Putnam & 
Company of New York City in the year 
1854, only six years after the confes- 
sion by Belanger. 

The question for doll collectors to 
answer is what became of the wax 
image of the tragic little Dauphin, 
the “lost prince”? 

*NOTE The question might be raised, 
how could the sculptor work 
underneath an apron or cloak? 
Of course she could not. Prob- 
ably the cloak or apron was 
used to cover up the doll when 


interested persons came into the 
room.

his character as he wrote to his friend 
Count Bruhl, who was also a man of 
great culture and especially interested 
in astronomy and horology: 


“Your Excellency wishes to have a 
model of the escapement of Her 
Majesty’s watch, that you may be en- 
abled to take proper measures to as- 
sert my right to the invention. I am 
much obliged to you, Sir, for the con- 
cern you have always expressed for 
my interest and honour: and I do not 
know anything that gives me more 
pleasure than to contribute what little 
I know to your Excellency’s wishes: 
but there are several objections to 
what you now ask for. The first and 
principal is that I am at present, you 
know, engaged in a business that will 
take up a great deal of time, and con- 
sequently does not leave me at liberty 
to orosecute anything else. Another 
reason, and not a trifling one, is that 
although I think if well executed, it 
has great merit and will, in a pocket 
waich particularly answer the pur- 
' pose of time-keeping better than any 
© other at present known; yet you will 
| find few artists equal to, and fewer 
' stili that will give themselves the 
trouble to arrive at; which takes 
much from its merit. And as to the 
honour of the invention, I must con- 
' fess I am not at all solicitious about 
' it, whoever would rob me of it does 
me honour.” 


' Later Thomas Mudge became more 
/ interested in marine chronometers, 

and in 1771 he retired to Plymouth in 
' order to give more attention to these, 
and where he could also be with his 
brother, Docter Johr. One of his 
time-keepers was in the hands of the 
Astronomer to the Duke of Saxony 
from May 1786 to July 1788, and 
' went so well when taken all over 
Europe, de Zach, the Astronomer, was 
able to ascertain the longitude of cer- 
' tain places more certainly than had 
been possible before. And in 1784 and 
85 the time-keeper had been taken on 
two voyages to Newfoundland with 
Admiral Campbell, who declared that 
he believed Mudge’s_ time-keepers 
more capable of “answering every 
nautical purpose that could be re- 
quired of them.” 


Thomas Mudge junior, a iawyer, 
published in 1799 a complete descrip- 
tion of his father’s work, and it is to 
that the collectors of today may be 
grateful for so excellent a record of 
the great horologer.

GEORGE EASTMAN 
(CONTINUED FROM PAGE 44) 

And within eleven years, a sizable 
percentage of the population of the 
civilized world had either taken a 
snapshot or been the subject of one. 

George Eastman had achieved his 
goal: the simplification of photo- 
graphy. In doing so, he had intro- 
duced an entirely new system: the 
Kodak system. 

The most famous Eastman product 
is, undoubtedly, the Kodak. The first 
model was a simple oblong box. It 
included an instantaneous’ shutter 
which was set by pulling a string and 
released by pressing a button. The 
camera took round pictures, two-and- 
a-half inches in diameter, and it was 
loaded for 100 exposures. The price, 
complete, was $25. When you had 
exposed a roll of film, you sent the 
Kodak back to the factory, along with 
your check for $10. There the film 
was removed, developed, and printed; 
your camera reloaded and returned 
to you along with the prints. “You 
press the button, we do the rest,” 
put the simplicity of the operation 
into a neat phrase that became the 
first Eastman slogan. 

In 1889, a year after the Kodak 
made its bow, Eastman and his staff 
discovered a practical method of pro- 
ducing from nitro-cellulose a trans- 
parent, flexible film. This invention 
not only laid the foundations of ama- 
teur and professional photography in 
their broadest senses but also made 
possible the motion-picture industry. 

Thus, by the turn of the century, 
George Eastman had revolutionized 
photography and made picture-taking 
a delight for the millions rather than 
the burdensome, time-consuming pur- 
suit of the few. 

Such, very briefly, were the begin- 
nings of modern photography and the 
initial Eastman contributions to a 
modern art and science that have con- 
tributed immeasureably to the world’s 
progress, education, and enjoyment. 

George Eastman was a visionary— 
of the hard-headed variety. He made 
his dreams come true. When he was 
only 26 years old he jotted down the 
four fundamental business principles 
on which he proposed to build his 
organization. These principles were: 
production in large quantities by 
means of machinery; low prices to 
increase the use of plotography; 
world-wide distribution; and _ ex- 
tensive advertising as well as selling 
by demonstration. His hiring, in 1886, 
of a chemist to aid in the quest for 
his first transparent film is the earii- 
est known example of employment of 
a scientist by an American manufac- 
turer to devote all his time to chem- 
ical research. 

“My desires are limited only by my 
imagination,” Eastman said in those 
first, fateful years of his enterprise, 
when the simplification of photog- 
raphy for the amateur was his goal. 
That his name was to be the first in 
photographic progress from the wet- 
plate era to the present he could 
hardly have foreseen. 

Among outstanding Eastman con- 
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tributions to photography since 19 
have been the following: wi 

Panchromatic film. Sensitive to all 
colors’ of the visible spectrum, this 
film marked a new era in motion-pic- 
ture photography. 

_The system of narrow-film motion 
pictures, based on converting the neg- 
ative from the camera into a positive 
for projection, . involving whole 
new classes of apparatus, ... and now 
expanded beyond its original funtion 
for “home movies.” 

The Recordak system of preserving 
business records photographically, 
= film and equipment to effectuate 
it; 

The development of color photog- 
raphy. 

_ A new and permanent base mater- 
ial for photographic paper. 

“Dapli-tized” x-ray film, which re- 
duced the necessary exposure time 
and simplified radiography; and in- 
dustrial x-ray film. 

Introduction of supersensitive film, 
which immediately had a revolutioniz- 
ing effect on Hollywood studio tech- 
nlaue and which was the prelude to 
broad improvements in all types of 
film. 

“Fine grain” negative films and 
Processes, which made miniature 
photography practicable; and fine- 
grain motion-picture positive film for 
improved sound-reproduction and pic- 
ture quality. 

High-speed motion-picture appara- 
tus for detailed analysis of motion. 

Advancement of precision standards 
in camera and lens manufacture. 

Back of these noteworthy achieve- 
ments stand research, manufacturing 
skills, the spirit of an organization 
that is still — as companies go — 
young and vigorous; and, perhaps 
most important, the abiding inspira- 
tion of the man who resolved to make 
photography easier for everybody.

Luster ware is like opera, you are 
either an avid enthusiast or it leaves 
you cold. To me, gold, silver or cop- 
per luster is the suma cum bonum of 
antiquity. If I ever became a real 
collector, I’d climb high mountains and 
swim icy streams to get a fine piece 
of luster. However, being merely an 
inheritor of a few rare pieces of the 
choice ware, I’ve contented myself with 
my lot. But given a chance and a full 
pocketbook, which of late years, it 
has required, I’d have my fling. 
have large copper luster pitchers 
overflowing with forsythia in the 
spring, I’d have silver luster sugar 
bowls coyly offering pansies and for- 
get-me-nots. I’d serve jasmine tea, 
ever so cautiously from a silver luster 
tea pot. And all around me I’d want 
my friends who love luster ware who 
drank in its mellow glow and its fine 
texture, its colorful bands, and its 
charming shapes. 

There is [little written on luster 
ware, an isolated chapter here or 
there in books on antiques, is all that 
I have been able to find. Perhaps the 
cause of this lack of information on 
luster is due to the fact that the exact 
method used by the English potters, 
has been lost. Almost all of the Staf- 
fordshire potters, including Wedg- 
wood, produced pieces of luster for 
sale around 1776. Articles of luster 
ware must have been imported to our 
new country around 1800. One sees 
its charming glow in various sections 
of the country, proving that it -was 
sold or taken to many parts of A- 
merica. 

In producing luster, a pottery cream 
base was often used, over which was 
poured a metal wash. Platinum mol- 
ten metal was used to produce silver 
luster, copper and gold to produce the 
exact effect of the latter metals. On 
the inside of some of the pieces I 
have, can be seen the creamy white 
pottery base over which the metal 
wash was poured and then glazed.

finish in the old pieces of luster that 
the modern reproduced luster lacks. 
Since the exact method of the old 
makers is lost, there is nothing in 
present day china ware to equal it. 
Go into any china department or 
large jewelry store today and you will 
see an abundance of. reproduced 
luster, both in large and small pieces. 
If you are familiar 'with the old, it 
is impossible to be fooled by the 
glittery glaze of the new. It is like a 
new friendship and an old one. The 
new one may sparkle with unexplored 
possibilities but the old is solid and 
mellow, even a few scratches or mends 
may be seen. But still, when you 
have the old either in friend or luster, 
you have something worth having. 

The old silver luster ware was 
was produced for families in England 
and America who could not afford 
the real metal pieces. Consequently 
the crafty potters copied exactly the 
Georgian and Queen Anne silver 
services. Often the luster ware was 
cast in the very same moulds as the 
more expensive solid silver. Of course, 
silver luster has all of the sparkle 
and beauty of true sterling, but with 
this glorious exception, it simply 
cannot tarnish. Give old luster a 
warm sudsy bath a couple of times 
a year and it returns to you a fine 
reward with much less effort ex- 
pended than the fortnightly cleaning 
that the real silver requires. 

Of course now that silver luster 
ware has become so rare, it rivals its 
silver counterpart in present day 
value. Unlike many antiques it holds 
its value in good or bad years, be- 
cause of its rarity and scarcity. I 
have watched the market value of 
luster for the last quarter of a cen- 
tury and have found not much fluctu- 
ation in the prices, but almost a steady 
climb as the years march along. 

My very first piece of the precious 
ware came to me on our wedding trip, 
almost twenty-five years ago. We 
spent part of the time in aunt Laura’s 
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old home in a tiny Ohio village 
Aunt Laura had loved luster wars 
long before it became a collector’ 
dream. Before 1900 she had become 
interested in all types of luster. How 
so much gold, silver and copper luster 
ware found its way into that section 
of Ohio, I do not know. But I dof 
know Aunt Laura had a sixth sense af 
bout its future value, for she collected 
it extravagantly. 

There were large gold luster milk 
pitchers with bands running through 
their centers of yellow and blue, on 
which had been glazed medallions, 
containing portraits or scenes. Ther 
was a good sized domed silver luster 
coffee pot, beautifully fluted. 

Aunt Laura’s collection was _ not 
segregated in one spot in the old 
home, but a gleaming piece of, it, 
might be found anywhere, in any 
room from the first to the third floor 
Apparently she liked to look at it 
everywhere, as I do! There was the 
gold luster tea set, on the sheet 
music cabinet, in the front parlor 
This stunning set, had been decor 
ated ‘with pastel flowers. To say that 
I coveted it is to put it mildly. There 
the copper luster bowl with 
shepherds marching around it. in the 
front guest rvom. And in the dining 
room there were a number of luster 
pitchers of various sizes and shapes 
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hung around the fireplace. _ 
When we left Aunt Laura’s home, 
for our new one, we came away wi — 






a tiny copper luster pitcher as a gift. 
Through its center runs a steel blue 
band, an which are several geometric 
designs in copper. I loved that pitch 
er and I still cherish it because it 
was my very first piece. I didn't 
know then that I would own more, but 
I knew that if I ever collected it 
would be luster. 

Some years later, ‘when Aunt 
Laura’s estate was to be settled we 
found that we ‘were to receive a few 
pieces of her beautiful luster. To say 
I was delighted, is to put it mildly. 
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We learned however that several of 
he larger pieces were to be sold at 
suction, aS some members of the 
amily preferred to divide the large 
amounts of money they would bring, 
ather than to own the luster. Need- 
ess to say, I would have preferred 
he luster. Suddenly I thought of the 
heautiful gold luster tea set in the 
ront parlor. Then and there I was 
determined to have it. 


Since much of Aunt Laura’s home 
as furnished in early Ohio antiques 
and was well known in that section, 
here was to be a two day auction 
vith 2n auctioneer from Cincinnati in 
harge. Our appraiser had valued the 
ea sct anywhere from one hundred 
jollars up. I went to the sale de- 
ermined to have it, if humanly pos- 
sible, hoping that no one there would 
want it as much as I did.

o the auctioneer’s table. It was a

I heard the crowd gasp as it 
ook in its beauty. I waited while 
he auctioneer went into detail about 
ts charms. I knew them. I loved 
hem. I wanted that tea set more 
han anything right then.

“Go- 
ing, going, gone to the lady left in 
the rain, for eleven dollars.” I ran in 
the driving downfall, to get my 
treasures, grateful that the heavens 
had literally opened up in my behalf. 

The other pieces of Aunt Laura’s 
luster were divided among. the fam- 
ily, very peacefully. A pair of gold 
luster pitchers, boasting yellow, blue, 
white and green in a lovely floral 
design came to us. They are about 
ten inches high and the handles are 
in the form of serpents. The one 
pitcher is bright gold, the other has 
a little story connected with it. In 
fact none of us knew that the pitcher 
existed until the sale, for we found 
it in five large pieces, wrapped in 
newspapers in one of Aunt Laura’s 
kitchen cabinets. I recognized it 
immediately as the mate to the one 
we had inherited. No one else wanted 
the old thing. I’ve had it mended by 
a good restorer of old china, though 
not the top one in Philadelphia. I 
wish now that I had taken it to the 
best, for it wouldr’t have the dull 
look it has beside its mate. It pavs 
to have fine pieces well restored for 
it can be done so beautifully that 
only the most discriminating connois- 
seur can guess its accident. 

A squat fat little gold luster pitcher 
with a brown paste base is a great 
favorite of mine from. the old home. 
Through its middle runs an Alice- 
blue ribbon on which are the raised 
figure of a deer and a few dogs. It 
is definitely a piece of Wedgwood 
luster, for it has the figures in bas- 
relief, for which his pottery is so 
famous, even today. What a joy it 
is to look at on my desk! 

There is one other beautiful piece 
of Wedgwood luster, I’d like to men- 
tion. It is of silver luster, of almost 
urnlike proportions. Around its top 
is the grave design in cream pottery, 
the design that is used by the Wedg- 
‘woo factories today on much of its 
modern china. I use this beautiful 
pitcher often with flowers, I simply 
love it and take great delight in see- 
ing it running over with flowers, in 
any season against the soft green of 
my paneled mantel. 

Then there is Aunt Laura’s pink 
luster tea set which I truly cherish. 
There are pastel flowers on the tea 
pot and a band of pink luster leaves 
and a deeper rose flower embedded 
in it. It is beautiful as are the six 
handleless cups ‘with deep saucers 
that go with it. The whole set is 
simply exquisite. Occasionally I 
have used it to serve tea, but I don’t 
waste it on a modernist! Only as 
avid a ‘lusterite’ as myself is per- 
mitted to taste tea from its dainti- 
ness. And I mean dainty! It is as 
fragile and light as a cup and saucer 
could be. There are two matching 
pink luster plates that go with the 
tea set. They stand behind the tea 
set in the plate rail of my corner cup- 
board. It is much admired and de- 
serves every bit of it. 

Much of Aunt Laura’s collection I 
use. It has grown to be a very de- 
lightful part of my living. No flower 
arrangement gives me more joy than 
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one in my luster. A certain pin 
coppery lilac, Lucy Baltet, in my golf 
luster pitcher is beyond w ords. Queer 
Anne’ s Lace with pointed Snake Roy 
in my silver Wedgwood pitcher raise 
the roadside flower to the place ¢ 
royalty it deserves. 

I often wonder if my luster cclle, 
tion is complete? I know of no tor 
inherited possibilities, but to be ab, 
solutely honest, I’m sure there wil 
always be that piece that I just <an’ 
resist and I’ve found that when [ 
resist something I can afford, 1] re 
gret it. Just last year while j 
Havana, along the Prada, there wer 
two copper and pink luster mugs, i: 
an antique shop. They were wel 
priced, no duty to pay on them, ye 
I didn’t buy them. J 
know, in that city laden with alligato 
bags, perfume and liquor, | turned 
down my luster! One, was such a fin 
big cup. 

And yet last summer at the Cape, | 
feund one of the most beautiful silver 
luster banded pitchers, 1 have eve 
seen. On its two sides are Wedgwoot 
blue medallions on which are en: 
bossed setter dogs and trees in al 
most jewel-like precision. I couldn't 
resist it. It is now on my living 
room table and somehow compensates 
tor the mistake | made in Cuba. 

But such is the road of the real 
luster collector and whether I con: 
pletely admit it to myself, I know thai 
1 am on its shiny beam. There wil 
always be some fine mellow bit a 
old gold luster, some isolated pitcher 
in an antique shop that I’d beg or 
borrow to own. For even though Aunt 
Laura’s luster had never come to me, 
I’d still want to own luster, I lov 
each sparkling piece of it whether a 
lone piece or a whole dazzling col- 
lection in a museum.

This year, many older people who 
have enjoyed liberal or even hand- 
some incomes in the past are retiring 
—and taking their social security 
payments This is entirely fitting and 
proper. But it is a great and notable 
milestone showing how far we have 
traveled from Americana. In fact the 
transition is so marked in these im- 
mediate years that a large sign 
should be posted, reading, “You are 
now leaving Americana and entering 
socialized America.”

If they found stocks they 
simply took half or two-thirds of the 
dividends in corporate taxes before 
they could be paid. 

This immense quantity of personal 
savings for old age they had confis-

“forgotten” to save because they were 
having such a lovely time spending. 

Now Robin Hood has a vast new 
multitude of pilgrims in need, dire 
need. Their modest Americana sav- 
ings have been confiscated. What is 
left will not pay for animal comfort 
in inflated markets. What Robin 
Hood started as a plan to “Swat the 
rich,” has developed into a program to 
swat the old. 


The gay and lovable spirit of Robin 
Hood has now discovered “old age” 
and is prepared to raid the forests in 
its defense. It is a very real problem. 
It is a very new problem. America 
never before had so many destitute old 
people. For no generation in America 
has ever before passed through such 
wholesale confiscation of savings. 

Robin Hood is now confiscating the 
savings of our present working popu- 
lation to give largess to his former 
victims, now in dire need. By 
enormous national debt he is confis- 
cating the future savings of genera- 
tions unborn to give greater and 
greater gifts to the victims of his 
past forays. 

Americana took care of 90% of its 
“old age” problem by family savings 
through self restraint and future 
planning. There was pride and pur- 
pose of high character in these sav- 
ings. The old person took great pride 
in his or her self sufficiency. How- 
ever modest, it 'was the essence of 
“success,” and regarded by the neigh- 
bors as something to respect and em- 
ulate.

COLLECTION OF 
HISTORIC DRESSES 


The Smithsonian Institution an- 
nounces that it has received from 
Mrs. Harry S. Truman a gown for the 
collection of Dresses of the First 
Ladies of the White House. It is the 
gown that Mrs. Truman wore at the 
Presidential reception at the National 
Gallery of Art on the evening of 
President Truman’s_ inauguration, 
January 20, 1949. The dress is made 
of gray satin and silver lamé in a 
swirling feather design. It has a V 
neck trimmed with applique petals 
made from the same materials as the 
dress. The sleeves are three-quarter 
length. The skirt falls straight in 
front, with a small circular train in 
the back. 

It is established custom to place 
these gowns on public view when the 
person concerned is no longer in the 
White House. In accordance with 
this, Mrs. Truman’s gown will not be 
installed in the collection until next 
year. Official photographs of the 
dress will not be available until after 
the completion of the figure on which 
the dress will be displayed, and its 
final preparation for public view. 
Due announcement of this will be 
made at the proper time. 

The Collection of Dresses of the 
First Ladies of the White House, one 
of the most popular exhibits in the 
Nation’s Capital, now consists of 36 
gowns, representing the Presidential 
administrations of George Washing- 
ton to Mr. Truman. Twelve of these 
are inaugural gowns. The collection 
is exhibited in the Smithsonian’s Arts 
and Industries Building.

Saints of St. Augustine 





Being a brief report of the comings, goings, and happening: 
at the Lightner Museum of Hobbies, St. Augustine, Florid« 


Clarence Wagener, promotion man- 
ager of the Jacksonville (Fla.) Jour- 
nal, loses no opportunity to convey to 
others some of the enthusiasm and 
interest he bears toward the Lightner 
Museum of Hobbies. Cecil Zinkan, 
the Museum general manager, has 
just received pleasing evidence of Mr. 
Wagener’s latest unsolicited endeavor 
in that direction. 

On September 6th the Jacksonville 
publicist wrote the management of 
Field Enterprises, Inc., of Chicago, 
publishers of The World Book Ency- 
clopedia, and suggested that St. Au- 
gustine’s municipal Lightner Museum 
of Hobbies was of the caliber of inter- 
est to merit its being mentioned in 
their publication. He put it this way 
— “In the mention of U. S. museums 
which are of special interest to hob- 
byists, there is. nothing about the 
Lightner Museum of Hobbies. As far 
as I can learn there is nothing com- 
parable to the Lightner Museum of 
Hobbies. To visit it is to marvel at 
the fruition of a dream of the late 
publisher of the HOBBIES magazine, 
who, when he failed in his endeavor 
to enlist the interest of Chicagoans 
in furnishing a suitable building to 
house his numerous hobby collections, 
came to Florida and was successful in 
his quest. 

“Isn’t it possible this outstanding 
Museum of hobbies should be men- 
tioned in the next edition of the World 
Book Encyclopedia?” 

Mr. Wagener was thanked by the 
publisher’s managing editor, J. Morris 
Jones, and at the same time informed 
that consideration would be given to 
including the Museum in the encyclo- 
pedia at the first opportunity. 

This is but one of the manv in- 
stances where the Lightner Museum 
of Hobbies obtains recognition and 


publicity for itself and the city of &. 
Augustine as well. 





A story in the feature section of the 
Buffalo, N. Y., Courier-Express re. 
cently illustrated copiously from the 
collection of John Rogers groups in 
the Museum, and made this explana. 
tion: 

“When American sculptor John 
Rogers died in 1904, he was almost 
as much forgotten by the public as 
the 100,000 pieces of his handiwork 
that once graced the homes of the 
land. But today, when more and more 
Americans are looking nostalgically 
at the past, the creations of this Yan- 
kee artist have suddenly enjoyed a 
booming revival of popularity. Attics 
all over the country are now being 
ransacked in the hope of finding these 
down-to-earth sculptured pieces that 
were all the rage in grandma’s parlor 
in the decades immediately following 
the Civil War. Selling then for $5 to 
$50 each, many of them today have 
netted twice that amount from the 
enthusiastic collectors of Rogeriana. 
For just as Currier and Ives pictured 
the daily life of those days so success- 
fully in lithography, so John Rogers 
did in plaster. A shrewd, Boston-bom 
Yankee, Rogers had a good head for 
business as well as a genuine talent 
for sculpture. Following the lead of 
Currier and Ives, he decided to ‘pub- 
lish’ his original clay pieces, which 
had received enthusiastic notice at 
well-attended art exhibits both here 
and abroad. His popular originals 
were reproduced in plaster and more 
of them were sold in the course of 
about 80 years. These pictures of 
some of Rogers’ outstanding pieces 
were taken in the Otto C. Lightner 
Museum of Hobbies in St. Augustine, 
Florida where a 58-piece collection of 
Rogers’ groups is on display.”

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Corning Glass Company has 
Historical Exhibit 


The Library of the Corning Museum 
of Giass has placed on exhibition in 
the Corning Glass Center its incuna- 
pula (books printed before 1500) 
which will remain on view until early 
in November. Mrs. Catherine D. 
Mack, Librarian of the Corning Mu- 
seum of Glass, has assembled the ma- 
teria! and organized the exhibition. 
It will help in the celebration of the 
new Gutenberg stamp issue. 


Jcnann Gutenburg’s 42-line printed 
Bible is the first evidence of mov- 
able type. The date of the completion 
of the printing and binding of this 
Latin Bible, referred to as the 42-line 
bible as there are 42 lines to the 
column on most of its pages, has been 
estavlished prior to August 1452. A 
folic of the first edition of this great 
wor: containing the book of Genesis 
has been lent to the exhibition by a 
New York collector. 


For this exhibition, the Library of 
the Corning Museum of Glass has 
drawn from its comprehensive collec- 
tion of 15th century books, mann- 
scrivts, and prints on glass and glass 
making. One of its greatest treasures 
is Pliny’s “Natural history of the 
world,” printed by the first printer of 
Venice, Johannes de Spira in 1469, 
just seventeen years after the print- 
ing of the Gutenberg Bible. Here 
Pliny relates the now famous story 
of how glass was first produced ac- 
cidentally by the fusion of sand and 
soda in an open fire. 


Another interesting book in the ex- 
hibition is the Greek historian, Jose- 
phus’ “De bello Judaico” printed by 
Johann Schussler, the second printer 
of Augsburg in 1470. It is printed 
in modified Gothic type and bound in 
its original binding of white pigskin 
over wooden boards. 


Adolf Rusch, the R-printer of 
Strassburg, gives us an excellent ex- 
ample of German printing with a 
strongly Roman flavor. As an ex- 
ample of this we have in the Corning 
Museum of Glass, Vincent of Beau- 
vais’ “Speculum Naturale.” printed 
not later than 1478, and bound in the 
original stamped calf over wooden 
boards. 


In 1492, Anton Koberger, in his 
famed Nuremberg Press printed “De 
Proprietatibus Rerum” of Bartho- 
maeus Anglicus. It is an extremely 
fine example of Gothic type. 

In the Museum’s set of Aristotle 
printed from 1495-1498 and its copy 
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of Aristophanes, are perfect examples 
of the art of the great Venetian 
printer, Aldus Manutius. Aldus, prim- 
arily an independent scholar, estab- 
lished a printing press in Venice; he 
printed Greek classics for the buyer 
of modest means. 


In this enhibition of incunabula the 
Corning Museum of Glass has again 
been able to link glass and glassmak- 
ing with great achievements in other 
fields. The books on exhibition con- 
tain the earliest printed references to 
glassmaking and at the same time are 
megnificent original illustrations of 
the early art of printing.

Mrs. Weinmann lec- 
tures on bells to further interest in 
collecting them and enrich her own 
experiences along that line. She also 
uses her hobby as a means of helping 
the unfortunate victims of cerebral 
palsy. She makes bell shaped cand- 
les by using her famous bells for 
molds and offers the candles for sale 
to eager buyers. The proceeds are 
used for cerebral palsy patients. In 
this way Mrs. Weinmann has found 
an added zest to her hobby, — The 
joy of reaching out a helning hand 
to those in need.

Dr. Royal French and Mrs. French, 
the Buckeye State, were also our 
guests. Dr. French, a retired physi- 
cian, has the largest collection of old 
hitching posts in the United States. 
They are from 75 to 100 years old or 
older. As well as the usual Negro 
boys’ and horses’ heads he has many 
rare animal hitching posts such as 
Russian wolf, dog, cat, fawn, frog, 
swan, etc. One very rare one was 
dug up in the streets of La Crosse, 
Wisconsin, when the streets there were 
being graded. Others have guarded 
old homes for three and four gener- 
ations before they became a part of 
Dr. French’s collection and the stories 
connected with obtaining them are as 
fascinating as the posts themselves. 

Dr. French also has a collection of 
fifty pound iron chickens. These were 
the balance used in throwing a wind 
mill out of gear. In the photograph 
of them they looked as life-like as 
real chickens and made an amusing 
addition to the barn yard. The hitch- 
ing posts also decorate the yard, 
marching in line and standing in 
groups from barn to house, proving 
that a hobby may also take one into 
the out-of-doors.

A show unto itself is the magnifi- 
cent collection of rare vases belonging 
to Ann Ward and recently placed on’ 
display in her large shop on the first 
floor of the Mart. 

There are some 300 pairs and 150 
odd pieces. All are in perfect condi- 
tion. They have been collected from 
all over the country, many from 
private homes where they have been 
treasured for generations. The vases 
are in all sizes from four inches to 
thirty-five inches in height. Probably 
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the rarest is a pair of Capo-di-monte, 
exquisite in every detail. Another ex- 
ceptional pair is the thirty-inch Sry- 
res on bronze pedestals. These are in 
an unusual shade of rese with gold 
trimmings and a portrait medallion 
on each. Many rare porcelains are 
represented which include English 
and French porcelain, and incompir- 
able jeweled French porcelain ones, 
There are also vases of carved Bo- 
hemian glass, portrait Venetian glass 
and the scarce carved Chinese glass 
as well as a gorgeous collection of 
Bristol vases and of Delft. We liked 
particularly the pair of huge, squat, 
18th century urns of blue Delft. 

This exhibit is a must for the cvl- 
lector and lover of beautiful things, 
Mrs. Ward delights in showing these 
treasures, and they bespeak years of 
patient and loving collecting. More 
about this collection later.

On the second floor of the Mart 
there is another rare privilege for our 
guests. In Marcella Lynch’s “A Covy- 
ered Wagon Antique Shop”, they will 
find the original old French desk upon 
which author Maurice Thompson 
‘wrote “Alice of Old Vincennes,” in 
the late eighteen hundreds. This is an 
historical novel of the early days of 
the Wabash River and the ancient 
town of Vincennes upon its banks. It 
was a best seller in the early nine- 
teen hundreds. The desk was given to 
Mr. Thompson when he was a boy in 
New Orleans by a French priest. It 
is distinctly French in its design and 
construction. Of fine old walnut it 
has slight brass trim on the outside. 
When the drop leaf is opened one is 
delighted with the aged curly maple 
trim on the inside, mirror panels in 
the back, and secret drawers to lend 
a note of mystery. 

Maurice Thompson treasured the 
old desk through the years and finally 
wrote his Alice of Old Vincennes upor 
it. The author died before his book 
became a number one best seller and, 
of course, never knew of its success, 
but the desk has remained and _ be- 
cause of “Alice” has reached the fur- 
niture “Hall of Fame.” The desk has 
just been returned to the Mart from 
the Chicago Fall Show and if you 
missed it there don’t miss the chance 
of seeing it in “The Covered Wagon” 
before some lucky collector takes it 
elsewhere.

A FIRST 

Since its first opening in 1792, in 
Philadelphia the mint has been strik- 
ing coins continuously. The mint 
building was the first structure auth- 
orized by Congress, and it was erected 





on the first property owned by the 
United States Government. 

The earliest coins struck at the 
mint include the popular disme and 
half disme, which are said to bear a 
likeness of our first First Lady, 
Martha Washington. There is also 
legend to the effect that President 
Washington himself furnished the sil- 
ver from which these coins were 
struck. 

The present spelling of the word 
dime omits the letter s which was in- 
cluded at the time of its adoption as 
a currency name. The name was se- 
lected to indicate that the piece is 
one-tenth of a dollar. 

The regular national coinage com- 
menced the following year, 1793, with 
the coinage of copper cents and half 


cents.

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NUMISMATIC THOUGHTS 


(CONTINUED FROM PAGE 123) 

From a paper read before the New 
paland Numismatic Society: 

In 2 paper on “PERSIAN COINS,” 
Mr. A. Quinnell said that the ideas 
of History of the average person 
were curiously unbalanced. Owing to 
he incorporation of the Old Testa- 
ment in the Bible, the early Hebrews 
were given a more prominent place 
in the World’s History, than they ever 
played. The Greeks too, owing to a 
lassical bias, were also familiar, al- 
though in reality they represented 
little more than a curious aggrega- 
tion of continually warring City- 
States, and they did not have any 
great possessions at that time.. To 
make a “bull” the greatest Greek was 
a Macedonian —- Alexander the Great 
—and it was due to his campaigns 
that ine spread of Greek culture was 
‘so extensive. It was unnecessary to 
speak of the Romans — and their in- 
fluences:— “Great with nothing but 
the sword” justly describes them. 
When the old “virtus”—i. e. “valour” 
failed the Empire quickly crumbled. 
Not enough was known of the other 
great Empires that affected the World 
so profoundly. Formerly Persia play- 
ed at: important part and today is 
again important for another reason 
— oii. The Conquest of Alexander 
(356-323 B. C.) was responsible for 
spreading the Greek ideas of courage. 
After Alexander’s death Persia was 
governed by the Seleucid Dynasty: 
these were succeeded by the Parthians 
whose coins have helped hundreds of 
years later to throw light on the 
‘great Parthian Dynasty. Mithridates 
I left many coins which show him 
with a fairly long beard, prominent 
nose, lips and eye, and hair long. The 
inscription in Greek was “King of 
Kings” and on reverse the King was 
shown seated. “Satraps of Satraps” 
appeared only once on Persian coins. 
Theos — “God” — appeared on the 
coins of one King, but the Greek in- 
scription implying the Divinity of 
one’s father was more common. “Phil 
Hellene” bore witness to the fact that 
within their Kingdoms there still ex- 
isted many Greek cities-states practi- 
cally independent. The coins of Phar- 
ates IV (who defeated Mare Anthony) 
showed him with a pointed beard, hair 
thick and curled in four layers and 
the usual prominent Parthian fea- 
tures. The coins of Mithridates III 
(115-117 A. D.) bore smaller designs 
showing bust and head. He fought 
With Trojan Hadrian and the Kus- 
hans of India. The Volagases III 
(147-191 A. D.) coins were very poor 
in execution and design and more like 
the half human images made by un- 
civilized peoples. He was the last of 
Arsaid Kings. 











































A true Persian — Ardashir — of 
the House of Sassan, 391 years after 
the Parthians fell, ascended the 


throne. An oval coin depicts his pro- 
file, helmeted, with a balloon-shaped 
plume above it. On the reverse is an 
altar with fires, a priest standing on 
each side and this reverse design con- 
tinued for 425 years. Ardashir was 
succeeded by Sapor. At this time 
Valerian, Emperor of Rome, was 
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taken prisoner and died in captivity. 
His skin was stuffed and preserved 
as a trophy. Sapor governed very 
well, 

A period of anarchy followed. Sapor 
II was elected King at his birth and 
reigned 72 years. 

The coins of Perozes (57-484) were 
of extremely poor workmanship. The 
King was shown in profile, close cut 
beard, large hooked nose. 

Chosroes II was famous or perhaps 
infamous for having sacked Jerusalem 
and carried off the Tme Cross to 
Ctesiphon (Baghdad). He _ reduced 
Egypt to vassalage and the whole of 
Asia was taken from Rome. 

The last of the House of Sassan 
was Isdigerd III, who was shown as 
a handsome Prince of mild disposition. 
He had great qualities. He was only 
fifteen when crowned. He obstinately 
resisted the Mohammedan invasion 
and nowhere was that tide resisted 
more obstinately than in Persia. 

“Tanum Shud” 
(Persian — “it is finished”). 





MEDAL NOTE 


One of the important medals struck 
for the George Washington Bicenten- 
nial Celebration in 1932 was the one 
by the State of Rhode Island. 

This medal was distributed on the 
occasion of the Rhode Island General 
Assembly Celebration of the George 
Washington Bicentennial. A session 
of the Assembly was held to cele- 
brate the event. The medals were 
given to members of the Assembly 
and to distinguished guests as memen- 
toes of this official celebration. 

There were 500 of the medals pre- 
pared by the Robbins Company for 
the State of Rhode Island. They were 
designed by the sculptor, Christian 
Peterson, and were struck frorm gen- 
uine bronze. The medal is two and one- 
half inches in diameter. The obverse 
consists of a fine bust of Washing- 
ton and no other marking or decora- 
tion what-soever. On the reverse are 
the following words arranged in six 
lines as written below:

of the

— 


Underneath these words, in the lower 
center, on a shield back ground in 
three lines are the words: 

State 


of 
Rhode Island 


Surrounding all of the letters on the 
sides are two sprays of leaves. This 
medal is a very attractive example 
of medallic art. 


WHO MADE THE 
FIRST CENT? 


Vermont was the first state to issue 
copper cents. In June, 1785, she 
granted the authority to Ruben Har- 
mon, Jr., to make money for the 
state for two years. In October of the 
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same year, Connecticut granted the 
right to coin 10,000 pounds in copper 
cents, known as the Connecticut cent 
of 1785. Massachusetts, in 1786, es- 
tablished a mint and coined $60,000 
in cents and half cents. In the same 
year, New Jersey granted the right 
to coin $10,000 at 15 coppers to the 
shilling. In 1781 the Continental 
Congress directed Robert Morris to 
investigate the matter of governmen- 
tal coinage. He proposed a standard 
based on the Spanish dollar, con- 
sisting of 100 units, each unit to be 
called a cent. His plan was rejected. 
In 1784, Jefferson proposed to Con- 
gress, that the smallest coin should 
be of copper, and that 200 of them 
should pass for one dollar. The plan 
was adopted, but in 1786, 100 was 
substituted. In 1792 the coinage of 
copper cents, containing 264 grains, 
and half cents in proportion, was 
authorized; their weight was sub- 
sequently reduced. In 1853 the nickel 
cent was substituted and the half 
cent discontinued, and in 1864 the 
bronze cent was introduced, weighing 
48 grains and consisting of 95 per 
cent of copper, and the remainder of 
tin and zine, 


HOW DID THE NAME 
UNCLE SAM 
ORIGINATE? 


The name Uncle Sam is a jocular 
name long in use for the Government 
of the United States. 

Shortly ofter the war of 1812 was 
declared, Elbert Anderson of New 
York State, who was a contractor for 
the army, went to Troy, New York, 
to purchase a quantity of provisions. 
At that place the provisions were 
inspected, the official inspectors being 
two brothers named Wilson—Ebene- 
zer and Samuel, The latter was very 
popular among the men and was 
known as “Uncle Sam Wilson” and 
everybody called him that. The boxes 
in which the provisions were packed 
were stamped with four letters, E. A. 
for Elbert Anderson, and U. S. for 
United States. One of the men en- 
gaged in making the inspection asked 
another of the workmen who hap- 
pened to be a jocular fellow, what 
the letters E. A. U. S. on the boxes 
stood for. He said in reply that he 
did not know but thought they pro- 
bably meant Elbert Anderson and 
Uncle Sam Wilson, and that they had 
left off the W which would stand for 
Wilson. The suggestion caught on 
quickly and as such things often do, 
the joke spread rapidly so _ that 
everybody soon thought of the name

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The Monetary System of the 
MOGHUL TIMES 


By G. L. SCHANZLIN 


The starting point of the modern 
Indian monetary system is the silver 
rupee, weighing one tola, or 178 
grains. It was first coined by Sher 
Shah during his short rule of the Del- 
hi empire, 1540-45. He also introduced 
a copper coinage based on the dam, a 
piece weighing about 330 grains, this 
being the first systematic use of that 
metal for coinage in India. 

The Ain-i-Akbari contains a very 
elaborate account of Akbar’s coins 
which were closely modelled after 
Sher Shah’s. The dam as described in 
that place, weighed 5 tankas, which 
comes to 306-22 grains. It mentions 
that the dam was formerly called 
pysah and also behooly. It also gives 
the divisions of the dam: 


adhelah ..... . % dam 
powlah (pa ola) . % dam 
Game «4. . < % ¥% dam 


Dam seems to be an Indian word, 
perhaps in some way connected with 
tamra copper.* The word occurs fre- 
quently in the Ain-i-Akbari. The 
revenue of the whole empire, curious- 
ly, is not given in rupees, but always 
in dams. In other places, where ac- 
counts are inserted, they are mostly 
in dams, if smaller amounts. In a few 
instances the figures given are in 
three columns, rupees, dams, and 
chiteels (1/25 of a dam). 

The word pysah or paisa was origi- 
nally the name of a ‘weight, which, 
as it seems, had come with the Mog- 
huls from Central Asia. According to 
Schuyler, Tashkent, has the following 
weights: The batman (about 374 lb. 
avoirdupois) is divided into 64 tchar- 
iks, of about 5% lb., subdivided into 
80 paisas each, of a little more than 
one ounce each. The mishkal is again 
one quarter of a paisa. 

In the early Moghul monetary sys- 
tem there were 40 dams to a rupee. 
The copper value of the 40 minted 
dams was about 26 dams, about 2/3 
of the face value. 40 minted dams 
would weigh 2 lb. 728 gr. Troy (40x 
806.22 gr.=—12248.8 gr.). The face 
value of this amount of copper pieces 
was one rupee, or one silver tola, 
equal to 179.66 grains of minted 
silver. 

The modern pice pieces of India, 
the lineal descendant of the quarter 
dam of Akbar’s time, weigh 78 grains, 
making a total of 312 grains for an 
imaginary or theoretical modern dam. 
But as the modern currency has only 
64 of these copper pieces to the rupee 
(they are really bronze) of course 
their total weight will equal only the 
weight of 16 of the old copper dams, 
making their metal value (if they 
were pure copper), only as 2: 5 to the 


value of the rupee. The constancy of 


these Indian copper weights with the} 
exception of Jehangir’s temporary in- & 


creased weights, these 3% centuries, 
is a remarkable phenomenon in the 
history of coinage, only equalled by 


the constant weight of the silver— 
rupee itself during this long period of F 


time. The change in the relative value § i 


of the silver rupee to its copper ccins F 


is another important fact. 


It would seem that in the two sys- & 
tems, the ancient 1:40 system of Ak- F 
bar’s (really the ratio is 1: 160, vis. 
1 rupee to 160 quarter dams) time, 


and the modern ratio of 1: 64 of mod- & 


ern pice, we have two diverging 
streams of numeration, of which the 
seemingly more modern type is really 
the older. Or, it may also be possible, 
that the 1: 64 system is borrowed, 
while the other type may date back to 
an ancient monetary system based on 
Kauris as sole currency. 

The old Bengali system of desig- 
nating fractional values of the rupee 
seems a mixture and compromise of 
both systems. 

The modern pice in Bengali num- 
eration is expressed in the following 
way, 5 times four kadas, or five gan- 
das. A ganda is usually considered 
as an old group figure, a sort of 
primitive dozen, consisting of four 
units. This is correct, but it is not 
the whole story. Kada, whatever the 
origin of the word may be, in the 
above cited case means a group of 
four, for a modern pice is the equiva- 
lent of 80 kauris, 5 times four kadas, 
5X4X4, 

Ganda clearly in this case cannot 
mean a simple ganda of four, but 
must mean a large ganda of 4 X 4=16. 
The above instance is taken from an 
original Bengali manuscript, dated 
1209 B. E. or 1802 A. D. (Mitra, Tynes 
of Early Bengali Prose, Calcutta, 
1922). 

Two instances are found on the 
same page. where cari kada is used 
as the exact equivalent of ganda and 
vice versa. If cari kada means 16, 
then ganda must also mean 16. 

This opens up rather interesting 
vistas into the general monetary sys- 
tems of older India. First of all the 
guestion arises, what unit is meant 
by the old designation of the figures 
1-19 in Bengali accounts, in the pice 
column? 20 of that unit are equal to 
an anna, but annas are a rather late 
innovation, both in accounts, and as 
an actually existing coin. 

Clearly, the present anna in Ben- 
gali account stands for the older dam, 
which was the original unit of which 
the pice, or the old pai or, the pow/ah 
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i of Akbar’s time is the quarter. I am 


not saying that the anna is the numer- 
ical equivalent of the dam, because 
we have seen that there were 40 dams, 
or 160 quarter dams to the rupee, 
while now the rupee contains only 64 
quarter dams or pice. In other words, 
the present pice has to do the service 
and de the fictional or nominal equiv- 
alent of 2% of the previous quarter 
dams. But nevertheless, the modern 
pice is treated as a fraction of the 
anna, while at the same time, the way 
it is written in Bengali accounts, 
clearly indicates the pice as the high- 
est surviving aggregate of the anci- 
ent Kauri system, naming the pice as 


'5X4X4 Kauris, a total of 80 Kauris. 


Thus also the system of weights by 
which the dam of Akbar’s time weigh- 
ed five tankas, has had its place in 
the further development of the sys- 
tem. Somehow the factor five enters 


‘in the make-up of both modern 
| weights and also in some of the mone- 
‘tary systems. 
'cash make one fanam or gallee, while 


16 tarr or viss=80 


5 fanams make one rupee, according 


‘to one of the South Indian monetary 
| systems now obsolete. 


A maund is 40 seers. A seer is 80 


tolas, while a seer contains four paos, 


or quarters and each pao splits again 


‘into four chataks, or 16 chataks to 


the seer. Thus also here the five en- 


ters in a factor in the one system, but 


not in the other. A seer is 5x4x4 


' tolas, but a seer is also 4x4 chataks. 


In buying straw we find that Kudi 
Ganda (twenty fours) is one Pan, is 
80 bundles. 16 Pans is one Kahan 
(Kahapana=Karsapana). . 

The latter is an ancient unit, for 
even in Kauris their number equiva- 
lent to one Siki, or four annas, is ex- 
actly the same number as the total 
— of straw in a Kahan, namely 
1280. 
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According to Cunningham quoted 
by E. H. Walch, in his Coinage of 
Nepal, the ancient standard of 
weights for copper coins in India was 
a weight also called Pan (the old Kar- 
sapana) of approximately 144 grains, 
which makes the 178, or 180 grains of 
the later silver rupee equal to 144 Pan 
in weight. 

How pice was considered in the 
17th century we learn from Tavernier. 
They were worth anywhere from 46 
to 56 pice to the rupee, according to 
the greater or smaller distance from 
copper mines. An interesting reason 
for unwillingness or inability of gov- 
ernments to use copper as a monetary 
standard was its comparative great 
weight, unhandy in transportation. 

A counterpart to this observation 
of the shrewd French jeweller, is 
what he tells us about Kauris. Near 
the seacoast the ordinary standard 
of eighty to the pice prevailed. Farth- 
er inland one could get much less per 
pice, at Agra ony 50, or 55. He also 
mentions that Kauris were imported 
to America, ‘to serve instead of mon- 
ey’. It would be interesting to know 
where in America, and how long 
Kauris were used as small currency? 
Most likely in the portions of South 
America near the Caribbean. Prof. A. 
K. Sarkar in the IHQ., Dec.. 1931, 
has an excellent article on the Coins 
and Weights of Ancient India. He ad- 
mits the impossibility of accounting 
for the discrepancies of the various 
ancient standards given. 


It is the opinion of this writer that 
the only safe starting point is af- 
forded by the coinage of Muhamma- 
dan times, working backward in our 
investigations from the known and 
actually existent, to those standards 
of pre-Muslim times of which in most 
cases only the lists remain.

Little Orphan Annie 
--1844 Dimes

The unexplained disappearance of 
the race of mound dwellers and the 
lost tribes of Israel has its counter- 
part in the mysterious disappearance 
of practically the entire issue of 
1844 dimes, known as Little Orphan 
Annies. As strange as was the dis- 
appearance of these coins, it is still 
stranger that their rarity was not 
discovered until more than 100 years 
afterwards. 

No acceptable reason for the dis- 
appearance of this now famous dime 
has ever been offered, and probably 
never will be. In 1844 there were 
minted 72,500 dimes; in 1846, 31,300. 
Experiencing the same hazards, the 
1844 dimes should now be about three 
times as plentiful as the 1846's, but, 


strangely, the reverse is the case. The 

1846’s are priced at $1, while the 
1844 brings $3 to $20. Eight years 
ago, when the discovery of the scar- 
city of the 1844 dime was made, 
eminent authorities attempted to ex- 
plain it, but without success. It was 
said the coins were improperly al- 
loyed, thus making them soft & un- 
usualiy susceptible to friction, but 
this theory was exploded by examin- 
ing the coins on hand. Another 
claimed the coins had been melted by 
the mint, but the Government rec- 
ords belie this claim. 

Someone suggested that the mint 
had been ordered to coin a certain 
amount of silver into dimes. This 
amounted to 72,500 pieces, and it was 
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so written on the records as 72,500 
dimes in 1844. There was a shortage 
of silver and only a few dimes 
minted, but the records were not 
changed as to number actually coined. 
This, however, is possible, but not 
probable. During the decade of the 
forties the bullion value of silver 
coins was more than the monetary 
value, and it was the common prac- 
tice of unscrupulous speculators to 
melt silver coins and sell them as 
bullion; that the entire issue of 1844 
dimes was secured by some speculator 
and melted, only a few escaping. 


There is one thing certain; the 
coins disappeared shortly after mint- 
age and were not placed in general 
circulation, If placed in circulation 
and widely scattered they would 
have disappeared slowly in the usual 
way from wear and tear. Giving up 
in despair the numismatists turned 
the solving of the mystery over to the 
only true solver of intricate problems 
and historical incidents-Legend. It 
took Legend no time at all to unveil 
the mystery of the disappearance of 
Little Orphan Annie with a good and 
plausible explanation. In fact, Legend 
gave several reasons all of them 
different and all of them equally 
true, as Legend, like all fairy-tale 
authors, has a _ special license to 
exaggerate and prevaricate without 
rebuttal. 

The following are a few of the 
many bedtime stories of the fairy 
queen of the money children, Orphan 
Annie, as told by Legend. A bank in 
New Orleans requisitioned Washing- 
ton for $5,000 in dimes. Fifty thousand 
1844 dimes were shipped by boat, but 
in passage the ship was lost in a 
storm and the 50,000 1844 dimes now 
pave the floor of Davy Jones’ locker. 
Again, the Orphan Annie clan held 
a family reunion in Chicago and were 
all melted in the Chicago holocaust. 
And. This same clan held their re- 
union in Pennsylvania and were swept 
away by the great Johnstown flood. 
The favorite: When our army made 
its invasion of Mexico its exchequer 
carried 50,000 1844 dimes. 


These were distributed among the 
boys in their salaries. In Mexico City 
our young soldiers forgot their vows 
they made to be true to the girls they 
left behind them, and, far away and 
homesick, they tried to flirt with the 
dark eyed senoritas, but with no re- 
sponse from the Mexican damsels. 
One of our boys happened to be a 
jeweler. He thought out a scheme to 
crash the gates. He made a bracelet 
of his dimes, offered it to his pro- 
spective, and won her favor. Within 
a fortnight every dime in camp 
formed a part of a bracelet or neck- 
lace and was traded off for smiles 
with the pretty senoritas. When our 
boys departed they left the dimes be- 
hind them with the girls they left 
behind them. For confirmation of the 
veracity of the above legendary ex- 
planations of the mysterious disapp- 
earance of the 1844 dimes, ask any 
member of the bedtime story children 
of the money world. What is my 
version? I have none.

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William Morris, Master lil 
and the Kelmscott Press 





William Morris influenced the art 
of printing as no other man in modern 


times. In 1888 Morris found that this 
once great art was in a rather de- 
plorable state. No longer was the 
artistic aspect of typography con- 
sidered; the printer had disappeared 
behind the publisher; no longer were 
the questions: “Is it beautiful- Is it 
artistic? Is it readable?” asked. 
Instead they were replaced by the 
famous dictum ‘of a mass production 
age, “How much can you produce for 
how little?” Alfred W. Pollard 
(Keeper of Printed Books, British 
Museum) described the situation 
quite amply when he said, “Printing 
as an art had ceased to exist.” It 
seems strange that 'when in the later 
part of the 19th century printing had 
deteriorated to its lowest level. a 
champion would appear at the right 
moment to save the day and elevate 
the ancient art from the depths into 
which it had descended. Strange, be- 
cause it seems almost as though fate 
had commissioned Morris to fulfill the 
task. 





If fate, or Providence did have any- 
thing to do with the choosing of Wil- 
liam Morris as the savior of printing, 
it could not have made a better 
choice. Eminent poet, translator, il- 
luminator, designer of furniture, (re- 
member the Morris chair) wall paper 
chintze, drapes, master printer and 
type designer; William Morris was 
all of these and more, for he was en- 
gaged in no less than twenty crafts 
during his lifetime. Why does a man 
who was offered the poet laureate- 
ship of England on Tennyson’s death 
and whose name will go down in the

annals of history along with Guten- 
berg, Aldus, and others busy himself 
with a loom or tind time to draw pret- 
ty designs for wallpaper? Morris had 
an almost fanatical passion for beau- 
ty; he believed that everything that 
existed should be void of ugliness; he 
sought to make the commonplace un- 
common, and bring beauty where 
beauty was not. In part William Mor- 
ris was a product of the times, he was 
borne on the wave of an esthetic dis- 
content that began to grow in Eng- 
land in the mid nineteenth century 
which was led by John Ruskin and 
his followers. Morris was well aware 
of the contrast between the beauty in 
nature and the ugliness in the pro- 
ducts of human labor. His innate love 
for beauty and hate for all that was 
unheautiful caused him to come under 
the sway of Ruskin, and it also caused 
him to become an austere socialist in 
protest to an economic system that 
caused so much ugliness and despair; 
and it was the main reason why one 
of England’s greatest poets dabbed 
paint on wall paper. 


Morris was born on March 24, 1834, 
at Walthamstorm, Essex, England, 
the son of a wealthy broker. The fact 
that Morris never had to worry about 
monetary problems due to a large and 
early inheritance made possible his 
projects. While at Eton College, Ox- 
ford University, Morris made the 
friendship of Edward Burne Jones 
and indeed we shall soon see ‘why 
Morris said that the best thing that 
ever happened to him in college was 
his friendship with Burne Jones. In 
college he became a confirmed Medi- 
evalist, again partly due to philos- 
opher Ruskin, but also to impressions 
of Gothic architecture and art that he 
brought back from his European 
tours. He saw in the soaring spires 
of Gothic cathedrals, in the brilliant 
illuminated manuscripts, in the phil- 
osophy of the importance of man and 
the benevolence of God; al! the beau- 
ty, all the goodness his age lacked. 

At the age of twenty-four, Morris 
published his first volume of poems, 
“In Defense of Guenevere” which was 
an instantaneous success. In 1867, 
after the publication of the “Life 
and Death of Jason” and the “Earthly 


Paradise,” he was recognized as one 
of England’s leading poets. From 
poetry Morris went to making trans- 
lations of Icelandic sagas, as well as 
of the Odyssey and the Aeneid. Dur- 
this period he took great delight in 
writing and illuminating his own 
works in the fashion of the medieval 
monks. It was also during this period 
that Morris began his many ventures 
into the world of the craftsman upon 
which we have already commented. 

By 1880, Morris had a formidable 
number of objects on display at the 
First Arts and Crafts Exhibition. 
While at the Exhibition he attended a 
lecture by his friend Emery Walker, 
an authority on printing. In this lec- 
ture Walker showed via slides ex- 
amples of the work of early printers. 
After viewing these fine examples of 
typography and comparing them ‘with 
modern examples, Morris realized 
that printing had degenerated from 
the high position that it had once 
held. He consulted with Walker who 
enthusiastically concurred with him 
on the possibility of producing a 
truly artistic book. So at the age of 
fifty-six, when most men are thinking 
of retiring, William Morris embarked 
on the most important enterprise of 
his career. 

In December 1889, the type design- 
ing began. Morris with Walker as 
consultant inspected the works of the 
great scholar printers in search of a 
model. They chose the great Venetian 
printer of the 1470’s, Nicholas Jenson. 
Examples of Jenson’s Roman letter 
were photographed, enlarged, and 
studied. Using the Jenson Roman as 
a model, Morris drew large scale de- 
signs for his type; their designs 
were then reduced photographically 
to ordinary size, and again compared 
with the Jenson Roman. The type 
finally designed was a 14-pt. Roman, 
called “Golden,” in honor of Caxton’s 
“The Golden Legend,” the book which 
Morris planned as the first produc- 
tion of his press. By December, 1890, 
all the punzhes were cut. On January 
12, 1891, Morris established a press 
at Hammersmith and the Kelmscott 
Press, named after Morris’ much be- 
loved Kelmscott manor, began oper- 
ations. In May of the same year, 
“The Story of the Glittering Plain” 
was issued. Caxton’s “Golden Legend” 
which Morris had intended to he the 
first Kelmscott production, could not 
be printed because of technical diffi- 
culties.

To say that merely the “Stcry of 
the Glittering Plain” was printed is 
a great understatement for it tells 
little of the great pains expended in 
the production of this beok. William 
Morris certainly deserves the title of 
master craftsman; in everything that 
he ventured he was a success. This 
was due in part to his amazing versa- 
tility, but more to “sticktoitiveness.” 
Everything had to be perfect, no a- 
mount of effort could substitute for 
something not quite right. He firmly 
believed that the important thing was 
not how a man appeared or what oth- 
ers thought of him, but what kind of 
work he did. A man’s work was his 
mark for all the world to see and 
judge, and Morris was determined 


that his work would be judged with 
as little criticism as possible. He 
spared no amount of time, money, nor 
pains to attain his goal of perfection. 
It can truly be said that when he 
made something he made it for etern- 
ity, and this was especially true with 
his books. In no other craft did he 
meet so much resistance as in print- 
ing; lack of good paper, vellum, and 
high quality inks, were all detriments 
to be overcome. But through per- 
sistence and tenacity he achieved his 
goals. Joseph Batchelor, a paper 
maker of high ideals and skill agreed 
to manufacture the quality of paper 
that the master printer of Kelmscott 
desired. Henry Band who previous to 
meeting: Morris had made drum heads 
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from vellum was persuaded to make 
fine vellum pages from the skins of 
calves not six weeks old. The ink 
problem for a time seemed insur. 
mountable, for the English and Amer- 
ican manufacturers with their mass 
production dogmas told Morris to 
take what they had or leave it. For. 
tunately a German manufacturer, Jan- 
ecke of Hanover, volunteered to rake 
ink according to Morris’ specifica- 
tions. In his quest for the best mater. 
ials, at no time did Morris let the cost 
deter him. 


When we look back at the Kelmscott 
Press, it is a source of amazemenit in 
how Morris was able to assembie go 
many skilled men under one roof. By 
no means was the Kelmscott Press 
ever a one man team. Morris was 
rather the quarter back of a highly 
skilled group of men. He provided 
besides his skill as an artist and 
designer of type the dream to be 
sought after, the inspiration to keep 
everyone going in spite of all <iffi- 
culties, and the guidance to maintain 
the entire group on the right track. 
Edward Burne Jones, one of England’s 
most renowned painters, provided the 
sketches. These exquisite sketches 
were translated in line by R. Carter- 
son Smith, another talented artist. 
The intricate borders and initial let- 
ters were done by Morris himself. 
The rendering on wood was done by 
the foremost woodcutter of the age, 
William Harcourt Hooper. William 
Bowden, a retired printer of great 
skill operated the Albion hand press, 
The punches were cut by E. P. Prince, 
The only mechanical aspect of the 
whole Kelmscott process was the type 
casting. That the Kelmscott books 
were prepared almost exclusively by 
hand was not due to any fetish. Mor- 
ris simply found that a hand-made 
product was superior to a machine- 
made one in this case. 


In restoring beauty to printing, the 
keynote of the Kelmscott Press was 
harmony. The lettering must blend 
with the illustrations to make a har- 
monious whole. Every page must be 
a typographical picture. A writer in 
the London Times stated, “The Kelm- 
scott books not only look as if letter 
and decorations had grown out of 
one another, they look as if they could 
keep on growing.” To describe the 
beauty of the Kelmscott books is a 
rather difficult task. The reader must 
actually see one of these works in 
order to appreciate them fully. For 
in this case as in no other “one pic- 
ture is worth one thousand words.” 

In planning the operation of his 
Press at no time did Morris mean t 
have his books put on public sale. 
They were meant for the gratification 
of himself and his co-workers, and to 
be gifts for a few chosen friends. By 
accident word leaked out about Mor- 
ris’ project. Request for books flowed 
in rapidly. Only twenty copies wel 
going to be printed, but upon hearing 
of the great demand, Morris cautious 
ly agreed to print 200 paper copies 
and six upon vellum. Although he 
could have made a fortune by boosting 
his prices, he would not hear of it 
His books were sold only at cost.

Even though the demand was tre- 
mendous, Morris would not devote 
more time to any edition than it would 
take to print two hundred to five- 
hundred copies, due to his desire to 
produce as many different books as 
possible, for he soon realized that he 
could not meet the great demand that 
had been created. The only move to 
expand his operations was to move 
to a larger shop to allow more com- 
fort and efficiency while the work 
progressed. 

Still a medievalist at heart, Morris 
was not satisfied with the cold 
“Roman” of the “Golden,” he desired 
the elegant beauty of the Gothic let- 
ter. Designing a Gothic font was 
even more difficult than the Roman 
although the same methods were used. 
The Gothic letter of the fifteenth 
and sixteenth century had too much 
“gingerbread” on it to make it easily 
read. Using the specimens of the

Again 'we must state that 
these books were not meant to be dis- 
tributed to the public, thus if the pub- 
lie found it difficult to read them, 
that was no concern of Morris or the 
author. 3. Besides being a master- 
craftsman William. Morris was also in 


his soul a great artist. It was not his - 


object to produce an efficient plainly 
read book; to quote his own words 
“My work is, . . ., to bring before 
peopie’s eyes the image of the thing 
my heart is filled with,” and this 
thing which overflowed in his heart 
was beauty. 


One of Morris’ greatest achieve- 
ments was that he inspired others to 
follow in his footsteps. Such illus- 
trious presses as the Aschendene, Es- 
sex House, Doves, and Vale follow in 
the Morris’ tradition, but of course 
each one went about it in a different 
way. 

But William Morris’ real claim to 
immortality is that he raised the art 
of printing to the high position which 
it justly deserves. By the success of 
the Kelmscott Press, Morris proved 
that beautiful books were appreciated 
by the public.

Through the centuries boxes for 
personal and household use have been 
one of the pleasant necessities of 
every-day living. 

The Bible box was an important 
artic‘e in the English and American 
hous-holds in the seventeenth century 
for it was made to hold the folio- 
size’ Bible of the time and was often 
large enough to hold family records, 
valusble papers, and writing papers. 
The Bible box was made of oak; ash, 
or pine, and the average measure- 
men. was about 8 inches high, two 
feet wide, and 16 inches from back to 
fron.. It was hinged at the top and 
usuaily secured with a heavy iron 
lock under which the owner’s initials 
were carved. Sometimes the box was 

mented with decorative paneling 
allow carving.

made in the smallest sizes for spices

For the luxury drink of tea in 
those early days there were silver 
tea caddies with the hinged lid and

Ornamental additions to the dining 
rooms were those handsome boxes for 
the silver which were placed at each 
end of the top of the sideboard. Gen- 
erally they were quite ornamental and 
decorated by expert craftsmen, some- 
times with inlaid work. When the 
boxes were used, their covers were 
raised and the knives, forks and 
table spoons 'were shown standing for 
inmediate grasp for the table setting.

About the end of the eighteenth 

century leather-covered boxes were 

very fashionable and seem to have 

been intended most often for work 

oi as many retain their original 
ittings. 
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Strawwork boxes are of interest 
too for they were mostly the work of 
French prisoners during the time of 
the Napoleonic wars. Materials and 
tools were scarce so it was necessary 
for them to use whatever came to 
hand. The men carved the bones from 
their rations into quaint ornaments 
and trinkets which are collector’s 
items now. Those boxes are not to be 
confused with the modern Japanese 
straw-work which is of somewhat the 
same effect but entirely different in 
make up, and which may be dis- 
tinguished by the Oriental character 
of its design. 

In Philadelphia in 1763 a jeweler 
advertised enameled snuff boxes and 
others in the shapes of birds, fruits, 
and flowers, besides enameled patch 
boxes and others in ivory. Snuff 
boxes were the particular pride of 
the famous dandy Beau Brummell, 
and he collected them even after he 
had lost the Royal favor and could 
no longer pay for his costly taste. 
All were elegant and exhibited their 
owner’s excellent taste; some wers 
lavishly ornamented, others quaint or 
unique with an unusual or artistic 
feature. And we have all read of ex- 
quisite and costly snuff boxes which 
have figured in royal affairs of a 
romantic or diplomatic nature. 

About the end of the seventeenth 
century the use of boxes for carrying 
snuff became general and from. the 
time of their introduction the deli- 
cately ornamented and _ exquisitely 
designed boxes were in demand. 
Some were of tortoiseshell which 
might be dark or blonde, and were 
found decorated in a variety of ways. 
One of the most pleasing was the 
application of tiny points of gold or 
silver and inlaid with plates of the 
same metals cut into designs and 
pressed into the shell so that to- 
gether they formed a smooth sur- 
face. Sometimes the _ tortoiseshell 
was beautifully carved and executed 
with gilding applied to heighten the 
effect. Towards the end of the eigh- 
teenth century the plain turned tor- 
toiseshell boxes lined with gold, and 
with great delicacy of workmanship 
and finish, were in special vogue. 
Other favorites were of carved ivory, 
pressed horn, engraved or embossed 
silver, curious and exotic woods or in 
shagreen or lizard skin, or in a vari- 
ety of metals and alloys which might 
appeal to the collector who wanted 
something different from the ordi- 
nary type of box.

There were many pretty trifles in 
boxes for the ladies of the 17th and 
18th centuries and these were for 
patches, for powder, for sweetmeats, 
or for their small needlework appli- 
ances.

The patch-boxes had tiny mirrors 
in the lid so that if the “mouche” 
should be detached another cculd at 
once be applied in its place. Many of 
those little patch boxes were made 
of Battersea enamel, while others 
were of ornamental tortoiseshell. 
Some of the boxes were lined with 
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pink or cream colored silk of a fine 
satiny texture so it might be shown 
how the patches would appear on the 
fair owner’s checks. Usually the 
patches were round, star-shaped, or 
like a tiny crescent, but occasionally 
could be found in quite elaborate 
forms.

Powder boxes were round and had 
u second ioose lid inside so that the 
contents would not be jerked out In 
the process of opening the tightly 
fitting outer lid. ‘hese boxes often 
were of French enamel mounted in 
gilt metal, and some were of plain 
tortoiseshell lined silver gilt.

were numerous 
were decorated very little as their 
beauty of surface was left undis- 
turbed unless by a bit of ornament 
such as Sevres or Wedgwood “cameo,” 
a tiny miniature, or a silhouette set 
in gold and placed in the center. 
Sometimes locks of hair mounted in 
ornamental designs were used _ indi- 
cating that it was a lover’s gift.

When tea became the fashionable 
beverage tea boxes were made to 
hold the bottles of silver or oriental 
porcelain in which the tea was stored. 
However, we occasionally find small 
square boxes lined with thin lead 
which were probably used for that 
purpose also. Chippendale designed 
tea-caddies, in the characteristic 
Rococo style which displayed in min- 
iature the vagaries with which he 
at times over-ornamented his side- 
tables and chairs. Towards the end 
of the eighteenth century enormous 
quantities of caddies and boxes were 
made of beautiful and ornamental 
woods, and delighted is the collector 
who is able to add any of these 
treasures to his collection.

With the death of Luretta Hale 
the family name disappeared from the 
roster of the citizens in this quiet 
New England town. The Hale name 
had figured prominently in the an- 
nals of the village for several gener- 
ations, but the last generation had 
done little to maintain the family’s 
traditional prominence. Luretta Hale 
and her sister who predeceased her 
had gradually drawn within them- 
selves until the world had all but 
passed them by. 

As auctioneer and assistants 'we 
were the last to figure, somewhat 
dramatically perhaps, in this saga. 
The auctioneer had been contacted by 
two distant and indifferent heirs. His 
instructions had been to clean out the 
place, to sell what was salable and to 
destroy the remainder. 

My first impression of the place 
gave me a feeling of almost complete 
desolation. What had once been an 
impressive and substantial village 
residence was now a stark and dismal 
ruin. The barn roof had collapsed 
under the weight of too many snows. 
Its rafters had impaled the roof of 
the surrey which remained immobile 
and immutable in the _ southwest 
corner of the barn. The sheds which 
joined the house and the barn stood 
windowless, their ridge lines creating 
a crazy silhouette against the sky. 
The house, a splendid example of the 
early nineteenth century had fared a 
little better because a slate roof had 
arrested decay. The porches had col- 
lapsed, the debris rotting where it had 
fallen. A woodbine grasped tenacious- 
ly the metal frame of a porch ham- 
mock. . 

An improvised ramp enabled us to 
reach the front door. Since the house 
had not been occupied for ‘several 
years, it was necessary to pry and 
coax and push the door to open it. 
Through the doorway came a flood of 
dank and musty air. The ‘westerly 
breeze from the outside caused the 
ceiling paper to flutter where it hung 
in strips. 

Our first impression of the parlor 
revealed a forgotten splendor. Vic- 
torian chairs stood stiffly in the 
corners. A battery of oval-framed 
ancestors faced us. Enmeshing the 
shuttered windows were ashen lace 
curtains overdraped with faded ma- 
roon velour hangings. The what-not 
with all of its pretties was begrimed 
by a generation’s accumulation of dirt. 

One room opened into another. We 
reached what must have been con- 
sidered the music room. There stood 
a magnificent grand piano. The ceil- 
ing had fallen on the instrument and 
the rosewood case was covered by a 
white film of plaster dust. On a wall 
where hung the omnipresent “St. 
Cecelia at the Organ”, stood a music 
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cabinet, its open door revealing stacks 
of sheet music and well-thumbed gos- 
pel hymn books. 

The dining room, the largest room 
in the house, 'was a curious mixture 
of ancestral portraits, tarnished silver 
services, Majolica water pitchers and 
golden oak furniture. Tawdry glass- 
ware given as premiums with theater 
admissions during the depression was 
carelessly stacked with Limoges, 
Wedgwood, and the remnants of what 
must have been the family’s best 
dishes, a gorgeous Davenport flowing 
blue. 

The bedrooms bore evidences of 
periods of prosperity in the gener- 
ations of the family. 'The master bed- 
room boasted an ornately carved oak 
bedroom suite in the grand manner. 
Every detail was complete; the red 
embroidered splasher on the commode, 
the fluffy pillow shams which cov- 
ered the bolster, the Oriental hair 
receiver on the dresser. 

Immediately behind this turn-of- 
the-century grandeur were two rooms 
containing the ponderous black wal- 
nut furniture of the Lincoln era. A 
cluster of expressionless Currier and 
Ives kittens stared at us from one 
wall, while on another, a gilt mirror 
caught the wavy reflection of a dead 
apple tree in the yard. 

The back rooms were almost im- 
possible to enter. Stacked from floor 
to ceiling were the castoffs of gener- 
ation after generation. A’ corner of 
a tavern table emerged here, a Wind- 
sor rocker laden with cigar boxes 
appeared there. But above all was an 
incredible hodge-poge of material- 
paper, boxes, trunks, and litter. 

The task of preparing this house- 
kold for disposal seemed almost over- 
whelming to us, veteran house-wreck- 
ers that we are. To one who is not 
familiar with an efficient pattern of 
preparation it would have been. There 
is no room for sentiment on such a 
job as this. Decisions must be swift 
and final. Will it sell? If so, save it; 
if not, throw it away. Don’t handle it 
twice. We began. 

Each cupboard, each drawer brought 
to light a prodigious accumulation. 
Some items emerged in their store 
wrappings. Thus we went from room 
to room, sorting, salvaging, discard- 
ing. A truck was backed up to the 
front door and as a basket was filled 
with cultch it was thrown into the 
truck. We threw nothing away until 
it was carefully inspected. This sort- 
ing consumed several days. 


As we worked and hauled and dis- 
carded the townspeople began to take 
a cautious interest. It was apparent 
that the former occupants had not 
been particularly hospitable in their 
declining years, and few, even the 
neighbors, had gained admittance. 
Each time we drove away with a load 
of rubbish, we noticed that the cur- 
tains of a particular window in the 
house across the street parted almost 
imperceptibly. The storekeeper an- 
nounced to us that he had not been in 
the house for thirty-five years, but 
he allowed there was “a lot of good 
stuff in there.” One morning an 
elderly lady appeared with another 
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woman whom she introduced as her 
daughter. She asked permission tg 
sort over the rubbish as we brought 
it out of the house. Obviously we 
could not permit this as there would 
have been no end tc the curious if we

made our next trip to the viilage 
dump, we found the elderly weman 
planted stolidly under an enormou:: um- 
brella looking over material whici: had 
been conveyed to her by her daugh. 
ter who was poking through the dis. 
card. We have often wondered if they 
found anything of interest. No mat. 
ter how cautious we were, there was 
always the possibility that we had 
overlooked something. 

The day of the public sale dawned 
hot and clear. In order to be ready 
for a ten-thirty sale we had to begin 
raising the tent and setting the c)iairs 
at eight o’clock. Scarcely half an 
hour later the first of the curious had 
arrived, claimed a series of seais in 
the front row, and sought admission 
to the house. 

No one was permitted in the house 
as we ‘were not certain of the condi- 
tion of the underpinning. The re- 
sultant confusion of milling people 
would have been too great anyway. 
Instead, the material was brought out 
and arranged on the lawn. The bed- 
steads were assembled in a row a: 
gainst the house; bureaus and other 
pieces with flat surfaces were a- 
ligned and on one of these we placed 
the Bristol vases, the colored glass, 
the toilet sets, the siiver. From this 
material the audience was permitted 
to make selections for early sale. As 
this material was sold, more was 
was brought from the house. 

The sale started at precisely ten- 
thirty. The bidding was keen. Spirits 
ran high. Items were knocked down 
in rapic succession. A figurine went 
to the early arrival in the front rov; 
the portraits of Grandfather and 
Grandmother Hale became someone 
else’s ancestors; the Bunker Hill bed 
was sold at a fancy price to an out-of- 
state buyer. Gradually, lot by lot, the 
house was emptied. As the later af- 
ternoon sun cast long shadows against 
the faded yellow house, the crowd 
thinned. The kitchen and shed con- 
tents did not provoke the interest 
that had been experienced earlier. 
The sale ended. Owners claimed their 
purchases. The tent was struck and 
the chairs put away. The refuse was 
picked up. The only evidence that 
remained of the day’s activity was 
the worn path in the grass where 
the runners had walked, delivering 
purchases and collecting money. 

One might wonder what our 
thoughts were at the end of the day. 
The sale was over. An era had ended. 
Yet, the pecple had bought these 
things because they had wanted them. 
Would they not become a part of 
someone else’s life? Could this be s0 
tragic after all? Oh yes, we had to 
leave very carly the next morning for 
Bennington, Vt., for a three day sale, 
and in that sale, among other things, 
there were one hundred and fifty 
Hitchcock chairs to be sold.

Logically, it is true, the collector 
should start his series with a docu- 
ment of William the Conqueror, but 
as only one such autograph is known 
to exist, the problem is quite insur- 
mountable. The only known auto- 
graph of William was listed at ap- 
proximately $7000.00 in a recent cat- 
alog of Maggs Bros. Ltd. of London, 
and if you happen to have the pur- 
chase price handy, I recommend it to 
you as an excellent value, for it is 
unlikely that you will see the compan- 
ion to this rarity even if you live to 
be as old as fifty Methuselahs piled 
end on end. As was the general cus- 
tom in the eleventh century, William 
the Conqueror signed his name in the 
form of a cross. The “sign manual” 
form of signature was employed also 
by Henry I, and five years ago a 
splendid and possibly unique docu- 
ment signed by this noted king was 
sold at auction for only $1050.00, a 
very low price indeed for so rare an 
autograph. Of extreme rarity too, 
although they crop up for sale about 
once every five or ten years, are the 
autographs of Richard II and the en- 
ergetic humpback Richard III. About 
two years ago a document signed by 
Richard III with the signature “R. 
Glocestre,” which he used before he 
clawed and fought his way to the 
throne, was offered by Walter R. 
Benjamin Autographs for $300, a bar- 
gain price, in my opinion. Consider 
that here is a document actually 
signed by one of Shakespeare’s immor- 
tal characters! 

Autographically, the British mon- 
archs may be rated in rarity almost 
as they are listed chronologically, the 
notable exceptions being George VI 
and Elizabeth II, who provide a re- 
freshing rarity in the midst of plenty. 
Starting with Henry VII, the founder 
of modern England, their autographs 
become increasingly abundant as one 
progresses through successive mon- 
archs up to Edward VII. The auto- 
graph of Henry VII, although com- 
mon compared with those of his pre- 
decessors, is indeed very scarce, and 
a signed document is valued at a- 
round $30 to $75. Of more frequent 
occurrence, but also of great desir- 
ability, is the autograph of that spec- 
tacular rogue-hero of the modern 
novelist—King Henry VIII. Henry 
VIII’s autograph generally fetches a- 
bout $100 to $150 when on a routine 
document, but his full autograph let- 
ters, like those of all the early Eng- 
lish rulers, are exceedingly rare and 
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in great demand. His love letters to 
Anne Boleyn are, it is said, preserved 
in the Vatican Library, but if one of 
these precious epistles were to come 
on the market, it would easily fetch a 
price in four figures. Magnificent as 
are the love letters of Henry, they 
contain nothing to equal the brilliant 
letter Anne Boleyn sent him, after he 
had unjustly condemned her to death. 
Sarcastically acknowledging his many 
kindnesses, Anne wrote: “From a 
private gentlewoman you have made 
me first a marchioness, then a queen, 
and as you can raise me no higher in 
this world, you are now sending me to 
be a saint in heaven.” 

The signature of Queen Elizabeth 
I is almost as well known to British 
collectors as are the signatures of 
John Hancock and George Washing- 
ton to Americans. With its ornate 
and beautiful flourishes, it was a gen- 
uine work of art, and is always easily 
readable. Documents signed by the 
famous “Virgin Queen” are valued at 
around $100 to $200, but her full auto- 
graph letters are worth four or five 
times this price, and invariably excite 
enthusiastic competition among col- 
lectors whenever they appear for sale. 
Like most of her contemporaries, 
Elizabeth I used two styles of hand- 
writing, a carefully and beautifully 
printed calligraphy, not unlike mod- 
ern italics, and a rapidly flowing free- 
hand. The free-hand was most fre- 
quently used in her full autograph 
letters. 

With the successors of Elizabeth I 
autographs are relatively abundant, 
although far from a common. That of 
the wily Scot James I, for instance, 
is very scarce, and you may expect to 
pay between $20 and $40 for a docu- 
ment bearing his finely written and 
legible signature. The autograph of 
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Charles I, although more plertiful 
than that of his' predecessor, is still 
not to be found on any bargain coun- 
ters. Charles I, you will recall, was 
beheaded after the Puritan revolution, 
and was succeeded by the ex-brewer 
Oliver Cromwell. Cromwell’s signa- 
ture exists in two forms. Until his 
appointment as Lord Protector of 
England, he signed himself Oliver 
Cromwell or O. Cromwell, but after 
his accession to supreme power, his 
signature became Oliver P., in imita- 
tion of the British monarchs. The P. 
stood for Protector. Generally speak- 
ing Cromwell’s autograph is con- 
sidered more desirable when signed in 
full, but the collector will have to pay 
upwards of $35 for a document signed 
in either manner. Full autograph 
letters of Cromwell are extremely 
searce and sell for $150 up. 

At this point in English history ap- 
pears another great rarity, the auto- 
graph of Richard Cromwell, who suc- 
ceeded his father for a brief period 
prior to the Restoration. Collectors 
who lack his autograph may solace 
themselves with the thought that, 
after all, he was only a weakling and 
ruled for no more than a few months. 
The difficulty of obtaining a speci- 
men of Richard Cromwell is more 
than compensated for by the ease 
with which the collector may pick up 
an autograph of the ruler who sup- 
planted him — that remarkable and 
fascinating rogue Charles II. Docu- 
ments signed by Charles II are quite 
plentiful, but because Charles has 
captured the imagination of collectors 
and historians alike, his autograph is 
always in great demand. Documents 
signed by “Old Rowley” may be ob- 
tained for around $15, although his 
full autograph letters, often penned in 
French, are quite scarce and valued 
at $50 up. Charles, as you may see 
from the illustration accompanying 
this article, was a sloppy penman, 
and his spelling was not of. the vari- 
ety to be found in any dictionary. 
The whole life of King Charles was 
a great adventure, a swashbuckling 
tale of intrigue and romance, and for 
the collector of modest means, I can 
think of no royal autograph more in- 
teresting. 

The immediate successors of Charles 
Il—William I{I, Mary Il, and Anne— 
are easy of attainment, and their auto- 
graphs in the form of signed docu- 
ments may be purchased for around 
$10 to $15 each. But with the advent 
of the four Georges 'we move into the 
land of true autographic plenty! By 
far the most interesting among these 
stuffy gentlemen was the bumble- 
brained George III, whose obstinacy 
cost the British their most important 
American colonies. Because of the 


important role he played in securing. 


our independence, collectors who spe- 
cialize in the Revolutionary War usu- 
ally include a specimen of George’s 
autograph in their collections. Full 
autograph letters of George III are 
obtainable for around $10 up (gener- 
ally they are signed G. R., an ab- 
breviation for George Rex), and docu- 
ments signed with his full signature 
range as a rule from $5 up. George 
III’s autograph is of unusual interest 
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because, during his later years, he 
was overtaken by insanity and blind. 
ness, and his signature at this period 
reflected his mental condition, a 
weird overlapping assemblage of 
lines and ink blots. His playboy son, 
George IV, who succeeded him on the 
throne, is perhaps the most readily 
procurable of all British rulers ip 
autographic form. Even a full auto. 
graph letter signed may be picked up 
for a few dollars, and his signed docu- 
ments are so numerous that I dare 
say they would circle the entire city 
of London if laid end to end. Alrnost 
as abundant are the autographs of 
his successor, the sailor-king Wil- 
liam. IV. 

The autograph of Queen Victoria 
(who was, by the way, an autograph 
collector herself!) is generally valued 
at $5 to $15 for either documents or

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Christmas Eve Ceremonies 


of the Pueblo Indians of New Mexico 


By WESLEY R. HURT in the Bulletin of the Museum News of the University of South Dakota 


During the last two Christmas 
seasons, the editor visited the Pueblo 
Indians in New Mexico and observed 
their ceremonies. In 1949 the Christ- 
mas Eve ceremonies at San Felipe 
were attended, while in 1950 the cere- 
monies at Santa Ana were seen. 

The rituals which are held in the 
church on Christmas Eve have at- 
tracted much attention because they 
represent a blending of the Christ- 
ian and native religions. Although 
there are certain features in these 
ceremonies held in common by all 
the Pueblo Indians, there are other 
features peculiar to each pueblo or 
village. 

At San Felipe Pueblo the features 
of the native religion are preserved 
in the best form. At Santa Ana the 
ceremonies show obvious signs of dis- 
integration. However, the Santa Ana 
ceremonies ‘are more interesting ‘to 
watch, in that at San Felipe the 
white visitors attend in such large 
crowds that the aboriginal atmos- 
phere of the ceremonies is destroyed. 
Because of the inaccessibility of 
Santa Ana few white visitors ever 
attend the ceremonies. The editor and 
> party were the only visitors in 
1950. 


The Christmas Eve ceremonies. at 
San Felipe in 1949 began in the old 
mission church at midnight, with an 
hour devoted to the traditional Cath- 
olie Mass. The choir was composed 
of small boys who blew bird ‘whistles 
of the type filled with water. Little 
whistling was done until the mass 
was over. After that, the Catholic 
priest left the altar, and the fiscales, 
or Indian church officials, stepped up 
to the altar and continued a long 
series of prayers. 

_ At the end of this series of Christ- 
lan ceremonies the Indian rituals be- 
gan. A group of dancers dressed in 
deer, antelope, and mountain sheep 
costumes entered the church and ran 
one at a time up to the altar and then 
ran back into the auditorium of the 
church. Then they gave the Deer 
Dance to the accompaniment of the 
chorus and tom tom. The spectators 
stood along the wall of the inside of 
the church and the dancers were in 
the center. This arrangement was 


possible, for the San Felipe Church 
lacks seats. When the Deer Dance 
was over, the dancers filed out and 
another group entered. These dancers 
were all men, who danced in a single 
file after running up the altar. They 
were accompanied by a pottery drum, 
that is, a large pottery vessel w ith a 
skin stretched over the opening. The 
editor was unable to get information 
about this dance from the natives. 

When these dancers had finished 
their ceremonies and left, a group of 
dancers dressed like Comanche Indi- 
ans performed. This concluded the 
ceremonies at about 2:30 in the morn- 
ing. 

The Christmas Eve ceremonies at 
Santa Ana are quite different in the 
native ritual elements. Before the 
Catholic Mass begins at midnight, 
considerable preparation of the altar 
itself is necessary. The Indians cov- 
ered the altar and the area in front 
of the altar with small figures of an- 
imals that are made of clay by hand. 
Cotton wads, loaves of bread, corn 
meal, and down feathers are also 
placed among the animals on the al- 
tar. This ritual is based on the be- 
lief that it will result in an increase 
in the herds and crops of the village 
the following year. A large Christ- 
mas tree is erected in the church and 
the Indians bring their Christmas 
packages and place them under the 
tree before mass is held 


Before mass begins the choir and 
a group of small boys with bird 
whistles move into the choir loft. 
The Catholic Mass differs little from 
that at San Felipe. with the excep- 
tion that the boys blow their whistles 
constantly throughout the _ service. 
The choir sings the conventional car- 
ols in English and Latin. After the 
mass is over, the Indian church offi- 
cials assume charge of the services 
and hold a long series of prayers in 
Latin. During this time the Indian 
dancers remain outside the door and 
practice their singing. When the 
prayers are over, a chorus accom- 
panied hy a tom tom enters. A group 
of small Indian children file in and 
begin ‘the Corn Dance. They are aided 
in the dance by several of their elders. 


This dance lasted for about an hour. 
Very few native costumes were worn 
in this dance. After the Corn Dance 
was over a group of dancers from 
Jemez Pueblo entered the church and 
gave the Comanche Dance. This 
brought the dancing to an end. The 
ceremonies concluded with a group of 
Indians calling out names as the 
Christmas presents were taken from 
the tree. About 3:00 A.M. the Indi- 
ans left the church and went home. 

Several aspects of these ceremonies 
have puzzled the anthropologists. In 
particular, the ritual of the small 
boys blowing the bird whistles. This 
is a definite aspect of the ceremonies 
and not just children making noise, 
for they do it as a group at certain 
specific times in the ceremonies. The 
Indians always refuse to give the 
significance of the ritual when ques- 
tioned. The origins of the custom of 
dancing in the church is also obscure. 
Ordinarily the Pueblo Indians attend 
mass in the church and perform their 
dancing outside. 


Florida’s Indian 


Population Grows 


The St. Augustine Record writes of 
an interesting trend regarding the 
growth of the Indian population in 
that state as follows: 

“Florida’s Indians are definitely not 
in the ‘vanishing American’ category, 
having scored a nearly 50 per cent 
population gain during the 10-year 
Federal census period in 1950. 

“J. Nixon Hadley, chief statistician 
for the Federal Bureau of Indian Af- 
fairs branch of health, has notified 
Florida’s State Health Officer Wilson 
T. Sowder that the state’s Indian 
population has climbed from 690 dur- 
ing the 1940 census to 1,011 listed in 
1950. That was a population increase 
of 46.5 per cent as contrasted with 
46.1 per cent for the state as a whole. 
The bureau operates under the direc- 
tion of the U.,S. Department of the 
Interior. 

“More than half of the state’s In- 
dian population is located in four 
counties in the southern part of the

“By a treaty signed in 1852 they 
pledged themselves to move to the 
new Indian Territory in the West. 
They repudiated that treaty and

“Florida has three Indian reserva- 
tions in the state; Big Cypress in 
Hendry County and Brighton in 
Glades County, both near Clewiston, 
and Dania, in Broward County near 
Dania. K. A. Marmon of the Federal 
Indian Agency is _ superintendent. 
Miss H. Louisa Harple of the U. S. 
Public Health Service, is public health 
nurse for the three reservations. 

“But while Florida’s Seminole In- 
dians still have largely maintained 
their traditional aloofness from the 
white man’s ways, they are beginning 
to show a more friendly interest in 
the power of the white man’s medicine, 
if a recent health test staged by the 
Florida State Board of Health is 
any reliable indication. More than 95 
per cent of the Indians on the three 
reservations old enough to take the 
test showed up for the examinations. 
Of the 281 tested, only one showed 
evidence of syphillis, four showed 
evidence of diabetes while 42 had 
indications of nutritional deficiency, 
as shown by blood tests.”

The rainbow is a fishing line. The 
thunderbird is fishing for alligators 
in the clouds when it appears or — 
according to some — a monster in the 
sea is fishing for thunderbirds. 

This is one of the interpretations 
of nature reported in an exhaustive 
report on Arapaho child life by Sister 
M. Inez Hilger, of St. Joseph, Minn., 
just published by the Smithsonian 
Institution’s Bureau of American 
Ethnology. While concerned parti- 
cularly with children, the author, a 
Benedictine sister, deals extensively 
with the background culture of the 
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Arapaho tribe of the Wind River 
Reservation in Wyoming. 

Prominent in the mythology of the 
tribe, as in that of most Plains tribes, 
is the “thunderbird.” Thunder was 
the sound made by his wings as he 
flew around chasing the rain. The 
blinking of his eyes caused lightning. 
Lightning also was interpreted as 
arrows from the thunderbird’s bow 
aimed at the water monster. 

A comet was thought to be a star 
with a tail. Three stars in the con- 
stellation of Orion were thought to be 
three buffaloes in a row. Dawn was 
near when they were in the west. 

Some thought the northern lights 
predicted a storm, others that they 
threatened sickness. Women used to 
burn sweet-smelling grass until they 
no longer appeared. Formerly, ac- 
cording to some informants, men shot 
at the aurora with rifles to keep away 
sickness. Some gave more natural- 
istic explanations — that “away up 
north the land was burning” or that 
the lights were sun rays reflected 
from icebergs, 

Sun dogs forecast cold winters. Old 
Indians said that “the sun had camp 
fires on each side.”

closely tied in with the military and 
historica] past of our country. What 
started out as a shoestring business 
has now grown into a full-krown one 
supporting his wife and two children 
and requiring the services of himself, 
his wife and two employees. 

His shop at Bullsville, N. Y., does 
not perhaps stock as many guns as 
those of other prominent dealers. but 
the fact that he limits his dealing to 
the finest of such items as Colts, 
American Single Shot Martial Pistols, 
Kentucky Rifles and a relatively few 
other American types has earned him 
a reputation in these fields which 
more than compensates for lack of 
quantity. During the year 1951, for 
example, he handled the following

Facts obtained from P. 170 HISTORY OF 
MILWAUKEE, John G. Gregory, 1931. 

“Milwaukee Schuetzen Gesellschaft 
—tThis society was once the Helvetia, 
which was organized April 17, 1854. 
The Helvetia was a shooting society 
which had fifty members. In April, 
1865 this society reorganized at Bad- 
er’s Hall and is now known as the 
“Milwaukee Schuetzen Gesellschaft.” 
It had at this time 60 members. F. 
W. Cotzhausen was elected President 
and John Meunier Shooting Master. 
At the time of the reorganization the 
society bought the park on Third 
Street paying $5,000. It has since 
been improved; buildings and shooting 
galleries having been constructed, the 
estimated value now being $15,000. 
This society has attended all the na- 
tional shooting matches since 1865. 
They took first prize at Chicago in 
1866, and in 1872 the first prize at 
Highland, Illinois. The membership 
at present is 100. Following are the 
officers: John Meunier, President;

border Death Valley on the east, and 
this region once more became the 
main center of production. In 1927 
the great kernite deposits at Boron 
were located, and these, along with 
the brines from Searles Lake, have 
taken care of an enormously expanded 
demand. 

Boron compounds long agv stepped 
out of the kitchen ard became in- 
valuable to industry. Actually beron 
is almost a metal, although the ap- 
pearance of the borax minerals would 
not lead one to suspect this. It is 
technically known as a metalloid with 
a melting point of about 2300 ° Centi- 
grade. However when heated out in 
the air, it sublimes and evaporates 
away at a much lower temperature. 

One of the interesting character- 
istics of boron is its extreme hardness, 
and when it is united with carbon, 
the resulting boron zarbid2 is the 
hardest known substance next to 
diamond, which it approaches. 

Present day uses of boron com- 
pounds are so many that we wouid not 
have space to even begin to list them, 
but perhaps its most important role 
in the future will be as an alloying 
agent. Steel Facts recently stated 
the development of boron steels will 
have to be pushed rapidly to ccnserve 
shrinking supplies of the more ver- 
satile alloying elements such as nickel, 
chromium and molybdenum. 

The same publication quotes a 
metallurgical engineer as saying, “If 
our alloy civilization is to develop 
and expand, the limited known re- 
serves of the conventional alloying 
elements must be saved for more im- 
portant uses than conferring harden- 
ability on engineering steels. Boron, 
which occurs in the United States in 
overabundant supply, appears now to 
be the element to do the job. We 
must unveil its mystery and make 
knowledge of it commonplace.” 

The borax industry is centered in 
the Mohave Desert of California 
where more different borax minerals 
are found than anywhere else in the 
world. In fact a number of them 
are unknown except in this region., 

The first new borax mineral dis- 
covered in California was tincalconite, 
which was found in 1878. This is a 
secondary mineral that forms from 
kernite by hydration and from native 
borax by dehydration. 

Later firsts, many of them still un- 
known outside the Mohave Desert, are 
Colemanite, 1883; Bakerite, 1903; 
Inyoite, 1914; Meyerhofferite, 1914; 
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Vonsenite, 1920; Kernite, 1927; Kram. | 
erite, 1929; and Veatchite, 1938.

Titanium Exhibit 

A spectacular Titanium exhibit was 
recently displayed at the Rochester, 
N. Y., Museum of Arts and Sciences. 
The exhibit brought together by the 
National Lead Company also thrilled 
visitors at the American Museum of 
Natural History in New York prior 
to that.

A cutaway home depicts 
through electrical control present and 
potential uses of titanium. Push-but- 
tons give the answers to fifty differ- 
ent questions.

Everyone, at some time or other, 
quotes Shakespeare. Did. you ever 
think of collecting cards about this 
greatest of poets, for a specialty? 
We have a lot of cards classified 
under Biography; then we have the 
Biography subdivided as Actors, Auth- 
ors, Generals, Musicians, Presidents, 
Royalty, etc. Under Authors (poets 
included,‘ naturally) we have them 
listed alphabetically, so that we go 
past Clemens, and Longfellow, and 
come to the S’s to find Shakespeare. 
We would not claim that we have so 
many cards of this great man; and 
you readers will probably write us 
about enough Shakespeare cards to 
make several future articles; but we 
do think that we have enough to give 
you an idea of the possibilities. 

Most of our Shakespeare cards 
were given us, but those we have 
bought each cost us less than 10c. 
Their chief value is educational, and 
they rank higher among_ our 
“wouldn’t - part - with - for - anything” 
cards than do many more valuable 
cards. Most of them are old cards 
but there are a few of the newer

ones, and the subjects run from the 
great playwright’s birthplace to 
scenes from his plays. 

William Shakespeare was born in 
Stratford-on-Avon, England, on April 
23, 1564, to John and Mary Arden 
Shakespeare. His father was a trader 
who owned a substantial Elizabethan 
house in Henley Street. As a boy 
William went to Latin Grammar 
School in Stratford, where it was said 
“he understood Latin pretty well.” At 
eighteen, he married Anne Hathaway, 
a woman several years his senior. 
While still very young, William went 
to London to seek work. Beginning 
in a lowly capacity (some say hold- 
ing the horses of the patrons) at the 
theatre, he worked up through stage- 
hand, extra, actor, adapter, writer, 
producer, and owner, to become the 
greatest producer, playwright, and 
poet that England has ever known. 
After achieving success, he returned 
to Stratford, where he»bought New 
House, and became with-his children 
and their descendents the: best known 
family in the neighborhood. 

William Shakespeare was buried at 
Stratford, but has a monument in the 
Poet’s Corner at Westminster Abbey. 
Memorial theatres have been built to 
him, and all the houses of Stratford 
that were associated with him have 
been preserved or restored as muse- 
ums. Shakespeare’s plays are given 
regularly at the beautiful new memor- 
ial theatre in Stratford. Vast s~ace 
is given Shakespeare in many librar- 
ies; and in Washington, D. C., an en- 
tire library—the Folger Shakespeare 
Library—is devoted to him and his 
work. 

We are not writing a book on 
Shakespeare. That has been done 
thoroughly, efficiently and often. But 
we mention these facts as a back- 
ground for what we have to say a- 
bout the many cards that have been 
printed about this great and loved 
man, 

Shakespeare’s birthplace is pictured 
on a gravure card made by Meriden 
for the Folger Library. A _ similar 
card in sepia by Photochrom Co. 
(36756) shows the same view. They 
show an English house of plaster, 
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Which combined with the heayy 
beams, make a large checkered pat. 
tern over the entire surface. The 
building has three stories, the upper 
story being dormer windows and 
gables under a steep roof. The wip. 
dows are in groups of three or four, 
and are made with many tiny diamond 
shaped panes. The house has a porch 
and bay windows flush with the side. 
walk, but is protected with an iron 
fence. The garden is in the rear and 
does not show from. the street. Other 
cards of the birthplace are a Peacock 
card (3070 B) mailed at Stratford jp 
1902, and two others, unnamed and 
unnumbered, of about the same age, 
In the view on Salmon card (2/59) 
which is the reproduction of a paint- 
ing, the iron fence is in less promi- 
nence, for a profusion of bright flow- 
ers show through every crack. A ney 
Photochrome card in color shows the 
profusion of flowers; they look like 
red geraniums. Valentine card 
(03105) shows a view taken from the 
opposite end of the house from all 
the others. It brings out the ivy cov- 
ered chimney ‘which is prominent at 
one end of the house. A valentine 
Artotype card has the birthplace in 
the upper left corner with drawings 
of Shakespeare’s bust, his chair and 
the Avon River all combined in love- 
ly color. 

Two pictures of the garden show a 
back door, above which in a large 
bay window overhanging from a 
gable end, and looking out over a 
tong board walk in the center of ‘which 
is a large stone urn. Bright flowers, 
shrubs, and small trees flank the 
walk on both sides. These cards ar 
a colored Salmon (1145), and a sepia 
card published by the Trustees and 
Guardians of Shakespeare’s _birth- 
place (m.1925). 

The birthroom. is pictured on sev- 
eral cards. It is an upper room, the 
door is heavy, and a wide and large 
fireplace of brick is topped with a 
squared log. The floor is of wide 
planks, and the walls and ceiling 
roughly finished, and heavily beamed. 
A bust is on the table, three chairs 
are in prominence — one being the 
wide “Shakespeare chair.” The col-, 
ored card is of Valentine Series; a 
black and white one is from 1902; 
and Peacock (3071 B) was printed in 
Hamburg about the same time. 

Other views show the Shakespeare 
Museum in the Shakespeare house; 
the poet’s old and dilapidated, crude- 
ly built desk (L.L. 26); and two 
showing elaborately carved wood- 
work, pictures, tables, chests, and 
large carved chairs (London Stereo- 
scopic C.) In this house much of the 
original timber and stone work still 
exist, but the restoration work has 
been extensive. 

Anne Hathaway’s cottage has had 
its share of the limelight; not only 
are there numerous post cards, but 
nany oil paintings, many water col- 
ors, many prints, even tablet covers 
and jig saw puzzles show this most 
picturesque of English cottages.. Un- 
til quite recent years, this cottage 
was the home of many generations 
of the Hathaway family. This ‘cot- 
tage is also made of plaster, stone,

cards showing a full side view, and ink sketch by N. M. Wood; and sepia and a Hartman card (2633.5) are 
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quite beautiful. Six of these views, 
and a Photochrom made since the 
last war show twentieth century 
people near the gate or passing on 
the road. 


The pictures made from the garden 
are two black and white Tucks: “Rur- 
al England” postcard No. 1190 Photo- 
typed in Berlin (The oldest but best 
preserved card in the group made on 
a tough but pliable ivory board); and 
Tuck “Art” Series 1067 phototyped in 
Berlin. There are two exquisite Sal- 
mon cards: 1200—from an original 
water color by Quatremain! and 3914 
from a painting by Carruthers. 


Four views show a sitting room in 
Anne Hathaway’s Cottage. The views 
disagree slightly where the family has 
remodeled the grate or moved the 
ornaments slightly. The fireplace is 
very large with a small grate bui!t in, 
warming ovens on each side in the 
back, and room under the mantle 
piece for a chair on each side. Some 
of the views show a stone floor, and 
one shows wide planks. All agree on 
the heavy beams, the paneled wall, 
the small-paned windows, and a very 
tall settle with a curtain hung from 
the ceiling to its back. This settle is 
spoken of as the “courting settle.” In 
those days courting was done in view 
of the entire family, and the settle 
looks most uncomfortable. The views 
are a Valentine (B. & W.), Valentine 
Realphotograph ((74614), and colored 
cards by Valentine and by Salmon 
(2180). Salmon has a Quatremain 
painting (2181) showing the opposite 
end of the best room with a Grand- 
father clock, and a large open cup- 
board filled with pewter plates and 
blue ware. A peacock card (4198) of 
about 1905 shows an immense hand- 
carved bedstead with a heavy head- 
board and two tall heavy posts at the 
foot. Are those frames for the family 
portraits built right into the head- 
board? 

There is a real photo of The 
Shakespeare Hotel at Stratford. There 
are two lovely old cards of the 
Harvard House in Stratford. This 
house belonged to the Harvard family, 
a member of which founded Harvard 
University. The house now belongs 
to Harvard University, with the un- 
derstanding that it shall always re- 
main at Stratford. The old peda- 
gogues house, council chamber, and 
Guild chapel, painted by C. E. Corke, 
are on Salmon card (586). The Ma- 
sons court, and the New Place Muse- 
um are the subjects of two cards of 
the series marked Tuck Oilette, Strat- 
ford-on-Avon #7179. A Salmon card 
(640) shows the old stone bridge at 
Charlecote near Stratford. The ferry 
at Stratford is pictured on a new 
Photochrom. A Peacock “Autochrom” 
card (497) printed in Saxony shows a 
multiple view with the poet in the 
center, and Valentine photo (219693) 
shows the poet and six small views. 

Eight views of the Stratford Trin- 
ity Church include Peacock (2024), a 
very old lithograph small view on haif 
a card with the other half for message 
(Mailed 1901), Peacock Autochrom 
(309), Philco Series (1023-tinseled), 
Salmon Quatremain (820), 21611 (a- 
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bout 1905), a brownstone from a 
painting, a photo by WHS&S Ltd 
(10734), mailed through the Army 
Postal Service 1944, and a new Photo- 
chrom. 

Interiors of the Stratford church 
showing the grave and the monument 
are: a black and white photo, a brown 
photo by Walter Scott of Bradford 
(F'31) which shows the entire chan: 
cel, and another Walter Scott (F30) 
which shows the monument and these 
words:

The old memorial theatre at Strat- 
ford is pictured on a hand colored 
card of the Frith’s Series (1139 B). 
This theatre burned down in 1926. It 
was replaced by the new Memorial 
Theatre which was designed by a 
woman architect, Miss Elizabeth 
Scott; and it was opened by HRH the 
Prince of Wales on Shakespeare’s 
birthday, April 28, 1932. The new 
building is pictured on Photocards by 
Ernest Daniels (two views), WHS&S 
(1944), and Valentine (217323). There 
are two New colored views by Photo- 
chrom. 

There is a reclining monument of 
Shakespeare in the Cathedral at 
Southwark, pictured on a Tuck Oilette. 
There are three views of the Shakes- 
peare Memorial at Westminster, a 
colored Valentine (34597), one in 
black and white, and one in sepia, al- 
so a Stengel & Co. (4322) of about 
1900 showing the entire poets corner 
at Westminster. There is a Kodak 
picture of a Shakespeare monument 
at Stratford. There are cards of the 
Folger Library by the Washington 
News Co. (60063), the fountain with 
the figure of Puck at the Library, and 
a lovely statue of Shakespeare in 
Lincoln Park, Chicago, pictured on a 
card by Franklin Post card Co., Chi- 
cago (27), mailed 1909. The words on 
this monument are: 

“What a piece of work is man. How 
a in reason.

Our cards of Shakespeare’s works 
are fewer in number. The Anne Hath- 
away cottage is most plentiful; one 
has to hunt for illustrations of the 
plays. A Tuck Oilette of the South- 
wark Cathedral Series shows a bird’s 
eye view of London and Shakespeare’s 
Southwark, with the Globe Theatre. 
The Globe was the best known of 
Shakespeare’s playhouses. <A _ good 
card showing the interior of the Globe 
in the days of Shakespeare as delin- 
eated by George Pycroft was pub- 
lished in Photo form by E. Anthony 
Tyler, Stratford. Probably the best 
known picture of Shakespeare himself 
comes from the title page of the First 
Folio, published in 1623. This title 
page was reproduced on a Meriden 
Gravure card for the Folger Library. 

One of the most interesting sets of 
cards, is a series published by W. & 
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A. K. Johnston Lld., about 1905. ‘he 
seven cards of this series depict the 
“Seven ages of man” told about i 
As You Like It. A _ beautiful M 
Jaffe card made for the Metropolit 
Museum, pictures Edwin A. Abbey 
King Lear. A photo card made 
Kai Brammers Boghandel, Helsing< 
shows the tomb of Hamlet. Andac. 
distributed by Wallack’s Theatre i 
New York (1915) shows Lillah ! 
Carthy as Helena in A Midsumm 
Night’s Dream.

WAR on playiny cards 


War leaves many scars, and little 
escapes unscathed or unmarked in 
some manner. Playing cards are no 
exception; after a war we are re- 
minded by them of the thinking and 
feeling which prompted the card- 
makers to strive for themes that 
would most readily be received with 
public approval and enthusiam. 

World War II produced numerous 
issues from the United States, Eng- 
land, and Belgium and probably other 
countries. Some of the decks produced 
by the United States include the 
Victory deck, which depicts Uncle 
Sam wearing his customary red, white 
and blue high hat as king of all 
suits; a lovely young woman as a 
modern Miss Liberty smiling a greet- 
ing for the men and women in uni- 
form as she lights their way with the 
torch which is now on face level, who 
takes the place of the queen in all 
suits; and G.I. Joe and the Lad in 
Navy Blue who take their turn as 
each of the knaves on the four suits. 
These are the court characters on the 
12 court cards. (How much more 
American could a manufacturer de- 
sign!) (See illustration). The joker 
is Mussolini at one end of the card 
and Hitler on the reverse end, each in 
his favorite pose, in caricature. The 
backs come in two designs — the 
head of the eagle, with irregular red, 
white and blue forming the _ back- 
ground, also in reverse position for a 
pair, and the red, white and blue 
shield on either green or khaki back- 
ground. 

Belgium produced a deck which is 
not too easily found and not too well 
known. The back design comes in 
either red or blue, and has the rag- 
ged upright lion of their crest in a 
square in each corner, “Made in 
Belgium” across either end (a rever- 
sible design), ‘Eendracks, Maakt, 
Union Fait La Force, 1945-1940” in 
two curved ribbons on each side form- 
ing an oval, with a “V” in a block at 
top of oval, at either end. The joker 
shows a well directed bomb making a 
direct contact on the top of Hitler’s 
head. This card is in black line draw- 
ing, signed by the artist, dated 1944. 
The aces and court cards of this 
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series are interesting. The Spade Ace 
shows the Tower of Westminister 
Abbey, Roi (King) who is Winston 
Churchill, Dame (Queen) a slender 
young lady wearing a khaki uniform 
with an ermine bordered robe of red, 
white and blue, and the Valet (Jack) 
is the British Tommy, or infantry- 
man. The Ace of Hearts — this lends 
an ironic note at this time— pictures 
the spires and domed roofs of Mos- 
cow, Roi is Stalin, Dame - a modern 


version of an allegorical woman, 
while the Valet is a very slender 
dignified representative of Russian 


soldiery which looks much more as 
though he represented a_ Belgian 
Royal Guard. The Ace of Clubs de- 
picts Eiffel Tower, Roi, the ruler of 
France, and again the Dame seems 
to be an allegorical femme which is 
probably supposed to represent the 
Marseillais. The Valet is a French 
infantryman. The Ace of Diamonds 
is our own Statue of Liberty with the 
eternal torch high above her head, 
Roi is F. D. Roosevelt, president at 
that time, hand raised with the “V” 
sign, Dame is Miss Liberty, and the 
Valet is a smiling G. I., with his 
helmet dipped over one side of his 
face as though he had forgotten when 
to cease imbibing. 

The English issued several back de- 
signs. One of the best known is the 
one which shows Stalin, Rooseveit 
and the Kmperor ot Japan standing 
back of Churchill, a red background, 
all within a large white “V’’. Below 
this is a blue field with “United We 
Stand” in white block letters. The 
face cards and joker are regular. An- 
other design is a head portrait of 
Winston Churchill with a circular 
frame whicn covers the staff and pari 
of the british flag in the upper hait. 
The lower haif shows the denant kng- 
lisn Bulldog, all on a deep yellow-beige 
background. Another card shows a 
bust portrait ot Montgomery in an 
oval and from the lower right corne1 
to the upper right, curved across the

There are many minor issues of 
both U. S. and England of a patriotic 
nature, issues for each branch and 
department of service, with red bord- 
ers and blue borders, with gold and 
silver lines for pairs, and reverse color 
emblems. The Relief issues in this 
country were many,with two to many 
designs for almost all of the overrun 
countries. Those alone form a nice 
sized collection. 

The Service series, which included 
U. S. Air Force, U. S, Air Corps, 
U. S. Marines, Navy, Army, Infantry 
Engineers, Medical Corps, Cavalry, 
U. S. Ordnance Department, WAVES, 
WAAC, are only a few at random. 
Each of these can be found in two to 
eight or more designs or colors. (CUol- 
lectors should note they are becoming 
more scarce.) 

World War I saw issued a great 
variety of playing cards during 1914- 
1918 in Germany, France and Uanada 
as weil as wngiand and the United 
States. 

In 1917 the Freedom Playing Card 
Co. issued a deck showing Uncle Sam, 
Miss Liberty and a Soldier in Army 
Dress Uniform as the court cards, 
the four suits the same except for the 
pips, in the indice. The back was 
the Statue of Liberty in each half of 
the card (a reversible design) with 
the light rays radiating from the en- 
tire statue to tne edge of the card. 
This was made in both blue and red. 
Another similar deck was the Democ- 
racy playing cards which substituted 
the nurse for the queen. 

The Anna Card Company, Tulsa, 
Okla., issued a set with; Army as the 
spade pips, Navy as hearts, Marine 
as diamonds and Air Corps as clubs, 
Colonel as ace, Lt. Coionel as king, 
Red Cross Nurse as queen and a 
Major as jack. The Commander-in- 
Chet was the privilege card or joker. 
The number cards were tor example, 
two, private, first class; three, Corp- 
oral; ete with the 10 Captain. Each 
one has the proper insignia of rank. 
‘Lhe court cards were printed in only 
the one color per suit, which might 
explain why they never became pop- 
ular nor well known. it was a great 
departure from tiie familiar and had 
no colorful disp’ay to appeal to the 
eye during a time when surface bril- 
liance and gaity were so necessary. 

England’s De La Rue & Co. issued 
the back design with the black French 
poodle and the English bulldog tear- 
ing to shreds the German flag. Above 
them the flags of England and 
France, flanked by Belgium and Rus- 
sia, floated from a laurel wreath. 
There was an issue bearing the 
Prince of Wales (later the Duke of 
Windsor) crest, and in the buckled 
band encircling the Crest “The 
Prince Of Wales - National - Relief 
Fund - 1914.” 

In 1915 Canada is supposed to have 
issued “The Allied Armies” though 
there is no identification on box or 
cards as to the identity of the manu- 
facturer, who is credited as being the 
Montreal Lithographing Co., Ltd. One 
issue had six flags, presumably the 
first issue — France, Serbia, Russia, 
Belgium, Japan and Great Britain, in 
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order named, reading from left to 
right. This issue was undoubtedly 
before Italy came into the Great War, 


because the next issue had the flags | 


rearranged with the flag of Great 
Britain in the center and front, over- 


lapping the flags on the right, which | 


by design or accident are those of 
Japan, Russia and Italy reading from 
center back to right. On the left the 


arrangement from lower left to center | 
shows Belgium, France and Serbia, | 
No copy of the third issue of The 
Allied Armies is available to show | 


arrangement of the flags on the back, 
though there is a third arrangement 
of the face cards. 

The first deck has “President 
Poincare” below his portrait in a very 
large and much-decorated spade ace,

the queen is the Empress, and the |

jack the Japanese Soldier. 
of hearts contains the head portrait 
of “Peter, King of Serbia.” 
heart court cards are King Albert | 
and his wife, Queen Elizabeth, and a 
Private of Belgium. The ace of dia- 
monds is plain. The diamond court 
cards portray King George V, his 
wife Queen Mary, and a Private of 
England. The ace of clubs is also 
plain. The club court cards portray 
Nicholas II, Tsar, and Alexandra, 
Tsaritsa, and a Cossack of Russia, A 
Lion’ head (which looks like MGM’S 
roaring “Leo” trademark) within a 
horseshoe shaped band reads, “The 
Joker” above within the band and be- 
low “The British Lion.” 

The next issue which contained 
seven flags used the same joker, ex- 
cept that in the index corner ‘“Jo” 
was used instead of the usual “J.” 
The spade ace was the same fancy de- 
sign except now “Peter, King of 
Serbia” is below the likeness therein. 
The spade court cards portray King 
Victor Emmanuel III,King of Italy, 
and his wife, Queen Elena and an 
italian Private. The ace of hearts is 
large but plain and contains the lme 
drawing and title below of ‘Presi- 
dent Yoincare.’ The heart court 
cards are the same as the previous 
issue which portrays the Belgian 
family, and the diamond court cards 
again depict the British family. The 
ace of diamonus contains a drawing 
of “Madame Poincare” with the cap- 
tion below. The ace of clubs is plain 
and the club couit cards portray the 
Russian family except ‘Alexandra, 
Tsarina” is now used. 

The difference is so slight to the 
collectors and readers, but possibly 
was very serious when the world 
seemed to be resting on a keg of 
dynamite as it undoubtedly was at 
that time. It is to be noted Japan 
is not represented on the _ second 
issue at all, though on the first it

There are seven flags on the back 
design of this issue. 

She Worshipful Company of Mak- 
Hers of Playing Cards issued a war 

design in 1914, 1918 and two in 1919 
Hon the occasion of peace. The issue 
in 1914 depicts the infantry and 
cavalry being led into the attack by 
the Goddess of War. The same al- 
levorical figure stands between the 
Soidier and Sailor in an issue of 
1909. 

The Swiss issued a deck showing 
their men in uniform for the various 
court cards, in 1914. France issued 
a special deck showing Poincare, 
Albert I, George V and Nicholas Il 
with their respective Queens and Field 
Marshalls as the court cards. Each 
number card had a scene of war 
action. This was a junior or petite 
size deck, as the regular size decks 
were issued in part by the govern- 
ment and the designs must be ap- 
proved or fixed by it. ~ 

Austria was represented in this 
war deluge of 1914-18 by a Tarot 
deck issued by Piatnik & Sohne. Each 
of the Tarots had a full length scene 
of war action. One shows a large U- 
boat with the Deutschland in the 
background. Germany was the proli- 
fic producer of war issues at that 
time. We must remember Germany 
was in her heyday of power under 
Kaiser Wilhelm II, a thrifty nation 
and one of the foremost. ‘I'he Ger- 
man card manufacturers produced a 
fine quality card for which they have 
been noted for centuries. Many 
Austrian and German decks can be 
aluicst dated by the theme of the 
Tarot cards, whether of peaceful 
or of warilke scenes. Since Aus- 
trian and German decks usually had 
scenes on the lower half of the num- 
era: cards tney readily show the effect 
of the current events in their pictures. 
So it is not a surprise to tind many 
decks Which are rated as war issues. 
The rulers of Bavaria, Saxony, Wurt- 
emberg and Prussia were used as 
kines of tne suits. At least one is- 
sue included the Chiefs of Air (Zep- 
pelin), water (Tirpitz), and Land 
(Hindenburg), forces, the Minister 
of War, V. Stein, and 1mmelmann, the 
Aviator. ‘i'ne last named was prob- 
ably a “Valet.” There are many 
scenes depicted of the U-boats, Zep- 
pelin, fighter planes, ete., generally 
using their familiar suit signs of 
hearts, leaves,. bells and acorns. One 
deck was issued with the French pips, 
a posedly for troops fighting against 

rance. 
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The U. S, issued several war decks 
during the Civil War, two of which 
were “Union Playing Cards,” both 
copyrighted in 1862. The first was is- 
sued while the name was American 
Publishing Agency, 14 Chambers St., 
N. Y. and on the other the name had 
been changed to American Card Co., 
14 Chambers St. and i65 Williams 
Street, N. Y. The queen was a very 
atractive young lady, her hair in curls 
falling over her shoulders, wearing a 
dress with an off-the-shoulder neck- 
line, short puffed sleeves and a full 
flaring skirt, with a three-quarter 
overskirt in pinkish red to match a 
long fluffy ostrich plume drooping 
over the brim of her hat on her 
right shoulder. She carries a small 
wooden whiskey keg under the curve 
of her right arm and reaches for- 
ward a goblet almost filled with a red 
liquid, with her left hand. The shield 
and flag suits show her with a blue 
dress, the star and eagle suits show 
her wearing a black dress — all with 
the red overskirt, trim and plume. 
The ace of the eagle suit shows the 
eagle in a double lined circle which 
contains the manufacturer’s name. 


The ace to the second deck is the 
more familiar ace and the queen is 
the well known Goddess of Liberty, 
this time with a shield and eagle on 
the left side of the picture and a star 
in her hair, while she is draped in 
the flag. The suit sign is in the upper 
right corner in both decks. 

The flag suit in the first deck is in- 
teresting inasmuch as the three court 
cards in that suit are in the correct 
red and white stripes with the blue 
field and white stars. The eagle suit 
in this first deck is in black instead of 
blue, as is the second deck. There 
are two different back designs shown 
in the first deck, both in blue. In 
the second deck is only the one de- 
sign, but it comes in both blue and 
red. 

A. Dougherty issued a deck of Civil 
War cards, which he called the Army 
and Navy Cards. This is the deck 
with the Monitor and Merrimac for 
the blue suits and the drummer boys 
and the zouaves for the red suits, 

In 1814 Jazaniah Ford issued a 
special edition depicting the great sea 
fight after Stephen Decatur’s victory. 

A deck was issued about 1854 by 
Germany in commemoration of the 
Crimean War, 1853-56 since it con- 
tained scenes of the battles on each 
end of the four aces. 

Many decks were issued in England 
in black and white during 1600’s and 
1700’s picturing scenes of battles, at- 
tacks, ete including those of a poli- 
tical nature. This is not too surpris- 
ing if the earlier history of the cards 
and their advent into Europe are 
reviewed. 

The recognized authorities general- 
ly accept the theory that playing cards 
first arrived in Italy or Spain, and 
from there went into France. It is 


thought the returning soldiers from a 
foray expedition into Spain in 1366 
brought the cards back with them — 
probably because they were fascinated 
with the pictures, as the earlier games 
were thought rather complicated for 
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the soldier of that day. However they 
are credited with some of the more 
simple forms of Ombre, which of 
course would have been a game played 
with Tarots as that was the early 
form of the cards, which remained 
until about 1445. The French in- 
troduced the Lady into the court 
ecards since the Spanish never had 
ladies in their pack. , 

The influence of war is obvious 
even in the suit signs, which were 
translated as follows: 


The Spanish Espado became Pique to 
the French and Sword to the Eng- 
lish. 

The Spanish Coppas became Coeurs 
to the French and Heart to the 
English. 

The Dineros became Carreau to the 
French and Diamonds to the Eng- 
lish. 

The Baston or Baton became Trefle 
or Trefoil to the French and Clubs 
to the English . 


Pique is a French Sword. The 
Spanish Coppas refer to the cup or 
church, but the French or English mis- 
translated it for cup or heart. Diner- 
os, of course, to the English repre- 
sented money. To the French cen- 
turies earlier it referred to heavy ar- 


rows shot from a cross bow (carre, 
meaning square). Baton or Trefoil 
meant the clover or trefoil which 


grew in abundance in the areas where 
a general should always camp to ob- 
tain forage more readily for his 
cavalry. Hearts to the French meant 
courage. 


The French cards had their strong- 
est generals or leaders for the kings 
of the cards. The most popular lead- 
rs or commanders were Charlie 
magne, Caesar, David and Alexander. 
Even the Queens were chosen for 
their great courage. In 1660 France 
issued a deck to teach military 
science. 


With such an early influence on 
our cards reflecting war — it is no 
small wonder that through the cen- 
turies playing cards were issued to 
draw attention to war. And only a 
few of them have been discussed; 
there are many more for the collectors 
to ferret out and learn the history of 
for the story they tell. Yes, playing 
cards reflect the tempo of the times, 
whether Peace or War.

Its survival — so delicate is 
the filigree and foliation — through 
generations of childhood mauling and 
relentless scouring, is as great a 
miracle as its craftsmanship.

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finer. The spears of the soldiers who 
cluster about the cross are many 
times thinner than a toothpick and 
would seem to be in danger at every 
vagrant breeze. In one of the side 
panels is Jonah escaping from the 
whale, a familiar symbol of the 
Resurrection. The triptych was prob- 
ably carved for the private devotions 
of some wealthy family, for only the 
very rich could even then have paid 
for the unbelievable labor that went 
into the carving. 

A rosary bead of the same delicacy 
and period is so detailed that thorns 
on Christ’s head actually are thorny; 
the spectacles of an old scholar, who 
sits in the foreground as Christ ap- 
pears before Pilate, are held away 
from his face at what, in this scale, 
would be a normal distance. Because 
there was depth to the spherical 
rosai'y bead — its diameter is little 
mor: than an inch—the artist carved 
his figures in perspective. Behind the 
crov ded, theatrical scene on Calvary, 
behind even the three crosses and the 
withing limbs of the thieves that 
extend almost screenlike across the 
hemisphere, are more tiny figures 
carved on the back wall of the bead. 
How could any eye be sharp enough, 
and hand steady enough to work 
through the fragile hairlike foliage 
and execute the backdrop of the cruci- 
fixion ?

WODEHOUSE Coat-of-Arms 








Berts in aus 
Woodhouse 


This article is on the WODE- 
HOUSE - WOODHOUSE families, 
but the Coat-of-Arms pictured here 
is found for both Wodehouse, and 
Power (with slight variation), in 
Burke’s General Armory. The rea- 
son for this is that a certain William 
de Wodehouse, born in 1320, son of 
a John De Wodehouse, and his wife 
who.was an heiress of a London 
Power man of means, decided to as- 
sume his mother’s, the Power name 
and Coat-of-Arms. Therefore he 
went by the name of William Power 
—called Wodehouse.” He was a 
skinner, or furrier, and was a sheriff 
of London in 1574. 

His will, dated 1888, and proved 
Feb. 2nd, 1391/2, had the Wodehouse 
Arms recorded. This was “Sable a 
chevron paean between three cinque- 
foils argent” — or — A sable fur 
(black) shield, with a chevron of an- 
other -kind of fur, like ermine only 
black with gold spots, and around 
this chevron three silver five-petaled 
flowers. This was really the Wode- 
house Arms for the family seated in 
co. Norfolk, but it also was varied 
according as different members were 
granted new achievements, or wished 
some other differences to identify 
their separate branches. 

The blazon of the Wodehouse-Power 
Armorial Bearing is as follows: Quar- 
terly ermine and azure in the second 
and third quarters a leopard’s head 
or. Motto — Virtus in Arduis — 
Valour in difficulties. 

Translated into non-Heraldic terms:

A shield divided into four equal parts 
(quarterly), the 1st and 4th quarters 
ermine (white with black conventional 
ermine tails); the 2nd and 8rd quart- 
ers of blue (azure), each charged 
w'h a gold (or) leopard’s head. 

“Gaarterly” often means that the 
quarters bear the Arms of inter- 
married families. In such cases, the 
names of these allied families are 
written in the blazon or description, 
in the records. Burke does not give any 
other name either in the Power or 
Wodehouse blazon; therefore the 
“quarterly” design does not have that, 
nor any special significance, as far as 
printed record is concerned. 

A part of a symbol] has the same 
meaning as the whole, and the leo- 
pard’s face is indicative of “A valiant 
warrior, who enterprises hazardous 
things by force and courage.” 

Colors are representative of the 
personal characteristics of the ori- 
ginal bearer. and granted only upon 
merit. Blue signifies loyalty and 
truth; gold, generosity and elevation 
of mind; ermine, the fur lining of, 
royal robes, purity and nobility. 

Going back to “Quarterly,” there 
are many quartered Coats-of-Arms of 
the Wodehouse family recorded in 
Vistations, family pedigrees in county 
histories in England, seals of wills, 
and chapel windows. This proves 
that the allied families were those of 
respect, or weaith, or titled nobility, 
else the heiress daughters could not 
have quartered their Arms with their 
husbands’. 

A Military Family 

WOODHOUSE (Wodehouse) is the 
maternal side of our sponsor’s family. 
Milton Drexel Rutherford, Chicago 
business man, who furnished much of 
the material tor the Bacon and 
Smaliwood articles which have ap- 
peared within the last few months, 
gladly provides pages and pages of 
manuscript with reterences from the 
greatest of English historians, which 
prove these pedigrees every step of 
the way, and give us much interesting 
information. 

Mr. Rutherford has found in his 
study that this was definitely a mili- 
tary family through the generations, 
and we will point that out as we fol- 
low the pedigree. 


The Line in England 


In 1218 Stephen le Poer of Thachan 
or Thakenham held lands in co. Sus- 
sex. He had son, grandson, and great 
grandson, Stephen le Poer. His 
grandson Stephen living in the time 


of Edward I., 1277, had a daughter 
who married John Woodhouse, and it 
was their son William, who as stated 
before used the name Power (le 
Poer), “sometimes called Wodehouse.” 
He was the Sheriff of London in 1374, 
He (wife’s name unknown) was the 
father of John Wodehouse who mar- 
ried Margaret Fastolf. 

The Fastolfs were an ancient Nor- 
folk family, Alexander the first on 
record, collector of customs in Yar: 
mouth in 1320-22. His son Thomas 
held lands in Yarmouth, and died, 
1362; “seized of large possessions.” 
His son Thomas, knighted in 1380, 
marvied Margaret Clifton, and it was 
their daughter, Margaret Fastolf who 
married John Wodehouse. There has 
been speculation that Shakespeare 
derived the name of his character 
Falstaff from Fastolf. 

John and Margaret Wodehouse had 
a son John, who was called ‘The 
Squire.” He lived between 1380 and 


1421, and married Alice Furneaux. 
Then there are two more Johns in 
line — one married Constance Ged- 
ding, and his son John, Alice Croft. 
This first John bore the Arms of the 
early Wodehouse family, 
chevron and cinquefoils. 


with the 
His son bore 
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those of the Power, so it appears that 
they took their choice . 

There were two branches of the 
Wodehouse family then — that of 
Kimberley, and of Waxham. John 
of Waxham released land in 1475 to 
his brother Edward of Kimberley, 
who used the Wodehouse Arms. John 
used the Arms of Power, as far back 
as he could go — to his ancestress. 
They were both descended from Wil- 
liam de Wodehouse, the sheriff of 
London in 1874, and the line we are 
tracing down is that of Waxham. 
Wodehouse, present Earl of Kim- 
beriey, is of course of the Kimberley 
branch. 

Sir William the son of John and 
Alice (Croft) Wodehouse of Waxham. 
“was seated” in Hickling, also co. 
Norfolk. He married Elizabeth, 
daughter of Sir Philip Calthorpe, who 
was widow of Sir Henry Parker. Wil- 
liam: was knighted for gallantry at 
Leith, and was the Admiral who 
fourht at Musselburgh in 1547. He 
owned several manors which were 
passed on bv deed to his son Sir 
Henry Wodehouse. Sir William lived 
during the reigns of Henry VIIL., 
Edward VI., and died “Nov. 15 of 
ith of Queen Elizabeth” which was 
1567. There is a monument in mem- 
ory of Sir William Wodehouse with- 
out inscription over his tomb, in the 
Hickling Church. 

But as was the custom, the Coat- 
of-Arms is there, and in all the 
churches, the single or quartered 
Arms of the prominent families are 
carved in wood or stone,-or may be 
seen as one looks through the beauti- 
fully colored stained glass windows. 
If there could be no other proof of 
relationship between families, an im- 
paled or quartered Coat-of-Arms in a 
church or cemetery would furnish the 
information, except possibly for dates. 
Impaling is dividing the shield in two 
equal parts vertically, with the hus- 
band’s Arms on the right of the 
shield, and the wife’s on the left; 
quartering is the placing of 4 fami- 
lies, the 1st and 4th quarters must be 
on the husband’s side of the family, 
the 2nd and 3rd, on the wife’s. Each 
quarter may be sub-divided. 

The accompanying picture taken by 
Mr. Rutherford, is in The Church of 
St. Martin of the Palace. It is the 
tomb of Elizabeth, Lady Calthorpe, 
with an inscription in Latin, naming 
her three husbands, and paying tri- 
bute to her virtuous character, and 
benevolences, and faith in her God — 
this both in prose and verse. The 
Arms of her three husbands are 
carved there, and quartered with their 
own families also — each family 
named. There was some marriage 
with the Bacon family before Sir 
Henry, son of Sir William and Eliza- 
beth married Anne, daughter of Sir 
Nicholas Bacon about 1574, as shown 
by these quarterings. (Almost like 
going to a County Court House!!!) 
After completing the line to America, 
we will take up the Royal lines. 

Sir Henry Woodhouse (dates about 
1553-1624) who married Anne, daugh- 
ter of Sir Nicholas Bacon, and half- 
sister of Francis Lord Bacon truly 
had a life of “ups and downs” as 
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shown by several notes about him in 
manuscripts and histories. He was 
a Justice of the Peace in Norfolk. 
In 1588 he was appointed Governor 
of Yarmouth. In 1596 he was “Capt. 
of Happing and East Flag Hundred 
with troops and account of numbers 
and arms of all Norfolk troops;” same 
year, Lt Col. with several captains. 
1597 in France and Holland in War 
with Maurice. July 18, 1601, Capt. 
Woodhouse wounded seriously. “May 
2, 1604, this day Capt. Woodhouse 
and Capt. Poyntz both shot in the 
arm at Ostend.” 

One manuscript tells of service in 
May 1597 to the Queen — much ser- 
vice for which he was never paid. 
One nvute to him said “Services to be 
considered, but your debt is for ready 
money, being 1057 pounds, that hath 
been iiue these two years and may 
not be further delayed.” In 1600 Sir 
Henry wrote Sir Robt. Cecil asking 
“release from bonds executed, total 
1780 pounds, for 3 men of Norfolk — 
his lands seized, to pay, paid all but 
1305 pounds; his wife and 11 children 
to support. Has sold all cattle, plate, 
household stuff, and has never asked 
for payment of services to his 
Majesty.” Some of his losses in 
service were attached. In 1603 he 
wrote Lord Cecil — petition about 
money due him from late Queen. All 
the items above about “Capt..” Henry 
Woodhouse, are concerning the son of 
Sir Henry, who was in wars in Hol- 
land. He married Judith (Manby?), 
went to the Bermudas and was the 
father of HENRY WOODHOUSE 
who came to Virginia in 1637. 


Royal Lines 


Through the family of Elizabeth 
Calthorpe, wife of Sir William Wood- 
house, whose dates lapped over the 
late 16th and early 17th centuries, 
our sponsor can trace to Royalty — 
to David I of Scotland, and Edward I 
of England. But when one or two 
lines are established, it is usually 
easy to connect to many more Royal 
families, both in the British Isles and 
on the Continent. 

The Pedigree neatly typed and 
photostated, appearing with this arti- 
cle is a very fine example of such a 
tracing, and few can realize the 
hundreds of hours a professional gen- 
ealogist has put in on this, besides 
listing several hundred references, 
with title, volume and page, to prove 
each step of the way. 

Begin at the bottom of the page 
with Mr. Rutherford’s young daughter 
of Junior High School age — Melinda 
— then her parents — next his par- 
ents, with his mother Ella WOOD- 
HOUSE. Eight generations back 
you find the first HENRY in this 
country; then three generations back 
in England to Sir William Wood- 
house who married Elizabeth Cal- 
thorpe. Back of her (left side) the 
Calthorpe knights, then the de Greys, 
the de Hastings, and finally Henry 
of Huntingdon whose father, living 
about (circa) 1080 to 1153, was 
DAVID I., King of Scotland, and 
mother, Maud, of Huntingdon. 

Elizabeth (Calthorpe) Woodhouse’s 
mother was Amy BOLEYN, aunt of 


Anne Boleyn, wife of Henry VIII. 
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Amy’s mother was Margaret Butler, 
this name anglicized from the French 
“le Botiller;”back five generations to 
Eleanor Bohun, daughter of Hum- 
phrey Bohun and Elizabeth ‘‘Planta- 
ganet,”’ — Elizabeth the daughter of 
KING EDWARD I King of England, 
and his wife Eleanor of Castile. 

Also, by tracing back on some of 
the distaff lines, we can find 8 Barons 
of Runnymede who signed the Magna 
Carta. 

After England 
Bermuda Islands 

Captain Henry Woodhouse, men- 
tioned above as one who was in sever- 
al wars, the son of Sir Henry who had 
so much suffering in his life, evident- 
ly was tiring of military duty and 
other oppressions, as were many who 
were coming to America for religious 
and military freedom. He with his 
family went to the Bermuda Islands. 
He was Governor of the Islands from 
October 1623 to Jan. 13th 1626-7. 

America 

Gov, Henry Woodhouse of Bermuda, 
had a son HENRY, born in 1607, and 
who came to Virginia in 1637. As he 
was the first Henry in America, and 
there were several more Henrys in 
this line, we call him Henry I. 

Henry I. settled in Lynnhaven Par- 
ish Lower Norfolk (now Princess 
Anne) County, and probably Mary 
Carter was his wife. He was Justice 
of Peace in 1642 and 43, and a mem- 
ber of the House of Burgesses from 
1647 to 1652 (300 years ago.) His 
death occurred in 1655. Among his 
children was: 

Henry Woodhouse II (ca. 1635- 
1688) also lived in Lynnhaven Par- 
ish, as did four generations of this

~ And now, in this line, the first name 
changes to William, whose dates were 
about 1739 to 1774. He married 
Betty, daughter of William and Eliza- 
beth Dale, who married 2nd, Isaac 
Luke. William was Captain in the 
Indian Wars, and all through the 
family records, was listed as Capt. 
He died very young, before the Re- 
volutionary War, otherwise he cer- 
tainly would have seen service in that 
struggle. 

His son William Dale Woodhouse, 
named after him, and his grand- 
father Dale, was too young for 
very much service in the Revolution, 
as a soldier, and no record of such is 
found, but his mother and he had 
credit for provisions sold to the army, 
and both of them are “eligibles” for

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the Sons, and the Daughters, of the 
American Revolution. William Dale 
Woodhouse was later made Captain 
of Militia in Princess Anne County, 
Virginia. He also married into the 
Keeling family — Frances, daughter 
of another Thomas, and Elizabeth 
(Lovett) Keeling. He named one of 
his sons Thomas Keeling Cornick, 
and he married 2nd, Margaret Ann. 
Keeling. 


Here, in this particular line, the 
Princess Anne County history ceases. 
All of these Henrys and Williams 
were plantation owners, dealing in 
stock and grain, and keeping slaves; 
most of them holding local offices, 
and 2 Henrys Capts. in Colonial Wars. 
Credit must be given to our sponsor 
for unearthing all of the records from 
wills and deeds, through correspond- 
ence and visits to the sources of the 
records, for there are no printed gen- 
ealogies on any of these lines, and 
only occasional references to the 
families or individuals in the Virginia 
Magazine of History and Biography, 
and the William and Mary Quarterly. 


Thomas Keeling Cornick Wood- 
house (1806-1880), lived in Palestine, 
Anderson Co., Texas. His first wife, 
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and mother of his children, was Sarah 
Ann, daughter of Milnor Whiddon 
and Elizabeth (Carter) Peters. 


Virginius Gustavus (!!), son of T, 
K. C., lived in Le Flore Co., Miss, 
and just before the Civil War niar. 
ried Sarah Gertrude, daughter of 
Samuel and Margaret Ann (McClen. 
don) Owen. He enlisted and wis a 
member of the 24th Mississippi In. 
fantry, CSA; and served as Assist- 
ant Surgeon in Company B of that 
regiment. In 1870 his daughter 
Ella Woodhouse was born, anc in 
this line, she was the last of the 
Woodhouse name. 


Ella Woodhouse married Milton 
Brown Rutherford of Lamar (Co, 
Texas, who was owner and editor of 
both the Paris and San Antonio Tri- 
bunes. His grandfather was John 
Adams Rutherford. ist Judge of 
Lamar County elected by the Cong-ess 
of the Republic of Texas — and its 
first President, Sam Houston, is a re- 
puted relative. 


This couple had two sons, Lowell 
D., and Milton D. Rutherford, who 
are partners in the firm “Chicago 
Fence and Equipment Co.” L. D. is 
interested mainly in sports, past pres. 
of the Chicago District Golf Associa- 
tion. M. D. is President of Ill. Sons 
of the Revolution; member of the Ill, 
Sons of the American Revolution thru 
Woodhouse, with supplementals on 
Whidden, Carter and Keeling; mem- 
ber First Families of Virginia; Soci- 
ety War of 1812; and Society of 
Colonial Wars. He is a collector of 
Oriental Art, and an (amateur?) 
archeologist, visiting Africa, South 
America, etc., in its interests, having 
just returned from Bagdad, Jeru- 
aside all the credit due him. 


Among the relatives of our sponsor, 
there are few of the Woodhouse name 
left, and in his correspondence he 
finds but few who can throw any more 
light on the family history. But.he 
is in touch with several who, as him- 
self, owns a different name. One, 
of whom he is justly proud, is Gen. 
Lemuel Cornick Shepherd Jr., 20th 
Commandant of the Marine Corps, 
who took this new command in De. 
cember last, and has many heroic acts 
to his credit, though humbly turning 
aside all the credit due him . 


A few years ago, when Major Gen- 
eral, Shepherd delivered the memorial 
address at the unveiling of a grave 
Marker in honor of his ancestor, 
Brigadier General Henry B. Wood- 
house, veteran of the War of 1812. 
He was commander of the 9th Bri- 
gade, 4th Division, of the Virginia 
Militia, and was buried near LY NN- 
HAVEN, Princess Anne Co. — the 
old family plantation. This marker 
was placed by the Ft. Norfolk Chapt- 
er of the U. S. Daughters of 1812. 


In New England there were a few 
first-comers by the name of Wood- 
house, — Henry in 1650, Richard, 
1638 and Richard in 1662. Family 
records show residence in Lexington, 
Boston, and in Hartford, Conn. And 
3 Henrys and 2 Williams enlisted 
from Massachusetts in the Revolu- 
tion. 
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Today, one, Edward James Wood- 
house, son of Robert, holds the place 
in Who’s Who, author and teacher, 
of Virginia. In the Chicago telephone 
directory are 15, and the suburban, 6. 
(Perhaps a phone call to some of 
these might have brought more his- 
tory — let’s hope to hear from them 
after this article.) 

The HERO of all of us boys and 
iris in our town in the 90’s, was 


ILLIAM WOODHOUSE. We 
could hear him coming — sometimes 
a mile away — and would run to 


grect him, and stamp out his tracks 
— for he was the “Thrash'ng-Machine 
Man!!!” He would let us climb up in 
the cab and blow the whistle! He 
lived not far from us, and when he 
walked, went by our house. He was 
always dirty except Sundays — then 
he was clean as — “the whistle,” and 
dressed in black suit, with clean white 
shirt. He was not only hero for us 
children, but a boon and stand-by to 
farmers, grain dealers, and railroads. 
Faithful Woodhouse. He would look 
over the crops ahead, and tell almost 
to the minute when he would be at 
the next farm — even if rain inter- 
rupted procedure, for he was a good 
weather prophet. Indispensable WIL- 
LIAM WOODHOUSE!

In 1951 I wanted desperately to at- 
tend the second Institute of Genea- 
logical Research offered by the Ameri- 
can University in Washington, D. C.. 
in cooperation with the Library of 
Congress, Maryland Hall of Records 
and the National Archives and Rec- 
ords Service—but the obstacles seem- 
ed unsurmountable. Although this 
year the obstacles had not diminished, 
apparently my will had increased, for 
on the 16th of June I found myself 
really flying on my way to our na- 
tion’s capitol, for three weeks of 
concentrated study and research at 
the 3rd Institute of Genealogical Re- 
search. Not that we waited until our 
arrival in class, for immediately up- 
on the acceptance of his application, 
each member of the class was sent 
an advanced reading assignment. 

Everything was handled beautiful- 
ly for us — but in spite of the de- 
tailed instructions given concerning 
buses, etc., we were muddled. No- 
one had trouble getting to class — it

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was returning to Ward Circle late 
at night that confused us. Like the 
find we all went past the stop as they 
several classmates on the same bus 
and relaxed, thinking all we need do 
was get off when they did .. . only to 
find we all went past the stop as they 
were waiting for us to take the lead! 
Or again, the night when we banked 
on the guidance of the only male in 
the class when we spotted him on the 
street car. We then became engrossed 
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in ancestral talk, when we discovered 
Mr. D. had disappeared! Again we 
had to make our own decision, but 
after we changed from street car to 
bus you can visualize the amazement 
of all when we saw Mr, D. already on 
the bus when it came to the corner 
where it picked us up. Simultaneous- 
ly we both said “How did you do it?” 
He tried to explain, but I closed my 
ears, as obviously his way was not a 
short cut, and by that time I figured 
I could trust myself to maneuver. 

The class started off with twenty- 
one members from all sections of the 
United States and one from Canada. 
Contrary to other years, when I 
understand the sexes were more even- 
ly divided, our class boasted only one 
male — an archivist from Ontario. 
As he explained to us, he was not 
anxious to come in the first place and 
when he received the class roster he 
tried every trick in the deck to wiggle 
out of it, but the Canadian govern- 
ment had made up its mind that 
Americans seeking information in and 
about Ontario would find a person 
qualified to understand their problems, 
and Mr. D.’s path had been charted. 
Of course, after meeting all the 
charming ladies he could not help 
but be glad that he did not have his 
way — at least he so gallantly stated. 

The class personnel was as varied 
in their experience as in their ages, 
problems and goals. Our first as- 
signment was to pick a “project” to 
be turned in at the end of our class 
time, and the goal was high as some 
members of previous classes had 
succeeded in having their projects 
published in various genealogical pub- 
lications. Time did not permit the 
completion of many projects selected, 
and are to be completed in a more 
leisurely manner at home. 

Two students from the first Insti- 
tute considered the benefits so great 
they returned for the 38rd Session, as 
the course is pliable and more or less 
tends to center on problems of the 
majority of the group. So much 
substance was given to us each day 
during our three hour lecture sessions 
that time only could assimilate the 
material. 

The association between instructor, 
lecturers, students and former-stu- 
dents was remarkable. The field of 
genealogical research is so wide, I 
believe the interchange of information 
from pupil to instructor or lecturer 
was often mutual. Students from 
other years have added books and arti- 
cles to the library of the Institute, 
with the thought of helping others, 
and while classes were in session we 
had many valuable aids, pamphlets 
and suggestions from our own mem- 
bers. While we all knew there was 
more material available in Washing- 
ton that we could hope to cover, and 
consequently rushed through our 


meals to try to take advantage of as 
much as possible, still everyone was 
willing ta stop their own searches at 
any time to offer suggestions to those 
hinting they might need help.

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A typical day consisted of break- 
fast at the University, then out to 
Ward Circle for a bus to the Na- 
tional Archives Building where we 
met for our lecture sessions, begin- 
ning at nine o’clock and ending some- 
time after twelve. Then after lunch 
you could count on meeting other 
members of the class at either D. A. 
R. Library, the Archives of the Libra- 
ry of Congress where they would re- 
main until closing time. At this 
point we lost some members but 
there was always the same clique 
back at the Archives after dinner 
(it is air-conditioned and stays open 


until nine-thirty at night — two big 
advantages). Then back to our 
rooms at the University — sleep — 


and up again at seven-thirty in the 
morning for a repeat of the previous 
day’s schedule. 

On the second floor in the West 
Research Koom of the National Ar- 
chives, Mr. Colket had special books 
reserved tor the use of his class. It 
Was interesting to note as the days 
went by, more and more “outsiders” 
sitting in our private corner reading 
the class books! 


If the idea of the course appeals ‘to 
you, don’t hold back because you feei 
like my youngest boy who just en- 
tered kindergarten. ‘The night before 
he was to start I could tell he was 
worried, and when I questioned him, 
he said: “I can’t go to Wiliard, 
Mommy, because I] can’t read or 
write or sing songs like those other 
children.” 


All the census records are avail- 
able at the National Archives and are 
open to the public -— except the 1880 
records, as the originals are in bad 
condition from teo much handling. 
However, the 18%) census, important 
as it gives the state of birth of the 
father and mother of the parties 
concerned, has been microfilmed (all 
except Mississippi and Utah) and may 
be viewed at the D. A. R. Library 
It was fascinating to search Revolu- 
tionary pension application records to 
see the various documents offered in 
proof of service. We sometimes think 
we have troubie establishing D. A. R. 
Lines, but many ot ihe soldiers them- 
selves had ditlieulty proving they 
served their country. Bible records 
were torn from the bindings. minist- 
er’s affidavits were offered, “buddies” 
made sworn statements, and some- 
times the applicant himself wrote 
quite a history of the war in an ef- 
fort to describe the maneuvers he was 
engaged in, and the territory he 
covered. 

I was unable to take full advantage 
of the facilities of the D. A. R. Libra- 
ry on account of their early closing 
hour, four o’clock, unless it was 
over 90 degrees, which it generally 
was, and then they closed earlier. 
One day we tried skipping lunch to 
save time and going over immediate- 
ly after our morning lecture — very 
unsatisfactory! I would have loved 
to have had the time to go through 
their manuscript records covering 
cemetery inscriptions, Bible records, 


“turers were tops. 
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birth, marriage and death records, 
abstracts of pension application files, 
and their unusually fine local history 
collection. And — their shelves are 
open!! 

I could not attempt to give you a 
resume'of the course — all the lec. 
Meredith Colket, 
Jr. headed the class, and some of the 
guest speakers presented to us were 
Herbert F. Seversmith, John 4G, 
Herndon, John Coddington, Mi!ton 
Rubinecam, and Ernst Posner. Several 
times the class gathered in a body for 
lunch, at which time we had spccial 
speakers and special guests represent- 
ing various libraries around the coun. 
try. All had wonderful tales to tell 
about the work accomplished in their 
genealogical territory. It is truly 
amazing how much has been done and 
is being done to preserve records. ‘The 
genealogist’s cause would be lost if 
there weren’t so many people more 
interested in the subject than in 
money, for nine-tenths of the records 
preserved are a labor of love. 

Because of the heat and _ the 
“Fourth” our trip to the Virginia 
State Library was cancelled, but the 
day at the Maryland Hall of Records 
was a highlight.. The work that has 
been done to preserve Maryland rec- 
ords is unbelievable. We were taken 
on a tour of the building from stem 
to stern, and witnessed the delicate 
procedure required to rehabilitate old 
dilapidated records — we saw the 
massive and intricate photostating 
machines employed to preserve all ex: 
tant records made available to them. 
The stacks at the Hall of Records are 
air conditioned so as to preserve the 
volumes under ideal conditions — but 
mot the research rooms or the rest of 
the building. As Mr. Thomas ex: 
plained, “that would be admitting 
that Maryland does not have the ideal 
climate” — and there we all sat, 
wilting. 3 

At the close of the session and upon 
completion of our projects and final 
examination those of us who remained 
(several members dropped out earii- 
er) were presented with our certi- 
ficates at a pleasant service attended 
by an august body that included 
James J. Robbins, President of the 
American University; Warvel Grover, 
Archivist of the United States; Ernst 
Posner, Professor of History and Ar- 
chives Administration, the American 
University; and our able Director, 
Meredith B. Colket, Jr., member of 
the staff of the National Archives and 
Records Service and Associate Editor 
of “The American Genealogist.” With 
these men to congratulate us, we all 
felt important. 

The benefits of the course were 
great and I learned many new angles, 
but to make a confession, I did /eel 
smarter before attending the Institute 
and meeting all these fine people.
